Let  not  the  inducements 
of  this  life — the  obstacles  of  friendship  and  differ- 
ence of  opinion — cause  them  to  forget  Thee, 
O  God,  the  Author  of  life,  happiness,  and  peace  of 
soul  and  mind.  Rather,  grant  them  the  virtue  of 
fortitude  to  have  the  courage  of  their  convictions;

Chairman  HURLEY— Members  of  the  City 
Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  I  am  pleased 
to  present  his  Honor,  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes,  who 
will  now  deliver  his  annual  address.    Mayor  Hynes. 


ANNUAL    ADDRESS    OF    HON.     JOHN    B. 
HYNES,   MAYOR   OF   BOSTON. 

Mayor     HYNES — Chairman     Hurley,     Father 
Condon,    gentlemen    of    the    City    Council,    and 
invited  guests. 
Gentlemen: 

Another  year  in  the  long  history  of  our  city  has 
passed  into  the  shadows  of  time.  However  pos- 
terity may  judge  our  efforts  and  our  accomplish- 
ments during  the  year  19,54,  I  believe  it  must  be 
recorded  that  we  have,  according  to  our  lights  and 
within  our  capabilities,  performed  our  duties,  and 
accepted  our  responsibilities  in  keeping  with  the 
faith  reposed  in  us  by  our  fellow  citizens. 

This  New  Year  we  have  entered  will  not  be  with- 
out its  problems,  for  government  on  any  level  is 
never  static.  New  problems  constantly  arise  to 
confront  us;  old,  deep-rooted  problems,  which  have 
no  quick  or  easy  solution,  remain  to  extend  us  to  the 
fullest  if  answers  to  those  problems  are  to  be 
reached.  I  am  sure  we  will  meet  those  problems 
head  on,  with  a  spirit  of  determination  at  least  as 
great  as  that  which  characterized  our  efforts  during 
the  past  year. 

Today,  we  begin  to  write  the  first  pages  in  the 
book  of  our  city  government  for  the  year  1955. 
Because  of  the  paucity  of  materials  at  hand,  and 
because  of  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  we 
cannot,  try  though  we  may,  make  each  chapter  in 
that  book  invigorating  and  refreshing.  If,  however, 
by  our  joint  efforts,  and  within  our  prescribed 
powers,  we  can  make  brighter  and  more  encourag- 
ing those  chapters  in  the  book  of  1955  which,  here- 
tofore, have  been  dull  and  dismal  reading,  we  shall 
have  done  our  duty  well. 

In  this  annual  message,  let  me  first  discuss  those 
difficult  and  challenging  factors  which  have  defied 
our  best  efforts  in  the  past;  and  then  let  me  discuss 
those  encouraging  factors  which  give  us  reason  to 
look  to  the  future  with  confidence. 

That  part  of  our  picture  which  is  not  so  bright  is 
now,  as  it  has  been  for  some  years,  an  abnormally 
hightax  rate.  This  is  the  result  of  a  combination 
of  circumstances  so  ingrained  and  longstanding 
that  only  by  extraordinary  measures  or  remedies 
can  they  be  corrected. 

These  circumstances  include  archaic  valuation 
and  assessment  practices  which  stem  from  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  the  giant  structure  of  the 
city  government  on  an  ever-narrowing  tax  base. 
The  burden  of  sustaining  that  tax  base  rests,  with 
varying  weight,  upon  the  shoulders  of  those  who 
own  real  estate  in  our  city.  A  thorough,  city-wide 
equalization  of  real  property  values  should  be  made, 
but  should  be  held  in  abeyance  until  such  time  as  a 
new  source  of  income  is  available  to  the  city.  To 
do  otherwise  would  merely  shift  the  present  heavy 
tax  burden  to  those  least  able  to  assume  it. 

A  complete,  scientific  revaluation  and  equaliza- 
tion of  property  values  would  serve  the  further 
objective  of  reducing  to  the  vanishing  point  the 
annoyances,  the  aggravations,  and  all  the  other 
disturbing,  time-consuming,  temper-fraying  inci- 
dents which  have  become  part  and  parcel  of  the 
present  outmoded  system  of  placing  valuations  on 
taxable  properties.  Unless  our  assessing  system, 
which  has  been  chaotic  for  a  period  of  30  years,  or 
more,  is  revised  from  the  ground  up,  the  flow  of 
petitions  for  tax  abatements  will  increase  rather 
than  lessen.  To  install  a  new  system  of  assessing 
procedures  will  require  the  cooperation  of  your 
Body.     I  hope  I  can  rely  on  such  cooperation. 

The  Iqss  of  taxable  valuations  has  reached  alarm- 
ing proportions.  Extensive  public  improvements, 
the  expansion  of  educational,  charitable,  or  reli- 
gious real  estate  holdings,  together  with  a  relatively 
small  amount  of  new  taxable  construction,  has 
narrowed  the  already  narrow  tax  potential  to  the 
point  where  one  third  of  all  properties  in  our  city 
are  tax  exempt.  Lest  this  statement  be  misunder- 
stood, let  me  emphatically  declare  that  Boston  is 
pleased,  rather  than  displeased,  at  the  growth  of 
religious,  educational,  or  charitable  institutions, 
and  pleased,  also,  at  the  extent  of  public  improve- 
ments in  our  city.  The  shrinking  tax  base  is  not 
because  of  tax-exempt  holdings.  It  is  because 
there  has  not  been,  in  our  city,  in  recent  years, 
enough  new  taxable  construction  to  compensate 
for  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  construction.     As  ' 
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long  as  this  situation  continues,  and  no  new  income 
source  is  available,  we  shall  continue  to  have  a  tax 
rate  which  is  a  barrier  to  progress,  and  a  deterrent 
to  new  business  or  industrial  construction,  now  the 
main  source  of  income  to  our  city. 

If  the  answer  to  our  high  tax  rate,  and  all  that 
flows  from  it,  were  a  sizable,  sensible  reduction  in 
municipal  expenditures,  it  would  be  our  bounden 
duty  to  effect  those  economies.  But  the  answer 
to  our  high  tax  rate  is  not  that  simple.  To  arrive 
at  a  tax  rate  of  $50  or  $55  per  1,000  rather  than  the 
present  rate  of  $69.80  would  mean  reducing  city 
expenses  by  over  $20,000,000.  Obviously,  any 
such  reduction  would,  of  necessity,  involve  hard- 
ship to  employees,  and  deep  slashes  in  the  amounts 
provided  for  health  and  hospital  services,  for  fire 
and  police  protection,  and  for  other  essential  and 
vital  municipal  services.  Clearly,  the  answer  to  our 
financial  problem  is  not  in  arbitrary,  unwise,  or 
forced  economies.  This  does  not  mean,  however, 
that  we  should  not  continue  to  seek  out  greater 
economies  in  municipal  operations  wherever  those 
economies  can  reasonably  and  sensibly  be  made, 
but  we  know,  as  a  practical  matter,  that  the 
eventual  answer  to  our  tax  rate  enigma  is  either  a 
broadening  of  the  tax  base,  or  the  inclusion  of 
Boston  in  a  metropolitan  form  of  government. 
This  latter  possibility,  though  on  the  way,  is  still 
remote.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  a  broad- 
ening of  our  tax  base,  with  a  resultant  decrease  in 
the  tax  rate,  is  the  quickest  medium  through 
which  Boston  can  share  in  the  growth  and  progress 
of  a  growing  and  progressive  community  and 
nation. 

Other  factors  w-hich  cause  flickering  shadows 
to  cross  the  pages  of  1955  are  the  upward  turn 
in  disbursements  for  general  welfare  relief,  and 
relief  to  veterans.  From  present  indications, 
medical  care  grants  to  welfare  recipients,  which 
include  payments  to  apothecaries,  doctors,  and 
nursing  homes,  will  be  $700,000  greater  in  1955 
than  in  1954.  This  increase  is  by  legislative  edict 
over  which  we  have  no  control.  The  number  of 
cases  on  general  relief  has  risen  from  3,400  to  3,800 
which  will  mean  an  increase  of  about  $300,000 
in  the  appropriations  for  this  year.  In  the  Veterans' 
Services  Department,  $80,000  additional  must  be 
provided  in  1955  to  meet  a  61  per  cent  increase  in 
family  budgets  ordered  by  the  State  Department 
of  Veterans'  Services.  An  additional  $20,000 
must  also  be  provided  in  this  department  for  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  recipients.  On  the  whole, 
the  appropriations  for  general  welfare  relief  and 
for  veterans'  relief  in  1955  will  exceed  those  of 
1954  by  $1,100,000.  The  obligation  of  our  city 
to  provide  this  type  of  relief  is  a  primary  one. 
We  must  and  we  shall  meet  it.  Only  by  an  upward 
turn  in  the  economic  cycle  can  we  hope  for  any 
betterment  in  the  present  relief  picture. 

The  contributions  we  must  provide  in  1955  for 
noncontributory  pensions  will  be  about  $4,250,000, 
or  $600,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  in 
1954  for  the  same  purpose.  This  large  increase 
for  this  type  of  expenditure  would  be  most  dis- 
turbing were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the 
retired  employees,  in  many  cases,  can  be  spread 
among  other  employees,  thus  saving  a  considerable 
amount  in  the  personnel  appropriations  for 
positions  left  unfilled. 

The  condition  of  the  over-all  city  plant  is  a  cause 
for  concern.  In  an  effort  to  keep  maintenance 
appropriations  at  a  minimum,  insufficient  money 
has  been  provided  over  recent  years  for  major 
and  semimajor  plant  repairs.  We  have  now  reached 
the  stage  when  substantial  sums  must  be  made 
available  for  such  repairs.  In  order  that  these 
sums  may  be  provided  without  a  resounding 
impact  upon  the  tax  rate  of  this  year  or  next  year, 
we  are  asking  the  Legislature  to  permit  the  city 
to  borrow  for  this  purpose.  I  am  hopeful  that  your 
Body  will  give  this  proposed  legislation  unanimous 
support. 

Akin  to  this  problem  is  the  necessity  of  replacing 
worn-out  equipment  in  almost  every  city  depart- 
ment with  new  and  modern  equipment.  Old 
equipment  is  expensive  to  maintain  and  operate, 
but  its  replacement  cost  is  far  too  great  to  include 
in  the  budget  of  any  one  year.  For  this  reason, 
and  for  the  reason,  too,  that  we  intend  to  invest 
in  considerably  more  street  cleaning  and  snow 
fighting  equipment,  and  other  heavy  equipment 
which  we  now  utilize  on  a  rental  basis,  I  shall 
present  to  your  Body  during  the  present  year  a 
loan  appropriation  for  equipment  of  various 
kinds  for  various  city  departments. 

What  to  do  with  our  refuse  and  garbage  is  an 
ever-pressing  problem.     It  might  well  be  termed 


our  No.  1  housekeeping  headache.  We  must  begin, 
without  further  delay,  to  construct  incinerators 
to  take  the  place  of  open  land  dumps,  which  are 
fast  disappearing.  The  construction  of  several 
well  placed,  modern  incinerators  in  our  city  is  of 
compelling  necessity.  On  this  point,  there  can 
be  no  doubt.  Deferring  such  construction  until 
sites  are  found  which  will  engender  no  opposition 
whatsoever  will  mean  that  construction  would 
never  begin.  There  will  always  be  some  objectors 
to  an  incinerator  on  any  site,  even  though  it  is 
admitted  that  a  modern  type,  attractively  built 
incinerator  is  relatively  smokeless,  completely 
odorless,  and  in  no  sense  a  nuisance  as  compared 
with  land  dumps. 

The  designation  and  approval  of  sites  for  in- 
cinerators is  our  public  responsibility  as  officials 
of  this  city  government.  I  am  sure  that  once  we 
have  given  approval  to  a  site  and  an  incinerator  is 
constructed  and  put  into  operation,  whatever  oppo- 
sition there  might  have  been  to  that  incinerator 
will  completely  disappear.  This  has  been  the 
experience  of  other  cities  and  I  believe  it  will  be 
the  experience  in  our  city.  And  now  may  I  turn 
to  matters  of  brighter  hue. 

The  construction  of  the  new  central  artery  is 
proceeding  rapidly.  Already  that  section  coming 
from  the  north  to  the  mouth  of  the  Sumner  Tunnel 
is  completed.  Already  its  advantages  are  apparent. 
It  is  now  possible  to  travel  one  mile  over  the 
central  artery  in  two  minutes,  as  compared  to  the 
fifteen  to  forty  minutes  it  formerly  took  to  traverse 
the  same  distance  over  our  traffic-clogged  streets. 
When  the  central  artery  is  fully  completed,  it  will 
tremendously  accelerate  traffic  movement  in  and 
out  of  our  city  and  should,  we  are  extremely  hope- 
ful, encourage  building  improvements  and  new 
construction  along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  its  route. 
Undoubtedly,  easy  and  quick  access  to  the  heart 
of  downtown  Boston  will  increase  the  demand  for 
parking  facilities,  and  these  facilities  must  be  pro- 
vided if  we  are  to  take  full  advantage  of  new  and 
long-planned  traffic  improvements  in  our  city.  The 
municipal  government  has  the  primary  duty  of  pro- 
viding additional  parking  facilities.  We  welcome, 
however,  and  will  encourage  private  enterprise  to 
join  with  the  city  government  in  an  effort  to  create 
some  10,000  or  12,000  new  off-street  parking  spaces 
estimated  to  be  needed  in  the  downtown  area. 
The  city  government  has  already  embarked  on  an 
ambitious  program  which  aims  for  the  construction 
of  about  5,000  spaces  for  off-street  parking  and 
these  spaces  should  be  available  during  the  next 
year  and  a  half.  The  city  has  no  desire,  however, 
to  monopolize  the  parking  business  in  our  city. 
It  would  be  pleasing  to  us  if  private  enterprise 
would  show  greater  interest  and  a  more  adventurous 
spirit  in  a  business  which  promises  to  be  a  lucrative 
one  for  many  years  to  come. 

I  am  happy  to  again  commend  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  the  affirmative  action  taken  in  the 
matter  of  slum  clearance  for  urban  redevelopment 
in  that  part  of  our  city  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
New  York  Streets  Area. 

Ideally  situated  for  the  establishment  of  plants 
for  light  industry  and  manufacturing,  I  am  con- 
fident that  your  approval  of  this,  our  first  venture 
into  urban  redevelopment,  will  turn  out  to  be  the 
turning  point  in  the  physical  life  of  our  city. 

Cities  grow  old.  Blight  and  decay,  hardly  dis- 
cernible at  first,  can  eat  away  a  section  of  our  city 
and  travel  at  a  rapid  pace,  unless  we  take  heroic 
measures  to  stem  the  tide.  Boston  is  an  old  city. 
A  casual  walk  on  the  fringes  of  the  downtown  area 
is  proof  positive  that  age  is  taking  its  toll  of  once 
attractive  and  prosperous  areas.  Through  the 
interest  and  activity  of  local  rehabilitation  com- 
mittees, working  in  harmony  with  city  officials, 
we  have  begun  to  stay  the  dead  hand  of  decay  in 
some  sections  of  our  city.  A  new  law  makes  it 
possible,  for  the  first  time,  to  stimulate  and  acceler- 
ate our  efforts  by  broadly  defining  slum  clearance, 
rehabilitation,  or  conservation,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  these,  to  be  within  the  terms  of  the  Federal 
Renewal  Act.  However,  where  there  are  entire 
sections  of  a  city  not  redeemable  or  salvageable, 
the  only  possible  and  only  realistic  means  of  re- 
newing those  sections  is  through  the  medium  of 
clearance  and  redevelopment  on  a  large  scale. 

Therefore,  and  in  short,  three  methods  are  open 
to  us  to  improve  the  physical  appearance  of  our 
city;  by  local  rehabilitation  activities,  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  new  Federal  Renewal  law,  and 
by  urban  redevelopment  on  a  major  scale.  Moving 
forward  in  these  three  directions  will  make  Boston 
a  better  place  to  live  in,  to  work  in,  and  in  which 
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to  do  business.  During  the  course  of  the  year, 
I  shall  request  your  whole-hearted  support  in  this 
three-pronged  endeavor  to  improve  our  city. 

The  program  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  for  nation-wide  improvements  to  our 
highway  system  is  still  in  the  preliminary  stage. 
This  is  a  long-range  program  calling  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  550,000,000,000,  83,000,000,000  of 
which  will  be  devoted  to  urban  improvements. 
We  have  already  made  known  what  Boston  would 
like  to  receive  under  such  a  program.  Our 
tentative  plan  calls  for  appropriations  from  the 
Federal  Government  of  about  $150,000,000, 
the  major  portion  of  which  would  be  for  the 
dismantling  of  the  M.T.A.  elevated  structure 
and  the  substitution  of  a  subway  therefor.  We 
have  no  present  means  of  knowing  if  we  will 
receive  approval  of  all  or  any  part  of  our  program, 
but  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that  if 
$50,000,000,000  is  to  be  spent  for  highway  im- 
provements in  the  United  States  our  request 
is  a  very  modest  one. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road Company  is  going  to  move  its  yards  from 
Exeter  street  and  Huntington  avenue.  This 
will  leave  a  28-acre  site  in  a  very  desirable  section 
of  our  city  for  development.  Pending  in  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  is  a  proposal  which 
will  make  possible  the  development  of  this  site 
in  such  a  manner  that  short-range  and  long- 
range  benefits  will  accrue  to  our  city.  It  would 
be  the  shame  of  our  generation,  in  my  opinion, 
if  this  large  site  were  cut  up  into  minuscule  portions 
to  be  used  for  a  variety  of  purposes,  none  of  which 
nor  all  of  which  together,  would  improve  the 
general  area  of  the  Back  Bay  and  the  city  itself. 
A  modern  development  of  this  site  would  have 
much  to  do  with  reversing  the  trend  of  decentralized 
shopping.  It  would  revitalize  a  neighborhood 
which  needs  to  be  exhilarated.  It  would  bring 
into  our  city  government  more  taxes  than  we 
have  ever  received  from  the  railroad  company. 
Like  all  progressive  moves,  there  is  opposition 
to  any  plan  which  gives  protection  to  those  who 
are  willing  to  risk  many  millions  of  dollars  in  a 
venture  of  this  sort.  In  my  judgment,  this 
opposition  is  shortsighted,  for  anything  which 
benefits  our  city  in  one  particular  section  or  in 
one  particular  way  will  also  benefit  the  whole 
city.  I  respectfully  appeal  to  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  and  all  my  fellow  citizens  to 
give  support  to  the  legislative  proposal  when 
the  hearings  on  it  are  held  early  this  year.  If 
ever  Boston  had  a  chance  to  turn  the  corner 
and  look  down  the  broad  highway  of  a  better 
future,  this  is  that  opportunity. 

Another  possibility  which  can  result  in  a  more 
prosperous  and  progressive  city  is  the  organization 
of  a  world  trade  center  in  our  city.  Boston  has 
one  of  the  finest,  ports  in  the  world.  It  is  redundant 
for  me  to  state  that  it  is  not  being  used  to  its 
full  advantage.  For  years,  sporadic  efforts  have 
been  made  to  revive  the  port,  but  only  recently 
have  the  kind  of  improvements  been  completed 
which  make  it  possible  for  Boston  to  compete 
with  other  eastern  ports.  There  is,  currently, 
intense  interest  in  the  creation  of  a  new  organi- 
zation, called  the  World  Trade  Center,  which  will 
bring  together  every  interested  group  in  the 
city  to  pledge  and  to  lend  concerted  support  to 
the  rebuilding  of  the  business  of  our  port. 

Boston,  nearer  to  North  European  ports,  nearer 
to  South  American  ports  than  some  of  our  rival 
cities,  is  in  good  position  to  go  after  business, 
to  get  business,  and  to  revivify  our  port.  The 
city  of  New  Orleans  has  benefited  in  myriad 
ways  from  the  World  Trade  Center  which  it 
organized  some  10  years  ago.  The  new  business 
which  has  come  to  New  Orleans  has  spread 
prosperity  throughout  every  segment  of  the 
population  of  that  city.  We  can  do  the  same  in 
Boston.  I  look  forward  to  the  early  organization 
of  the  World  Trade  Center  and  the  contributions 
it  can  make  to  the  general  prosperity  of  our  city 
and  the  whole  community  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  sale  of  homes  built  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
veterans  of  World  War  II  is  taking  place  as  re- 
quired by  law.  To  date,  we  have  sold  200  houses 
to  veteran  purchasers.  Seventy-one  dwellings  are 
now  in  the  process  of  being  sold.  During  1955,  we 
shall  sell  the  balance  of  the  504  single  or  double 
houses,  and  we  shall  also  proceed  to  the  sale  of  the 
five  multiple-dwelling  projects  which  have  a  total 
of  315  units. 

The  average  cost  of  the  construction  of  the 
houses  which  have  been  sold  was  $22,000,  as 
against  an  average  selling  price  of  $15,000.     The 


houses  sold  have  now  been  placed  on  the  tax  rolls 
and  will,  hereafter,  be  assessable  as  any  other 
residence  in  the  city.  This  year,  the  houses  which 
have  been  sold  will  represent  $1,448,000  in  taxable 
valuations. 

The  reorganization  of  city  departments,  and  the 
general  streamlining  of  the  city  government,  has 
begun  to  bear  fruit.  New  methods  of  operation 
can  now  be  instituted  and  economies  can  now  be 
made  which  were  impossible  before  the  reorganiza- 
tion. Fewer  employees  are  now  on  the  payrolls  of 
the  city  and  their  number  will  further  decrease  as 
deaths  and  retirements  take  place.  The  internal 
reorganization  of  the  Fire  Department,  which  we 
are  content  will  result  in  better  and  more  efficient 
operation,  will  mean  savings  of  approximately 
$500,000  yearly.  This  is  an  example  of  what  can 
be  accomplished  by  reorganization  and  by  in- 
stituting efficient  management  procedures. 

The  new  Department  of  Administrative  Services 
is  proving  to  be  the  heart  and  core  of  the  whole 
reorganization  plan.  Through  the  authority 
reposed  in  this  department,  more  efficient  practices 
are  being  adopted  in  various  city  departments. 
I  am  immensely  pleased,  and  I  know  you  are,  that 
this  new  department,  under  the  able  direction  of 
Charles  J.  Fox,  is  meeting  with  our  expectations 
and  has  come  to  be  the  generating  force,  the 
guiding  hand  that  inspires  and  leads  our  various 
departments  to  better  and  more  economical 
management. 

The  City  Hospital,  which  now  and  again  is  a 
target  for  criticism,  is  making  rapid  strides  in  the 
field  of  improve!  hospital  service.  The  improve- 
ments already  instituted  and  in  operation,  and 
those  contemplated,  are  so  numerous  that  they 
must  await  a  later  date  for  recounting.  Merely 
let  me  state,  at  this  time,  that  there  is  no  city 
hospital  in  our  country  which  is  better  staffed  or 
better  equipped  to  give  the  very  best  of  care  to  its 
patients  than  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  The 
reorganization  has  brought  under  one  head  the 
Main  Hospital,  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  and  the 
Long  Island  Hospital.  Within  a  short  time,  and 
under  the  most  energetic  supervision  of  the  new 
superintendent,  Dr.  John  F.  Conlin,  I  am  quite 
certain  that  our  hospital  services  and  facilities 
will  be  acclaimed,  by  every  recognized  expert,  as 
equal  to  or  better  than  any  other  in  our  country. 

The  gross  funded  debt  situation  in  our  city 
continues  to  improve.  This  is  not  accidental.  It 
has  been  done  in  order  that  the  credit  of  our 
municipality  might  be  sound,  and  in  order  that 
we  might  go  into  the  financial  market  on  even 
terms  with  other  borrowers.  In  the  year  just 
passed,  our  gross  funded  debt  has  been  reduced  by 
$2,000,000.  Over  the  past  five  years  this  debt  has 
been  lowered  by  $12,000,000.  This  is  an  accom- 
plishment which  strengthens  our  financial  structure. 

For  many  years  the  increase  in  deficits  of  the 
M.T.A.  has  been  a  very  burdensome  factor  in  our 
tax  rate.  This  year,  on  the  basis  of  figures  for  the 
first  11  months  of  1954,  it  would  appear  that  that 
part  of  the  deficit  which  must  be  borne  by  the 
City  of  Boston  will  be  $1,000,000  less  than  last 
year.  Although  this  decrease  in  the  M.T.A. 
deficit  has  been  made  possible  by  an  increase  in 
passenger  fares,  nevertheless  it  is  a  welcome 
relief  from  the  pattern  of  recent  years.  However, 
despite  this  reduction  in  the  M.T.A.  deficit,  the 
charges  assessed  on  Boston  for  this  mass  trans- 
portation facility  will  represent,  this  year,  ap- 
proximately $4  on  the  tax  rate. 

On  an  occasion  such  as  this  there  is  a  temptation 
to  discuss  every  city  activity.  I  shall  not  do  so 
although  I  must  make  passing  and  brief  mention  of 
our  new  Division  of  Complaints  which  is  meeting, 
very  capably,  a  very  obvious  need  and  which  I 
recommend  to  you,  gentlemen,  as  a  referral  agency 
on  matters  which  come  to  your  attention  and 
which  require  follow-up  and  report. 

Let  me  conclude  this  talk  by  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  your  continued  devotion  to  the 
task  which  confronts  you,  both  as  individuals  and 
collectively.  Your  position  in  the  city  government 
is  not  exactly  an  enviable  one.  Your  authority  and 
your  power,  under  the  City  Charter,  is  limited,  and 
yet  you  are  expected  on  many  sides  to  do  things 
which  are  beyond  your  jurisdiction.  Whether  your 
power  and  your  authority  should  be  broadened  and 
extended  is  not  for  me  to  pass  upon.  I  do  hope, 
however,  and  confidently,  that  in  those  fields  where 
you  have. sole  jurisdiction,  or  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  me,  that  we  may  see  eye  to  eye,  and  work 
hand  in  hand.  In  doing  so,  we  keep  faith  with  our 
fellow  citizens;  we  contribute  toward  a  better  City 
of  Boston  of  the  future. 
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In  my  judgment  our  city  has  made  gratifying 
progress  during  the  past  12  months.  Our  goal 
must  be  to  continue  that  progress  in  the  months 
ahead. 

(Applause.) 

Chairman  HURLEY — Thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor, 
for  a  very  fine  address.  The  Chair  now  appoints 
Councillors  McLaughlin  and  Piemonte  to  escort 
his  Honor  from  the  chamber.  There  will  now  be  a 
short  recess  until  the  return  of  the  councillors 
escorting  the  Mayor.    (Short  recess.) 

Chairman  HURLEY— The  Council  will  be  in 
order. 

The  Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  Body.

Dear  Sir: 

It  is  customary  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
at  its  first  meeting  in  the  New  Year  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the 
year  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
receipts.  This  method  of  financing  is  made 
necessary  by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts 
municipal  tax  calendar  the  major  portion  of  the 
city's  revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1955  in  an- 
ticipation of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the 
total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1954  together 
with  the  corporation  and  income  tax  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  during  the  financial 
year  1954.  This  would  total  approximately 
$120,000,000.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  desirable  that 
an  authorization  of  $75,000,000  be  made  in  order 
to  cover  requirements  as  they  now  appear  for  the 
financial  year  1955.  In  1954  an  authorization  of 
$75,000,000  was  made  and  it  was  necessary  to 
issue  during  the  year  temporary  notes  to  the 
amount  of  $60,000,000.  It  is  estimated,  however, 
that  in  the  current  year  actual  cash  requirements 
should  be  approximately  the  same  as  those  for  1954. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  previously  stated  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and 
adoption.

This  communication  is  with  reference  to  City 
Council  order  of  December  27,  1954,  pertaining 
to  the  matter  of  public  health  policy  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  is  desirable  or  advisable  to  permit  the 
collection  of  garbage  and  refuse  in  the  same  trucks 
and  to  utilize  the  same  receptacles  for  storage. 

From  a  public  health  aspect  it  is  desirable  that, 
where  the  garbage  is  to  be  boiled  and  fed  to  hogs, 
garbage  be  collected  separately. 


In  the  long  experience  of  this  department  we 
have  encountered  no  major  public  health  hazards 
from  the  collection  of  unscparatcd  garbage,  refuse, 
and  trash. 

It  is  the  objective  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  have  the  collec- 
tion of  refuse  only  in  the  most  modern  type  of 
trucks    and    equipment    and    the    disposition    of 
refuse  ultimately  by  incineration.    If  this  objective 
is  accomplished  and  if  incineration  is  available,  I 
can  foresee  no  public  health  hazard  in  the  collec- 
tion of  all  types  of  refuse  in  the  same  vehicle 
and  the  disposition  by  incineration,  all  procedures 
being  operated  in  accordance  with  modern  engi- 
neering and  public  health  practices.

We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
proposal  that  the  Sumner  Tunnel  be  made  one  way 
in  the  direction  of  East  Boston  between  4  and  6  p.m., 
in  response  to  Council  order  of  December  20, 
1954. 

Our  engineers,  in  conference  with  Tunnel 
authorities,  agree  that  while  it  would  be  highly 
desirable  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Sumner  Tunnel  Plaza  during  the  peak 
hours  from  4  p.m.  to  6  p.m.  by  making  the  tunnel 
one  way  from  Boston  Proper  to  East  Boston, 
it  would  appear  that  the  objections  to  it  are 
insurmountable. 

A  traffic  count  made  on  a  weekday  during 
June  of  1954  showed  that  from  4  p.m.  to  6  p.m. 
2,814  vehicles  proceeded  through  the  tunnel 
toward  East  Boston  and  1,470  from  East  Boston. 

In  our  judgment  the  following  factors  are  perti- 
nent to  this  situation: 

1.  It  would  be  practically  impossible  to  divert 
all  traffic  desiring  to  come  into  the  city  via  the 
tunnel  over  the  next  alternate  route;  viz.,  the 
Mystic  River  Bridge. 

2.  Such  a  diversion  would  cause  serious  in- 
convenience to  motorists  and  mass  transportation 
buses  originating  in  East  Boston,  many  of  whom 
would  perforce,  be  required  to  traverse  practically 
the  entire  length  of  East  Boston,  thence  through 
Chelsea  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  Bridge. 

3.  Obviously,  the  suggestion  contemplates 
using  both  lanes  of  the  tunnel  in  the  direction  of 
East  Boston.  I  believe  that  such  use  of  the 
nominally  inbound  lane  by  outbound  traffic 
would  set  up  a  practice  which  would  result  in 
some  use  of  it  by  East  Boston  bound  traffic 
during  other  periods  of  the  day.  Such  a  result 
would  create  chaos  and  set  up  a  terrible  accident 
hazard,  even  if  only  an  occasional  motorist  were 
to  use  the  wrong  lane. 

Conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tunnel  are 
seriously  aggravated  at  the  present  time  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Fitzgerald  Expressway  tem- 
porarily terminates  at  this  point  and  also  because 
conditions  in  Blackstone  street  preclude  the  use 
of  the  surface  traffic  pattern  which  is  incorporated 
in  the  design  of  the  Expressway,  and  which  will 
eventually  require  that  all  traffic  entering  Cross 
street  from  the  tunnel  will  be  forced  to  make  a 
right  turn  toward  Haymarket  Square  and  thence, 
if  desiring  to  go  uptown  via  North  street,  will 
make  a  left  turn  through  a  "slot"  under  the  ex- 
pressway and  arrive  at  a  right  turn  into.  North 
street  from  Blackstone  street. 
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It  is  expected  that  the  Expressway  will  have  been 
completed  to  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Hill  square 
and  Northern  avenue  by  July  of  1955.  When 
this  additional  section  is  in  operation,  traffic 
conditions  near  the  tunnel  should  be  measurably 
improved.  In  the  interim  it  is  difficult  to  see 
how  serious  congestion  in  this  area  can  be  avoided.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
GIRLS'    LATIN   SCHOOL. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

January  5,  1955. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  City  of  Boston  gave  its  "Teachers  College" 
to  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in  August,  1952. 
This  transfer  was  accomplished  under  the  authority 
of  chapter  618,  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1952. 

The  City  of  Boston  was  the  petitioner  for  the 
legislation.  The  philosophy  which  inspired  this 
gratuitous  act — with  which  the  Finance  Com- 
mission was  in  accord — was  that  Boston  should 
not  continue  the  training  of  teachers  for  public 
school  work.  For  several  years  a  substantial  and 
growing  per  cent  of  the  teachers  trained  in  "Boston 
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Teachers  College"  was  absorbed  in  the  public 
education  work  of  other  municipalities;  further- 
more, the  State  of  Massachusetts  trained  and 
prepared  teachers  for  public  education  throughout 
the  state  in  other  teachers  colleges. 

The  "Boston  Teachers  College"  property 
consists  of  a  group  of  buildings,  one  of  which 
contains  the  very  important  "Girls'  Latin  School." 
As  a  result  of  the  above-mentioned  transfer,  the 
State  Department  of  Education  now  has  owner- 
ship and  control  of  this  entire  group.  The  enabling 
act  allows  the  city  use  of  the  Latin  School  build- 
ing, but  with  reservations  and  temporarily.  Since 
the  state  acquired  control,  it  has  already  reduced 
the  number  of  rooms  used  by  the  Latin  School  by 
23  per  cent — seven  out  of  thirty  rooms.  This 
reduction  in  usable  space  has  proved  embarrassing 
to  the  Latin  School  because  pupil  enrollment  in 
that  school  has  increased  11  per  cent. 

Now  the  entire  elimination  of  Girls'  Latin 
School  from  the  property  is  imminent.  The  city 
is  faced  with  notice  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion that  the  city  must  give  up  eight  more  rooms 
within  six  months,  which  will  result  in  fifteen 
rooms  lost  to  the  Latin  School  to  that  time; 
furthermore,  the  State  Board  has  served  notice 
that,  if  predicted  increases  in  Teachers  College 
enrollment  materialize,  the  state  will  take  over 
the  remaining  fifteen  rooms.  In  fact,  the  prospect 
is  that  the  Latin  School  will  have  to  vacate  the 
building  entirely  within  three  years. 

Boston  (the  School  Committee),  therefore,  is 
faced  with  these  alternatives.  Boston  must 
close  out  entirely  and  permanently  the  Girls' 
Latin  School;  or  Boston  must  provide  an  entirely 
different  building  for  the  school.  The  first  of 
rhese  alternatives,  is,  to  many,  unthinkable;  the 
second  might  cause  an  unexpected  expenditure 
of  over  S3.000.000.      . 

The  School  Committee  has  suggested,  as  the 
solution  of  this  dilemma,  the  use  of  the  closed 
Dorchester  High  School  for  Girls  as  a  new  Girls' 
Latin.  However,  a  storm  of  protest  from  alumnae 
of  the  Latin  School  and  from  parents  of  girls  in 
the  present  school  has  halted  consummation  of 
that    idea.      What    makes   this   solution    of   the 


difficulty  attractive  from  a  financial  standpoint  is 
that  the  maximum  cost  of  it  would  be  no  more  than 
$75,000. 

Your  interest  in  this  matter,  since  you  have  no 
direct  control,  will  undoubtedly  stem  from  your 
often  expressed  desire  to  avoid  new  expenditure 
which  adds  to  an  already  worrisome  tax  burden. 
A  new  $3,000,000  Latin  School  will  increase 
maintenance  and  financing  costs  of  the  school 
system. 

For  a  complete  understanding  of  the  situation, 
the  Finance  Commission  offers  this  chronology  of 
developments: 

(a)  In  the  acquisition  of  the  Teachers  College 
property,  the  Commonwealth  took  over  a  group 
of  buildings  consisting  of  the  "Teachers  College," 
the  "Patrick  A.  Collins  Building,"  which  had 
been  jointly  used  by  the  college  and  the  Girls' 
Latin  School,  the  "Girls'  Latin  Building,"  and 
the  "Common  Building,"  which  contained  a 
gymnasium  and  lunchroom  used  by  both  college 
and  Latin  School. 

(b)  During  the  school  year  1952-53,  the  city 
continued  to  use  thirty  rooms  for  Latin  School 
purposes,  seven  in  the  Collins  Building,  twenty- 
1  hree  in  the  Latin  Building.  For  this,  by  agreement 
under  authority  of  the  enabling  act,  the  city  paid 
$22,935.18,  of  which  approximately  $15,000 
represented  50  per  cent  of  the  operating  costs  of 
the  buildings,  and  the  remainder  for  ordinary 
repairs  to  Girls'  Latin  School. 

(c)  In  December.  1953,  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Education  notified  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee that  his  department  intended  to  use  seven 
rooms  in  the  Collins  Building  beginning  September 
1,  1954. 

(d)  On  September  1,  1954,  the  state  took  the 
seven  rooms,  leaving  twenty-three  rooms  in  the 
Girls'  Latin  School  for  City  of  Boston  use. 

(e)  For  the  1953-54  school  year  the  city  paid 
S30.226.69  for  its  50  per  cent  share  of  the  operatinir 
costs  and  $2,641.35  for  repairs  to  the  Latin  School. 

(f)  November,  1954,  the  State  Commissionerof 
Education  notified  the  Boston  School  Committee 
that  he  would  have  to  take  an  additional  eight 
rooms  beginning  June  30,  1955. 


The  Situation  at  the  Girls'  Latin  School. 
The  following  table  presents  a  situation  of  increasing  enrollment  and  decreasing  space  at  the  Latin 
School.

The  squeeze  on  space  indicated  by  the  above 
table  has  resulted  in  a  compressed  and  overlapping 
schedule  for  the  six  grades  enrolled  at  Girls' 
Latin  School.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
in  Grade  7  some  attend  from  12.41  to  4  p.m., 
while  others  attend  from  11.39  to  3.22  p.m.,  and 
in  Grades  8  through  12  the  hours  of  attendance 
are  from  8.45  a.m.  to  2.03  p.m.  This  compressed 
schedule  has  modified  extracurricular  activities. 


Further  reduction  in  the  number  of  rooms,  in 
accordance  with  the  State  Department's  notice  of 
November,  1954,  will  so  intensify  the  situation 
as  to  constitute  a  weakening  of  a  sound  educational 
program. 

Value  of  Teachers  College  Property. 
It  is  pertinent  to  point  out  the  value  of  the 
property  acquired  by  the  state,  without  cost,  by 
transfer   of   the   Teachers   College   in    1952.      The 
following  table  presents  the  picture.

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At  an  estimated  $1  per  cubic  foot,  reproduction 
costs  would  approximate  $3,500,000.  Since  the 
state  acquired  this  property,  the  city  has  spent 
over  $55,000  in  shared  operating  cost  and  ordinary 
repair.

To  make  the  Dorchester  High  School  for  Girls 
usable  will,  as  stated  above,  cost  around  $75,000. 
To  construct  a  new  building  will  cost  over  $3,000,- 
000.  It  is  questionable  if  the  School  Committee 
can  make  any  other  use  of  the  Dorchester  property. 
It  cost  the  city  (land  and  building)  approximately 
$500,000  many  years  ago.  Its  replacement  cost 
today  would  be  approximately  $2,500,000.  It  is 
now  in  sound  condition,  needing  only  internal 
repairs  to  make  it  as  good  as  new. 

The   Dorchester   High   School   has   been   closed 
for  over  a  year.    When  a  school  building  is  closed, 
deterioration  proceeds  at  an  alarming  rate.

"Ordered,  That  the  Social  Service  Departments 
of  the  Welfare  Department  and  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  establish  a  bureau  for  the  placing  of 
patients  in  rest  homes," 
we  wish  to  inform  you  as  follows. 

The  department  recently  established  a  unit  at 
the  Roxbury  Crossing  district  office  known  as  the 
"Nursing  Home  Section,"  which  section  is  re- 
sponsible for  administering  assistance  to  all 
recipients  residing  in  proprietary  nursing  homes 
in  the  city.  This  section  will  be  able,  about 
February  1,  to  maintain  a  register  of  all  vacancies 
from  nursing  homes,  and  a  method  is  being  worked 
out  under  which  the  nursing  homes  will  inform 
the  office  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs.  This 
information  will  be  made  available  to  the  Social 
Service  Division  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  on 
request. 

The  Welfare  Department's  listing  of  vacancies 
will  be  primarily  for  informational  purposes,  as 
we  believe  the  decision  as  to  the  appropriate 
nursing  home  for  the  patient  should  be  made  by 
the  Hospital  Social  Service  Division  in  each  case.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  December  15,  1954,  on 
the  above  City  Council  order,  be  advised  that  this 
Authority  has  conferred  at  length  with  Police 
Commissioner  Sullivan  on  the  matter  of  police 
protection  for  developments  of  this  Authority. 

The  Authority  is  convinced  that  it  is  receiving 
police  protection  on  its  developments  at  least 
equal  to  that  received  by  other  property  owners 
and  consonant  with  that  which  can  be  given  it  in 
view  of  the  over-all  problems  of  that  department. 
Over  a  year  ago  the  Authority  made  a  proposal 
to  the  Public  Housing  Administration  for  minimum 
additional  police  protection,  with  special  police  at 
its  own  expense,  on  a  plan  worked  out  in  cooper- 
ation with  Commissioner  Sullivan. 

A  tentative  approval  of  this  plan  was  given. 
Final  approval  was  never  secured.  At  a  meeting 
held  with  the  Public  Housing  Administration  at 
its  Field  Office  in  New  York  on  January  6,  1955, 
this  Authority  continued  to  press  for  its  viewpoint, 
but  without  success. 

If  additional  police  protection  can  be  given  by

AWARDS  TO  MEMBERS  OF  POLICE    AND 
FIRE  DEPARTMENTS  FOR  OUTSTAND- 
ING  SERVICE.

I  transmit  herewith'  communication  from  the 
Fire  Commissioner  concerning  your  order  of 
January  10,  1955,  relative  to  establishing  a  policy 
of  awarding  to  the  member  of  the  department  who 
performs  the  most  heroic  act  in  that  year  a  perma- 
nent yearly  increment  to  his  salary  of  S500,  and 
that  the  man  be  required  to  display  on  his  uniform 
at  all  times  some  indication  of  the  award  he  has 
received.

Sir: 

I  feel  that  the  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
on  January  10,  1955,  is  a  laudable  move  to  recog- 
nize the  heroism  of  the  police  and  fire  fighters. 
In  carrying  out  any  such  policy,  however,  there  are 
several  difficulties  that  present  themselves  im- 
mediately that  must  be  resolved  before  any  action 
can  be  taken  by  the  City  Council. 

1.  A  determination  should  be  made  as  to 
what  would  be  a  heroic  act  which  is  intangible 
and  subject  to  many  interpretations. 

2.  A  most  heroic  act  of  one  year  would  not 
necessarily  compare  with  a  most  heroic  act  of 
another  year. 


3.  It  coull  be  possible  that  inasmuch  as 
only  one  award  is  provided  that  a  person  who 
would  not  receive  the  reward  because  of  a 
consideration  of  a  most  heroic  act  in  one  year 
may  have  accomplished  something  that  would 
be  far  superior  to  one  that  would  be  determined 
to  be  the  most  heroic  act  in  the  following  year 
and  this  could  bring  about  the  feeling  that 
insufficient  consideration  had  been  given  in 
not  having  more  than  one  award. 

4.  It  w-ould  have  a  likelihood  to  tarnish 
the  admitted  bravery  possessed  by  our  fire 
fighters  in  that  the  assumption  might  be  placed  on 
it  that  what  would  be  considered  an  ordinary 
call  to  duty  would  be  performed  because  of  a 
cash  remuneration. 

5.  A  heroic  act  may  be  a  team  affair  with 
more  than  one  man  participating  in  the  heroism. 
How  could  one  determine  which  was  the  most 
heroic  of  the  combined  number  performing 
this   unusual   feat? 

6.  All  of  the  fire  fighters  of  the  department 
at  a  fire  would  not  have  equal  opportunity 
to  perform  acts  of  heroism  inasmuch  as  the 
duties  of  some  strictly  demand  that  they  per- 
form necessary  work  that  would  limit  their 
participation  in  most  heroic  acts,  such  as  pump 
operators,  drivers  of  engines  and  members  of 
engine  companies  engaged  in  stretching  lines 
of  hose. 

7.  The  human  factor  of  the  reporting  of  the 
most  heroic  act  would  enter  into  it.  What 
one  person  would  consider  a  most  heroic  act 
another  officer  might  consider  just  an  ordinary 
performance  of  duty.  Consequently,  it  would 
depend  too  often  on  the  viewpoint  of  the  one 
who  makes  the  report. 

8.  Fire  fighting  is  essentially  a  team  work 
proposition  and  it  is  necessary  that  at  all  times 
the  activities  in  fire  fighting  and  rescue  work 
be  organized  from  that  viewpoint  solely.  Con- 
sequently, no  appearance  of  favoritism  can  be 
allowed  to  exist  so  that  opportunities  to  gain 
money  would  not  depend  on  who  is  sent  on  any 
particular  part  of  the  fire  or  rescue  effort. 

9.  It  might  lead  to  individuals  taking  a 
chance  far  beyond  reason  of  accomplishment 
and  thereby  cause  loss  of  their  own  lives  or  the 
lives  of  others. 

I  certainly  feel  that  while  this  idea  is  not  without 
merit  we  should  proceed  most  carefully  in  its 
adoption  lest  it  defeat  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
established.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  of  January 
10,-  1955,  requesting  that  the  Mayor's  Committee 
on  Traffic  and  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
consider  the  feasibility  of  various  proposals  for 
downtown  parking,  I  wish  to  report  that  the 
Citizens'  Traffic  Committee  has  not  met  recently, 
but  our  office  has  given  consideration  to  the 
proposals  and  submits  the  following  report: 

1.  "Designation  of  areas  in  proximity  to  the 
retail  stores  in  downtown  Boston  'Retail  shopping 
areas.'" 

Assuming  that  the  principal  area  referred 
to  is  that  which  encompasses  the  large  retail 
department  stores,  the  following  facts  are 
applicable  to  the  area  bounded  by  Boylston 
street,  Tremont  street,  School  street,  Milk 
street,  Arch  street,  Chauncy  street,  Bedford 
street,  and  Washington  street. 

The  total  curb  length  in  the  area  is  26,972 
feet.  Of  this,  23.009  feet  is  restricted  and  only 
the  balance  of  3,963  feet  is  available  for  parking. 
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This  accommodates  only  186  cars.  There  are 
150  parking  metered  spaces  and  36  without 
parking  meters. 

It  is  evident  from  the  above  facts  that  there 
is  no  opportunity  to  provide  curb  parking 
space  for  shoppers  or  anyone  else  within  this 
area. 

2.  "That  in  these  areas  no  parking  fee  be 
charged." 

Because  of  the  small  number  of  spaces 
described  above,  the  matter  of  providing  parking 
without  a  fee  is  of  no  serious  moment  as  applied 
to  this  large  downtown  shopping  area. 

3.  "That  there  be  installed  in  the  place  of  the 
parking  meters  presently  installed  a  device  into 
which  the  parker  must  introduce  the  registration 
number  of  his  automobile  at  the  time  he  parks." 

4.  "That  this  device  record  on  a  tape  the 
length  of  time  a  given  automobile  is  parked." 

We  have  no  knowledge  of  any  tested  device 
for  supervising  parking  which  would  permit 
the  parker  to  "introduce  the  registration 
number  of  his  automobile  at  the  time  he  parks ' ' 
or  that  would  record  on  a  tape  the  length  of 
time  a  given  automobile  is  parked. 

5.  "That  where  such  devices  are  used,  signs 
be  posted,  indicating  that  the  area  is  for  the  use 
strictly  of  shoppers  and  that  violators  parking 
overtime  will  be  automatically  tagged. " 

Since  it  would  be  impossible  to  differentiate 
between  shoppers  and  other  parkers  and  6ince 
we  have  at  present,  in  areas  where  parking  is 
not  prohibited,  a  two-hour  restriction,  there 
would  apparently  be  no  change  in  the  parking 
rules  governing  these  areas  if  the  suggested 
device  were  to  be  used.  The  proposal  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  device  itself  would 
record,  in  some  manner,  the  overtime  parking 
of  a  car  and  that  the  violation  could  be  asso- 
ciated with  the  registration  number  o  the 
offending  car  and  that  this  information  could 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  the 
violator. 

As  previously  commented,  since  we  have  no 
knowledge  of  the  suggested  device,  it  is  difficult 
to  establish  whether  such  means  of  recording  a 
parking  violation  could  be  used  as  legal  basis 
for  a  prosecution. 

In  summary  it  would  seem  that  no  firm  opinion 
as  to  the  functional  feasibility  of  the  proposed 
device  could  be  arrived  at  without  having  seen 
the  device  operate. 

At  present  this  commission  is  operating  approxi- 
mately 8,100  parking  meters.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  a  parking 
meter,  including  physical  maintenance,  coin 
collection,  police  supervision,  snow  removal,  and 
so  forth,  is  approximately  $65.  Most  of  our 
meters  are  in  or  proximate  to  areas  which  could 
be  designated  as  "retail  shopping  areas."  It 
is  evident  that  widespread  use  of  the  suggested 
device  with  no  fee  to  be  charged  would  place  a 
serious  financial  burden  on  the  city,  since  it  may 
be  assumed  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  each  of 
the  devices  would  approximate  that  of  maintaining 
a  parking  meter. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on 
Traffic  is  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Carty,  Retail  Stores 
Delivery,  144  Second  street,  Cambridge.  This 
committee  operates  independently  of  the  Traffic 
Commission  but  I  am  calling  this  matter  to  their 
attention  in  the  event  that  it  was  not  done  directly 
from  your  office.

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  service  on 
Washington  street,  between  Egleston  square  and 
Forest  Hills,  after  8  p.m.  daily,  the  service  was 
discontinued  in  1951  because  from  6.31  through 
the  evening  there  were  only  59  passengers  inbound 
and  72  outbound;  inbound,  6  passengers  per  trip; 
outbound,  7  passengers  per  trip. 

The  system  mileage  has  had  to  be  reduced  to 
meet  the  decrease  in  passenger  riding,  and  light 
lines  of  this  character,  of  necessity,  have  been 
discontinued  at  many  points  on  the  system. 

The  number  of  passengers  transported  on  the 
system  in  1951  was  288,972,823,  and  in  1954  will 
be  approximately  245,000,000.  Under  such  condi- 
tions, it  is  not  possible  to  operate  the  same  amount 
of  mileage,  convenient  as  it  might  be,  to  keep 
within  the  financial  problem,  which  has  been  at 
most  a  severe  one.

On  December  ],  1935,  the  City  of  Boston  issued

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  recog- 
nizes the  grave  responsibility  incumbent  upon 
political  leaders  amounting  almost  to  a  moral 
obligation  to  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to 
correct  this  situation  and  to  restore  to  the  city  its 
financial  ability  to  cope  with  the  many  pressing 
demands  of  the  times,  including  the  assurance  of 
a  fair  living  wage  to  all  its  employees;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  to  avoid  the  seeking  of  a  solution 
to  this  problem  is  to  shirk  duty  and  to  desire  the 
honor  of  political  leadership  without  its  cor- 
responding serious  and  grave  responsibilities.

Resolved,  That  in  connection  with  such  a 
proposal,  consideration  be  given  to  the  possibility 
of  relocating  City  Hall  in  a  joint  city-state  office 
building  on  Beacon  Hill  or  in  a  public  buildings 
area  on  Beacon  Hill  in  proximity  to  the  State 
House,  the  new  proposed  state  office  building 
and/or  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Building  Commissioner  in  which  he  calls  attention 
to  the  need  for  a  change  in  the  provisions  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code  relative  to  the  clear  height 
of  classrooms  in  the  schools. 

The  Building  Commissioner  is  recommending 
that  the  code  be  changed. 

I  therefore  submit  herewith  an  ordinance  which 
will  accomplish  the  change  recommended  by  the 
Building  Commissioner,  and  I  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  ordinance  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
479  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  as  amended  by  chapter  217 
of  the  Acts  of  1939,  as  Building  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Boston  I  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  ordinance  which  will  strike 
from  paragraph  (a)  of  section  507  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code  the  second  sentence,  providing, 
with  respect  to  schools,  that  "the  windows  shall 
preferably  be  in  the  long  side  of  a  room  and  the 
width  of  a  room  shall  not  be  more  than  twice  the 
clear  height"  and  will  insert  in  place  of  such  second 
sentence  the  following  two  sentences:  "The 
windows  shall  preferably  be  on  the  long  side  of  a 
room.  The  clear  height  of  a  room  shall  not  be 
less  than  ten  feet. " 

This  change  is  recommended  to  bring  the  re- 
quirements for  classroom  lighting  into  conformity 
with  accepted  practice  elsewhere  in  the  Common- 
wealth and  in  practically  the  entire  United  States. 
The  ten-foot  clear  ceiling  height  is  basic  in  modern 
classroom  construction.  Modern  architectural 
design  with  large  areas  of  glass  incorporated  into 
exterior  walls  and  in  the  roofs  of  one-story  buildings 
provides  natural  light  far  beyond  the  require- 
ments of  law.  Modern  ventilating  systems 
function  in  such  a  satisfactory  manner  that  a 
classroom  height  in  excess  of  ten  feet  confers  no 
advantage,  but  does  add  materially  to  the  cost.

LEGISLATION       PROVIDING        FURTHER 
ESTABLISHMENT      OF      OFF-STREET 
PARKING   FACILITIES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Among  the  measures  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
on  or  before  December  1,  1954,  for  consideration 
of  the  Legislature  at  its  current  session  was  a 
petition  by  me  for  legislation  authorizing  the 
City  of  Boston  to  borrow  outside  the  debt  limit 
an  additional  $10,000,000  for  off-street  parking 
facilities. 

In  1946  the  Legislature  authorized  a  $5,000,000 
City  of  Boston  Parking  Facilities  Loan.  With 
the  proceeds  of  this  loan,   the  city  acquired  five 


off-street  parking  sites  and  built  the  structure 
at  Essex  and  Lincoln  streets.  Two  other  structures 
were  built  by  persons  holding  40-year  leases 
from  the  city.  This  provided  approximately 
2,300  car  spaces  in  downtown  Boston,  and  left  a 
balance  of  $500,000.  A  minimum  of  5,200  more 
downtown  car  spaces  are  required  in  addition  to 
the  areas  beneath  the  Central  Artery  and  the 
garage  under  Boston  Common.  The  land  for 
these  additional  spaces  will  cost  about  $4,000,000. 
If  the  city  must  build  the  structures,  the  expense 
thereof  will  be  an  estimated  $11,500,000  more. 
The  $5,000,000  additional  Parking  Facilities 
Loan  authorized  in  1951  will  cover  the  acquisition 
of  the  land,  leaving  $1,000,000  to  be  applied  to 
construction.  The  legislation  sought  will  provide 
the  remaining  $10,000,000  for  construction.

BUDGET   FOR   1955. 

The  following  was  received : 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
City  Hall,  February  7,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  budget  allowances  for  the  year  1955  herewith  submitted  exceed  those  of  1954  by  $686,752.79. 
Further  appropriations,  representing  the  so-called  down  payments  on  capital  outlays,  will  be  later  sub- 
mitted in  a  supplementary  budget.  These  additional  appropriations  will  cause  the  budget  of  1955  to  be 
approximately  $1,100,000.00  more  than  the  budget  appropriations  of  last  year.  Appropriations  for  equip- 
ment of  a  capital  nature,  and  for  major  plant  rehabilitation  of  a  capital  nature,  are  not  included  in  this 
year's  budget,  for  the  reason  that  these  appropriations  will  be  provided  for  through  loans.  Were  these 
appropriations  included  in  the  1955  budget,  this  year's  appropriations  would  be  substantially  greater  than 
those  of  1954.  It  can  thus  be  readily  seen  that  the  financial  obligations  and  requirements  of  our  city, 
growing  ever  greater  each  year  despite  significant  and  sizable  economies  put  into  effect,  are,  and  should 
be  of  grave  concern.  In  the  absence  of  any  substantial  new  revenues,  or  other  favorable  factors  not  now 
imminent,  a  budget  increase  must  necessarily  result  in  an  increase  in  the  new  tax  rate. 

An  analysis  of  the  budget  appropriations  will  reveal  many  reductions  in  operating  costs.  Unfortu- 
nately, those  reductions  are  offset,  in  every  case,  by  increased  appropriations  which  must  be  made.  For 
example,  the  half  million  dollar  reduction  in  Fire  Department  costs  is  completely  wiped  out  by  a  $600,000 
increase  in  mandatory  pension  and  annuity  payments.  Other  substantial  reductions  are  canceled  out  by 
increases  in  obligatory  relief  expenditures. 

It  is  becoming  startlingly  apparent  that  the  rising  tide  of  municipal  expense  will  drown  out  any  hope 
of  a  lower  tax  rate  unless  additional  income  becomes  available,  or  unless  city  services  which  are  considered 
to  be  vitally  necessary  are  sharply  curtailed.  Even  if  such  curtailment  were  decided  upon,  little  effective 
progress  could  be  made  in  this  direction  for  the  reason  that  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total 
expenditures  of  the  city  is  in  the  nature  of  fixed  contractual  obligations,  or  beyond  the  control  of  city 
officials  to  reduce  or  eliminate. 

A  study  of  the  1955  budget  will  disclose  that  allowances  have  been  pruned  to  the  point  where  further 
worth-while  reductions  are  difficult  to  make  without  resorting  to  the  extraordinary  procedure  mentioned 
above.  If  relief  in  the  form  of  additional  income  is  not  soon  forthcoming,  this  procedure  could  be  the  only 
means  by  which  the  tax  rate  of  our  city  can  be  prevented  from  reaching  a  peak  that  will  drive  taxpayers 
out  of  the  city  and  eventually  drive  our  city  government  into  a  far  more  serious  situation  than  now 
confronts  it. 

The  financial  facts  relating  to  our  city  government  are  far  from  palatable,  but  no  amount  of  overeager 
optimism  should  becloud  them.  Our  city  government  is  going  through  a  most  trying  period,  although  it  can 
be  said  that  the  future  has  many  bright  prospects.  Our  first  concern,  however,  must  be  with  the  present. 
Only  by  a  complete  and  general  understanding  of  our  current  difficulties,  and  a  complete  and  general 
realization  of  a  situation  which  cries  out  for  alleviation,  may  we  lift  our  eyes  to  better  days  ahead.  Our 
city  government  is  organically  sound,  but  unless  we  can  compound,  with  promptness,  sensible  cures  for 
the  combination  of  ills  which  afflict  our  city,  there  will  be  no  lightening  of  the  heavy  tax  load  which  has 
such  an  oppressive  effect  on  the  fate  of  every  business,  and  the  future  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in 
our  city. 

The  form  in  which  this  year's  budget  is  presented  represents  a  radical  departure  from  that  of  prior 
years.  It  constitutes  the  first  step  toward  the  achievement  of  a  program  or  performance  budget,  which 
has  become  a  goal  of  progressive  governmental  management  throughout  the  country. 

In  my  opinion,  the  manner  in  which  the  data  supporting  my  budget  recommendations  has  been 
assembled  and  presented  provides  a  clear  picture  of  the  amount  and  character  of  work  performed  by  the 
various  budget  units.  I  believe  this  new  form  will  facilitate  and  simplify  your  consideration  and  review 
of  departmental  budget  requirements  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  I  recommend  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying appropriation  and  tax  orders.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  3A  of  the  revised  city  ordinances,  I  have 
prepared,  under  your  direction,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget  for  city,  county,  and  revenue  depart- 
ments to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 
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GENERAL   STATEMENT. 

The  budget  allowances  recommended  for  city  and  county  departments  represent  an  increase  of 
8686,752.79  over  appropriations  authorized  in  1954.  This  increase  has  resulted  mainly  because  of  the 
necessity  of  meeting  increased  relief  demands  of  approximately  $1,000,000.00  in  the  Welfare  and  Veterans' 
Services  Departments,  as  well  as  providing  for  additional  noncontributory  pensions  totaling  S600.000.00. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  these  more  or  less  mandatory  items,  this  year's  budget  would  have  been  a  million  dollars 
less  than  that  of  last  year. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  review  of  departmental  budget  estimates  to  maintain  a  hold-the-line 
policy  in  expenses.  With  the  exception  of  the  Apportionment  Commission  in  the  County  Budget,  no  new 
services  have  been  allowed,  and  no  new  positions  have  been  provided.  Wherever  possible,  the  overlapping 
of  departmental  services  has  been  eliminated,  thus  effecting  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  underlying  the 
reorganization  of  departments  in  1954.  The  services  performed  by  departmental  personnel  have  been 
thoroughly  analyzed,  as  will  appear  from  a  review  of  Part  II  of  this  document,  and  it  is  believed  that  because 
of  the  work  accomplished  in  this  respect  more  effective  controls  can  be  established  over  the  staffing  of  depart- 
ments. As  will  appear  in  a  subsequent  section  of  this  analysis,  a  reduction  has  been  secured  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years  in  the  appropriation  for  Personal  Services. 

FORM   OF   BUDGET. 

As  indicated  in  the  table  of  contents,  the  material  relating  to  the  1955  budget  is  presented  in  this  docu- 
ment in  four  parts  or  sections.  Part  I  presents  the  appropriations  recommended  for  the  various  city,  county, 
and  income  departments.  The  departments  have  been  arranged  by  functions,  and  the  appropriations  are 
set  forth  under  the  eight  main  expenditure  groups.  The  departments  listed  in  the  city  budget  are  those 
set  forth  in  the  reorganization  ordinances  adopted  last  year,  which  are  indicated  in  the  organization  chart 
appearing  at  the  end  of  this  analysis. 

COMPARISON    WITH   1954. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  differences  between  the  appropriations  recommended  for  1955  and 
those  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  1954:

The  appropriations  recommended  for  income  departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by 
these  departments,  and  hence  will  not  affect  this  year's  tax  rate.  In  other  words,  the  1955  tax  rate  will  be 
affected  solely  by  the  increase  in  the  city  and  county  budgets,  which  increase  is  indicated  in  the  foregoing 
table  as  $686,752.79. 

In  comparing  1955  recommendations  with  actual  appropriations  of  1954,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
statutory  allowances  required  in  connection  with  contemplated  loans  have  not  been  included  in  this  year's 
recommendations.  Under  existing  law,  it  is  necessary  for  the  city  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  for  all  proposed  borrowings.  The  Board  has  under  consideration  three  loans  contemplated 
for  1955.  In  the  event  approval  is  given  by  the  Board  to  these  issues,  it  will  be  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council,  in  connection  with  the  loan  orders,  appropriations  to  be  raised  within  the  tax  levy  totaling 
$471,000.00. 

PERFORMANCE   BUDGET. 

Part  II  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  "Program"  or  "Performance"  concept  of  budget  form. 
In  its  preparation,  the  structure  and  w;ork  programs  of  every  budget  unit  have  been  examined  and 
analyzed,  and  the  information  thus  obtained  has  been  presented  in  a  form  intended  to  show  not  only  what 
the  appropriations  recommended  will  purchase,  but  also  what  they  will  produce  in  terms  of  service  and  work 
performance.  The  form  used  to  present  the  pertinent  facte  relating  to  each  budget  unit  is  described  in 
detail  in  the  "General  Note"  appearing  on  Page  14. 

This  new  type  of  presentation  is  based  on  as  full  and  complete  a  disclosure  of  all  facts  as  was  possible  to 
include  in  a  document  of  reasonable  size.  Since  this  is  our  initial  approach  to  the  new  budget  concept,  the 
costs  of  programs  other  than  for  "Personal  Services"  are  based  on  some  degree  of  proration  of  items,  but  it 
is  believed  that  they  furnish  a  reasonably  true  appraisal  of  the  relationship  between  the  dollar  appropriations 
and  the  amount  and  character  of  work  performed  by  the  various  units. 

The  differences  between  1954  appropriations  and  1955  recommendations,  as  they  relate  first  to  organiza- 
tion units  and  second  to  objects  of  expenditure,  are  shown  in  Part  III. 

CITY   BUDGET. 

"  As  regards  the  budget  recommendations  set  forth  in  Part  I  for  city  departments,  7  reflect  no  change 
from  1954  appropriations,  24  are  higher  than  in  1954,  while  14  are  lower  than  a  year  ago.  The  following 
table  indicates  departments  reflecting  changes  in  excess  of  $50,000.00  from  the  allowances  for  1954:

The  following  comments  explain  changes  from  1954  in  objects  of  expenditure  among  city  deapartments: 
Permanent  Employees.     Despite  provision  for  sliding-scale  increases  totaling  $284,154.74,  appropria- 
tions for  permanent  employees  reflect  a  reduction  of  $576,371.25  from  similar  allowances  in  1954  (see  table 
on  page  234).     This  reduction  has  been  secured: 

First,  by  allowing  vacancies,  except  in  key  or  necessary  positions,  to  remain  unfilled.  According  to 
records  of  the  Auditing  Department,  16,246  persons  were  receiving  compensation  in  city  departments 
on  January  1,  1954.  As  of  the  first  of  the  current  year,  this  number  was  15,931,  representing  a  reduction 
of  315  employees  in  a  year.  Of  these  unfilled  vacancies,  171  were  in  the  Fire  Department  and  144  in 
nil  other  departments.

"C  —  Personal  Services"  section  presented  for  each  budget  unit  will  indicate  that  in  a  number  of  units 
deductions  labeled  "Anticipated  Savings"  have  been  made  from  the  total  which  would  be  required  if 
the  full  personnel  quota  of  the  unit  was  on  duty  throughout  the  year.  The  savings  resulting  from  this 
type  of  reduction  total  $1,633,512.64  for  all  city  departments.  This  is  roughly  3  per  cent  of  the  appropria- 
tions recommended  for  permanent  employees. 
Temporary  Employees.     The  increase  of  $52,973.85  reflected  in  this  object  may  be  attributed  to  an 

additional  allowance  in  the  Hospital  Department  for  the  employment  of  special  nurses  made  necessary 

by  difficulty  in  securing  regular  full-time  nurses. 

Contractual  Services.     The  major  portion  of  the  increase  of  $352,491.90  reflected  in  this  group  may 

be  attributed  to  the  following:

Current  Charges  and  Obligations.  Increased  disbursements  by  the  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services 
Departments  are  responsible  for  the  upward  movement  of  $847,593.07  reflected  in  this  group.  For  the 
first  time  in  many  years  the  case  load  in  the  General  Relief  category  has  moved  upward.  In  1954  approxi- 
mately 3,400  cases  of  this  type  were  being  aided;  whereas  today  the  case  load  is  in  the  vicinity  of  3,800. 
On  an  average  monthly  budget  of  $60.00,  this  increase  in  case  load  requires  an  additional  appropriation 
of  roughly  $280,000.00.  The  increase  of  $700,000.00  in  Old  Age  Assistance  is  due  to  additional  disburse- 
ments for  medicines  and  dental  and  medical  care.  Up  to  two  years  ago  recipients  of  this  type  of  aid  were 
reimbursed  for  expenses  of  this  character.  The  change  in  the  law  providing  that  these  charges  must  be 
paid  directly  by  the  Welfare  Department  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  upward  movement  in  the  amounts 
disbursed.  The  increased  costs  for  Veterans'  Services  may  be  attributed  to  an  increase  of  roughly  200  in 
the  easel  oad  and  a  6-|  per  cent  increase  in  recipients'  budgets  ordered  by  state  authorities. 

Equipment.  The  decrease  of  $293,217.60  reflected  in  this  group  is  due  to  the  fact  that  appropriations 
for  equipment  with  an  anticipated  life  of  at  least  five  years  will  be  financed  this  year  through  loans. 

Structures  and  Improvements.  With  legislative  approval,  appropriations  for  major  plant  repairs 
this  year  will  be  secured  through  bond  issues. 

Land  and  Improvements.  The  following  allowances  are  responsible  for  the  increase  reflected  in  this 
group:

Special  Appropriations.     The  major  increase  in  this  group  has  occurred  in  the  item  for  noneontributory 
pensions  and  annuities.     Since  last  year  a  number  of  employees  have  been  retired  under  prevailing  statutes 
because  of  disability. 

COUNTY  BUDGET. 

The  following  factors  have  contributed  to  the  increase  reflected  in  the  budget  recommendations  re- 
lating to  county  departments : 

Sliding-scale  increases.  $31,693  88 

Increased  overtime  payments  at  jail  due  to  suspension  of  regular  personnel.  5,000  00 

Increased  allowance  for  special  assistants,  experts,  accountants,  and  investigators  in  20,000  00 

the  office  of  the  District  Attorney. 

Increase  in  allowance  for  attorneys  appointed  to  defend  persons  charged  with  first  5,000  00 

degree  murder. 

Increase  in  charges  for  boys  committed  to  the  Middlesex  County  Training  School  30,000  00 

for  truancy. 

Savings  secured  in  other  groups  within  the  county  budget  have  reduced  the  net 
increase  in  county  requirements  to  a  purely  nominal  figure. 

INCOME   DEPARTMENTS. 

The  increase  reflected  in  the  budget  allowance  for  income  departments  may  be  attributed  to  the  necessity 
of  providing  this  year  an  additional  allowance  of  approximately  $180,000.00  for  the  settlement  of  damage 
claims  resulting  from  major  breaks  in  the  water  distribution  system  during  1954. 
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PAY   SCHEDULES. 

In  Part  IV  the  several  pay  schedules  regulating  compensation  of  city  and  county  employees  are  shown. 
The  relationship  of  these  schedules  to  the  various  departments  is  indicated  in  the  "General  Note"  appearing 
on  Page  14. 

1955  TAX  RATE. 

In  municipal  finance  terminology  a  budget  is  usually  described  as  a  balanced  financial  program  in 
which  the  expenditures  proposed  are  balanced  by  estimates  of  revenue  and  income.  In  communities  con- 
forming to  this  concept  the  budget,  when  submitted,  serves  to  indicate  more  or  less  definitely  the  tax  rate 
of  the  financial  year  involved.  In  fact,  in  many  municipalities  outside  of  Massachusetts  the  declaration 
of  the  rate  occurs  either  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  budget  or  shortly  after. 

Because  of  existing  laws  and  long  established  procedure,  the  annual  budget  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  does  not  present  a  complete  financial  program.  The  expenditures  proposed  within  the  tax  levy 
are  limited  to  city  and  county  departments.  Expenditures  relating  to  schools,  debt  charges,  retirement 
systems,  and  state  and  Metropolitan  District  assessments  are  not  included,  largely  because  these  items  are 
beyond  the  control  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  Under  the  Massachusetts  tax  calendar  a  balanced 
financial  program  does  not  come  into  existence  until  the  declaration  of  the  tax  rate,  at  which  time  the  assessors 
bring  together  the  expenditure  requirements  authorized  or  assessed  by  the  various  agencies,  as  well  as  the 
estimates  of  revenue  to  be  received  from  various  sources  throughout  the  financial  year.  When  the  total 
liabilities  and  assets  for  the  year  have  been  determined  by  the  assessors,  they  proceed  to  strike  a  balancee 
by  assessing  the  difference  on  property  located  within  the  city.  In  Boston  this  balance  is  usually  established 
around  the  middle  of  June. 

Since  the  budget  herewith  presented  is  not  a  complete  financial  program,  it  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to 
make  any  definite  calculation  of  the  tax  rate  for  1955.  Insofar  as  this  document  is  concerned,  the  increase 
here  reflected  for  city  and  county  departments  would  appear  to  presage  a  small  increase  in  the  current  year's 
tax  rate.  An  anticipated  reduction  in  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  deficit  assessment  might  well 
serve,  however,  to  offset  the  increase  caused  by  the  upward  movement  in  city  and  county  budgets.  There 
are,  however,  other  factors  which  will  enter  into  the  tax  rate  when  finally  declared  which  may  serve  to  increase 
this  year's  rate  over  that  of  last  year.  In  all  probability,  school  budget  requirements  will  be  higher  than  last 
year,  because  of  the  continuation  of  the  single  salary  schedule  for  members  of  the  teaching  force  and  the 
granting  of  salary  increases  to  other  classes  of  employees.  Debt  requirements  will  reflect  a  slight  increase 
due  to  the  fact  that  no  Water  Department  surplus  will  be  available  for  use  as  a  credit  against  debt  charges 
in  1955.  Overlay  deficit  requirements  will  also  be  larger  this  year  than  last,  and  it  now  appears  that  the 
amounts  to  be  received  from  distribution  by  the  state  of  income  and  corporation  taxes  will  be  lower  in  1955 
than  last  year.  In  short,  while  a  definite  prediction  as  to  this  year's  tax  rate  cannot  be  made  at  this  time, 
it  appears  reasonably  certain  that  the  1955  tax  rate  will  be  higher  than  that  of  1954. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  statements  serve  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  establishing  effective  controls  over  financial 
practices  and  administrative  procedures.  Studies  of  departmental  organization  and  mthods  should  be 
made  to  determine  what  steps  may  be  taken  to  improve  efficiency  of  service  and  greater  economy  of  opera- 
tion. While,  admittedly,  new  revenues  are  necessary  to  meet  increased  service  demands,  we  cannot  overlook 
the  wisdom  of  securing  maximum  benefits  from  our  present  resources. 

While  on  the  subject  of  revenues,  it  would  appear  appropriate  to  recommend  that  departmental  fee 
schedules  should  be  thoroughly  examined;  and,  wherever  possible,  revisions  in  existing  charges  should  be 
submitted  at  an  early  date  to  the  Council  for  approval.  No  valid  objection  could  be  raised  against  such  a 
step  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  increased  maintenance  and  operation  costs  which  have  developed 
since  existing  fees  were  last  established.  While  in  no  sense  will  action  of  this  character  produce  revenues 
sufficient  to  meet  the  existing  problem,  it  will  tend  to  alleviate  in  some  degree  a  serious  situation.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND   TAX  ORDERS  FOR  THE   FINANCIAL  YEAR   1955. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  January,  1955,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance, 
or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the 
departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter 
set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  object  and  pur- 
poses hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and 
for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be 
met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1935;  that  appropri- 
ations for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic 
activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  appropriations 
hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1954,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute, 
gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1955;  by  taxes 
on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for 
any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all 
contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several 
contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1955,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  1 ,  1955.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4 
per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  1,  1955,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1955,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1955,  before  said  Novem- 
ber 1,  1955,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added 
to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down 
as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order  that 
was  passed  in  the  City  Council  under  date  of  Janu- 
ary 24,  1955: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  resurface  Washington  street,  between  Egleston 
square  and  Forest  Hills." 

The  above  section  of  Washington  street  is  in  a 
poor  condition  and  has  been  for  many  years.  The 
existing  roadway  area  contains  a  granite  block  sur- 
face and  lends  itself  to  covering  with  a  bituminous 
concrete  type  of  surface  material  if  the  existing 
streetcar  tracks  were  abandoned.  However,  these 
tracks  are  in  service  and  apparently  will  remain  in 
service  for  many  years  to  come,  and,  therefore,  the 
department  is  obligated  to  effect  a  very  expensive 


reconstruction  project.  With  the  tracks  remaining 
in  service,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  the  existing 
granite  block  pavement  and  lay  a  bituminous  base 
and  a  bituminous  top,  which  is  a  far  more  expensive 
project  than  a  bituminous  resurfacing  operation 
utilizing  the  existing  granite  block  pavement  as  a 
base.  The  additional  expense  to  the  city  will 
approximate  $30,000,  as  it  is  estimated  that  it  will 
cost  $60,000  to  resurface  over  the  existing  pave- 
ment, and  $90,000  to  remove  the  existing  blocks 
and  provide  a  bituminous  base  and  a  bituminous 
surface. 

I  discussed  this  matter  with  Mr.  Dana  of  the 
M.  T.  A.,  and  he  informed  me  that  the  streetcar 
tracks  must  remain  in  operation  as  they  provide 
the  only  means  of  getting  the  streetcars  used  on  the 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  line  and  the  North  Station  line  to 
the  Forest  Hills  area  for  storage  and  minor  repairs. 
He  further  informed  me  that  this  line  will  probably 
remain  in  service  for  some  years  to  come.  There- 
fore, we  must  undertake  the  more  expensive  re- 
surfacing project  with  its  inherent  delays  to  traffic 
and  inconvenience  to  the  abutting  business  houses 
rather  than  the  more  expeditious  and  more  econom- 
ical project  of  providing  a  bituminous  surface  over 
the  existing  roadway  area. 

While  the  present  roadway  is  in  a  very  poor  con- 
dition, it  does  have  the  advantage  of  slowing  up 
traffic  and  discouraging  motorists  from  using  the 
street  as  a  through  highway.  The  section  of  Wash- 
ington street,  from  Forest  Hills  to  Egleston  square, 
is  very  narrow  and  it  will  become  a  very  dangerous 
highway  after  the  resurfacing  work  has  been  com- 
pleted.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  470 
of  the  Acts  of  1938,  as  amended  by  chapter  217  of 
the  Acts  of  1939,  as  Building  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  ordinance  which  will  remedy  the 
following  imperfections  in  the  Boston  Building 
Code  brought  to  light  by  preparations  for  a  current 
reprint  of  that  code: 

Section  1417. 
In  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  the  first 
sentence  of  subdivision  (d)  of  Section  1417  read  as 
follows:  "Wooden  stud  bearing  partitions  shall 
have  studs  not  less  than  one  and  one  half  by  two 
and  one  half  inches  supported  upon  a  girder  or 
upon  a  sole  plate  not  less  than  one  and  one  half 
inches  thick."  Section  172  of  Chapter  4  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1943  amended  said  sentence  by 
striking  out  the  first  "one  and  one  half"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  "one  and  five  eighths" 
and  by  striking  out  "two  and  one  half"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  "three  and  five  eighths" 
and  then  stated  that  said  sentence  would  read  as 
follows: — "Wooden  stud  bearing  partitions  shall 
have  studs  not  less  than  one  and  five  eighths  by 
three  and  five  eighths  inches  supported  upon  a 
girder  or  upon  a  sole  plate  not  less  than  three  and 
five  eighths  inches  thick."  This  was  plainly 
erroneous  for  neither  "three  and  five  eighths" 
nor  anything  else  had  been  substituted  for  the 
second  "one  and  one  half."  Technologically, 
however,  "one  and  five  eighths"  should  have  been 
substituted  for  the  second  as  well  as  the  first  "one 
and  one  half".  Section  1  of  the  accompanying 
ordinance  is  designed  to  effect  this  correction. 

Section  2303. 

The  purpose  of  Section  2  of  the  recommended 
ordinance  is  to  make  the  phrase  "Pounds  per  Cubic. 
Feet"  grammatically  correct  by  replacing  "Feet" 
with  "Foot". 

Section  2409. 

In  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  paragraph  (b) 
of  Section  2409  used  the  phrase  "where  exposed  to 
wetting  and  freezing".  Section  288  of  Chapter  6 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1943  changed  the  phrase  to 
"where  exposed  to  both  wetting  or  freezing". 
Commonly,  "and"  is  used  with  "both"  and  "or" 
with  "either";  so  that  "both  .  .  .  or" 
creates  doubt  whether  the  conjunctive  or  dis- 
junctive is  intended.  Technologically,  it  should  be 
the  disjunctive.  Section  3  of  the  accompanying 
ordinance  clarifies  the  matter  by  striking  out 
"both". 

Section  2504. 

Section  2504  of  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938 
was  amended  by  Sections  304  to  310,  inclusive,  of 
Chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1943.  Section  304. 
in  striking  out  paragraph  (a)  as  appearing  in  said 
Chapter  479  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new 
paragraph  (a),  presumably  struck  out  the  tables 
on  pages  279,  280  and  281  of  said  Chapter  479  as 
printed  by  the  State  Secretary  and  intended  that 
the  first  sentence  of  the  new  paragraph  (a)  be  im- 
mediately followed  by  the  Structural  Lumber — 
Working  Stress  tables  made  a  part  of  said  Chap- 
ter 6.  The  matter  is  not  free  from  doubt,  how- 
ever. Hence,  the  first  sentence  of  Section  4  of  the 
ordinance  transmitted  herewith  is  recommended  to 
clarify  the  matter.  The  second  sentence  of  Sec- 
tion 4  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  is  occasioned 
by  the  fact  that,  although  Section  307  of  Chapter  6 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1943  had  already  inserted  a 
paragraph  (g),  Section  308  of  said  Chapter  6  re- 
lettered  paragraph  (i)  paragraph  (g)  instead  of 
paragraph  (h). 

Section  2622. 

The  fourth  sentence  of  Section  2622  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code  now  reads: — "Beams,  gird- 
ers, brackets,  column  capitals,  and  haunches 
shall  be  considered  part  of  the  floor  system  and 
shall  be  placed  nonolithically  herewith".  Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  recommended  ordinance  corrects 
"herewith"  to  "therewith"  to  accord  with  the 
apparent  intent. 

Section  2904. 

The  second  sentence  of  paragraph  (d)  of  Sec- 
tion 2904  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  prescribes 
in  certain  cases  that  "the  allowable  bearing  values 
shall  be  one  third  of  the  allowable  bearing  val- 


ues .  .  .  ."  Section  6  of  the  ordinance  trans- 
mitted herewith  eliminates  this  doubletalk  by 
substituting  "tabulated"  for  the  second  "allow- 
able", thereby  correlating  the  provision  to  the 
table  incorporated  in  the  section. 

SectioD  2906. 
By  an  inconsistency  comparable  to  that  men- 
tioned above  in  connection  with  Section  1417, 
Section  392  of  Chapter  8  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1943,  in  amending  Section  2906  of  Chapter  479  of 
the  Acts  of  1938,  leaves  it  in  doubt  whether  the 
exact  words  in  the  last  sentence  are  "shall  be 
stone  or  gravel  aggregate  concrete"  or  "shall  be 
with  stone  or  gravel  aggregate  concrete".  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  recommended  ordinance  establishes 
the  first  as  the  correct  text. 

Section  3005. 
Section  8  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  is  like 
Sections  1  and  6  thereof  in  that  it  establishes  the 
text  of  a  sentence  left  in  doubt  by  the  Ordinances 
of  1943. 

Section  3115. 
The  schedule  in  Section  3114  of  the  Code,  as 
amended  by  Section  420  of  Chapter  8  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1943,  contains  an  inexplicable  reference 
to  a  Group  L  Occupancy  when  there  is  no  such 
occupancy  group.  Technologically,  the  reference 
should  be  to  Group  I;  and  that  is  what  the  last, 
section  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  makes  it.

titions shall  have  studs  not  less  than  one  and  five 
eighths  by  three  and  five  eighths  inches  supported 
upon  a  girder  or  upon  a  sole  plate  not  less  than 
one  and  five  eighths  inches  thick. 

Section  2.  The  table  in  Section  2303  of  said 
Chapter  479  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  heading  "Pounds  per  Cubic  Feet",  the 
word  "Feet"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word: — Foot. 

Section  3.  Paragraph  (b)  of  Section  2409  of 
said  Chapter  479,  as  amended  by  Section  288  of 
Chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1943,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "both" 
inserted  by  said  Section  288. 

Section  4.  Section  2504  of  Chapter  479  of 
the  Acts  of  1938,  as  amended  by  Chapter  6  of

Loads."  Paragraphs  (i)  (j)  and  (k)  of  said  Section 
2504  as  appearing  in  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of 
1938,  which  were  relettered  (g),  (h)  and  (i),  re- 
spectively by  Sections  308,  309  and  310  of  said 
Chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1943,  are  hereby 
relettered  (h),  (i)  and  (j),  respectively. 

Section  5.  Paragraph  (a)  of  Section  2622  of 
said  Chapter  479,  as  amended  by  Section  316  of 
Chapter  8  of  the  Ordinances  of  1943,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fourth 
sentence,  the  words  "monolithically  herewith" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: — mono- 
lithically therewith. 

Section  6.  Paragraph  (d)  of  Section  2904  of 
said  Chapter  479  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  second  sentence,  the  words  "one  third 
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of  the  allowable  bearing  values"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words: — one  third  of  the  tabu- 
lated bearing  values. 

Section  7.  Section  2906  of  said  Chapter  479, 
as  amended  by  Section  392  of  Chapter  8  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1943,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence: — Concrete 
in  all  foundations  shall  be  stone  or  gravel  aggregate 
concrete  and  shall  be  proportioned  for  an  ultimate 
strength  of  at  least  fifteen  hundred  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

Section  8.  Paragraph  (k)  of  Section  3005  of 
said  Chapter  479,  as  amended  by  Section  409  of

LOANS  AND  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  PUBLIC  WAYS, 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  SEWERS,  AND 
DEPARTMENTAL   EQUIPMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  six  orders  providing  for  appro- 
priations for  Public  Ways,  Construction  of;  Con- 
struction of  Sewers;  and  Departmental  Equipment. 

Three  of  these  appropriations  will  be  financed 
through  the  issuance  of  bonds,  and  the  other  three 
from  the  tax  levy  of  the  current  year.  These 
latter  orders  was  required  under  the  provisions  of 
section  7  of  chapter  44,  which  make  it  mandatory 
that  every  loan  order  within  the  statutory  debt 
limit  be  supported  by  an  appropriation  equal  to 
10  cents  on  each  81,000  of  the  assessed  valuation 
for  the  preceding  year. 

The  $2,000,000  loan  order  for  Public  Ways,  Con- 
struction of,  contemplates  the  construction  of 
approximately  13  miles  of  main  highway  improve- 
ments in  the  City  of  Boston  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  loan 
order  provides  also  for  the  construction  of  new 
streets  and  reconstruction  and  improvement  of 
existing  streets. 

The  loan  order  for  $1,000,000  for  Construction 
of  Sewers  and  for  Sewage  Disposal,  contemplates 
meeting  the  normal  program  of  sewerage  improve- 
ments for  the  coming  year.  It  also  contemplates 
the  enclosing  of  Bussey  Brook,  Davenport  Brook, 
Elmwood  Street  Brook,  and  a  portion  of  Stony 
Brook. 

Communications  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  are  herewith  attached  which  explain 
in  some  detail  the  program  for  highway  improve- 
ments and  the  program  for  sewerage  improvements. 

The  loan  order  for  $1,000,000  for  Departmental 
Equipment  contemplates  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment for  all  city  departments  which  has  a  life 
expectancy  of  five  years  or  more.  All  items  for 
the  purchase  of  heavy  equipment  have  been  elimi- 
nated from  the  budget  of  this  year  and  will  be 
purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  proposed 
loan. 

I  respectfully  request  adoption  of  the  six  orders 
herewith  submitted.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Under  date  of  June  2,  1953,  a  loan  order,  pre- 
viously passed  by  the  City  Council,  was  approved 
by  your  Honor  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  for  the  construction  of 
sanitary   sewers   and   surface   drainage   facilities. 


This  amount  has  been  entirely  expended  and  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  authorize  a  similar  amount 
this  year  in  order  that  the  Sewer  Division  may 
proceed  with  its  normal  program  of  effecting 
improvements  to  the  sewerage  and  surface  drainage 
systems. 

The  proposed  program  is  as  follows: 

Relocate  and  enclose  Stony  Brook  in  a  72-inch 
concrete  culvert  for  a  distance  of  5,320  feet  from 
end  of  present  culvert  in  Grew  avenue  to  Bald 
Knob  road.  Including  supplementary  surface 
drains  as  required.     Estimated  cost,  $425,000. 

Construction  of  sewers  and  surface  drains  for 
residential  construction  and  highway  construction 
(Annual  Expenditure.)     Estimated  cost,  $300,000. 

Enclose  Bussey  Brook,  West  Roxbury,  in  a  60- 
inch  and  72-inch  concrete  culvert  for  a  distance  of 
1,400  feet  from  Stony  Brook  at  the  Dedham 
Branch  Railroad  to  lower  South  street.  Estimated 
cost,  $105,000. 

Enclose  Davenport  Brook,  Dorchester,  in  a 
7-foot-9-inch  x  6-foot-2-inch  twin  concrete  conduit 
on  piles  from  Hallet  Street  to  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  for  a  distance  of  511 
feet.     Estimated  cost,  $150,000. 

Enclose  Elmwood  street  Brook,  West  Roxbury, 
from  the  end  of  present  conduit  at  North  avenue 
to  the  marshes  west  of  Belle  avenue,  a  distance  of 
700  feet.    Estimated  cost,  $70,000. 

Total,  $1,050,000. 

The  most  important  project  in  the  above  list  is 
the  one  that  provides  for  the  elimination  of  the  re- 
maining open  section  of  Stony  Brook  by  the  in- 
stallation of  a  72-inch  diameter  concrete  conduit. 
Stone  Brook  is  now  entirely  enclosed  in  concrete 
pipes  and  culverts  from  a  point  near  Grew  avenue, 
in  Hyde  Park,  to  its  outlet  in  Muddy  River,  near 
the  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  in  the  Fens.  The 
only  open  section  extends  from  Grew  avenue  to 
Bald  Knob  road  and  the  completion  of  this  section 
will  constitute  one  of  the  most  needed  improve- 
ments in  the  Hyde  Park  district. 

The  present  open  brook  in  Hyde  Park  presents  a 
very  definite  hazard  to  the  safety  of  children  and 
has  caused  considerable  property  damage  over  the 
years,  due  to  the  flooding  of  cellars  of  residential 
properties  in  the  vicinity  of  the  brook  course.  I 
know  that  you  well  remember  that  the  most  recent 
floodings  occurred  at  the  time  of  the  hurricanes  of 
last  fall.  I  believe  that  a  group  of  irate  residents  of 
the  area  called  at  your  home  at  that  time  and 
registered  vigorous  complaints  about  the  flooding 
of  their  cellars  by  the  overflow  of  Stony  Brook. 

It  unquestionably  would  be  advantageous  to  the 
city  as  well  as  the  adjacent  property  owners  if  the 
5,300-foot  section  in  the  Hyde  Park  area  were 
enclosed  in  a  concrete  conduit,  thereby  not  only 
eliminating  the  existing  hazards  to  children  and 
damage  to  adjacent  properties,  but  by  actually 
enhancing  the  properties  and  making  available  for 
development  many  acres  of  land  that  are  under 
water  at  various  seasons  of  the  year,  and  particu- 
larly in  the  springtime. 

Due  to  the  substantial  cost  involved,  this  project 
has  been  sidetracked  for  years.  However,  in  1953 
the  section  of  open  brook  from  the  West  Roxbury- 
Hyde  Park  line  to  Grew  avenue  was  eliminated  at  a 
cost  of  about  $450,000  by  the  installation  of  a 
concrete  conduit.  We  can  complete  the  remaining 
5,300  feet  during  the  current  year  if  the  money  is 
made  available  as  the  plans  and  specifications  have 
been  prepared  and  the  project  is  ready  for  adver- 
tising. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  the 
attached  loan  order,  which  provides  for  the  issuance 
of  a  Sewerage  Works  Loan,  so  called,  in  the  amount 
of  $1,000,000,  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  the  approval  of  that  Body.  I  also  recommend 
that  a  down  payment,  in  the  amount  of  $157,000, 
be  provided  in  the  budget  of  the  Sewer  Division 
of  this  department  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended  by  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936.

At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  unencumbered 
balance  of  approximately  $125,000  in  the  "Public 
Ways,    Construction   of,"   account   available   for 
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expenditure    for    highway    construction    and    re- 
construction work  during  the  current  year. 

It  is  our  intention,  once  again,  to  undertake 
one  of  the  largest  Chapter  90  State-Aid  projects 
in  the  history  of  the  city.  This  particular  program 
has  been  very  advantageous  during  the  past  five 
years,  as  we  have  reconstructed  many  miles  of 
main  highways  in  various  sections  of  the  city,  at 
a  minimum  of  expense  to  the  real  estate  owners. 
Approximately  one  half  the  cost  of  Chapter  90 
projects  is  paid  for  out  of  the  Highway  Fund  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  34  of  Chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The  tentative  Chapter  90  program,  which  calls 
for  the  reconstruction  of  approximately  13  miles 
of  main  highways  within  the  next  year  or  two,  is 
as  follows:

The  sum  of  $475,000  has  been  allotted  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  Chapter  90  projects  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works.  This  is  the 
largest  amount  ever  allotted  to  the  city  for  Chapter 
90  work,  and  we  should  make  certain  that  an 
equal  amount  is  provided  to  match  it,  thereby 
insuring  the  construction  of  a  maximum  number 
of  Chapter  90  projects  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  Chapter  90  projects,  which 
will  involve  approximately  $500,000  of  city  funds, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  another  $500,000  for 
the  construction  of  new  streets  and  a  minimum  of 
$1,000,000  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  existing  streets.  There  are  730  miles  of  public 
streets  in  the  city  and  if  they  were  reconstructed 
once  every  20  years — which  is  the  maximum  normal 
life  of  a  street — it  would  require  the  rebuilding  of 
36.5  miles  each  year.  The  average  cost  of  con- 
structing and  reconstructing  highways  is  $65,000 
per  mile,  thereby  requiring  the  expenditure  of  a 
minimum  of  approximately  $2,400,000  annually  to 
keep  our  highway  system  up  to  standard. 

I  do  not  feel  that  we  can  afford  such  a  program 
and,  therefore,  I  am  recommending  the  expenditure 
of  $2,000,000  from  the  nonrevenue  account  for  the 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  highways.  Inci- 
dentally, our  first  Chapter  90  project  will  be  adver- 
tised within  the  next  three  or  four  weeks  and  will 
provide  for  the  resurfacing  of  Southampton  street. 
This  project  will  use  up  the  major  part  of  our 
present  balance  of  $125,000,  and  we  will  not  be  able 
to  advertise  any  more  projects  until  additional 
money  is  made  available. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  attached  loan 
order,  which  provides  for  the  issuance  of  so-called 
"Public  Ways,  Construction  of,""  bonds  in  the 
amount  of  $2,000,000,  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  for  approval.  I  also  recommend  that  the 
so-called  down  payment,  in  the  approximate 
amount  of  $157,000,  be  provided  in  the  budget  of 


the  Highway  Division  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of 
1936.

expected  to  be  completed  within  a 
month. 

III.  Demolition  and  rough  grading  cost  esti- 
mates have  been  completed. 

IV.  Acquisition  appraisals  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

V.  Appraisal  of  re-use  value  of  the  cleared  land 
for  resale  is  90  per  cent  completed. 

VI.  Relocation  plan  is  80  per  cent  completed. 

VII.  Land  acquisition  plan  and  cost  estimates 
is  80  per  cent  completed. 

VIII.  Property  management  plan  and  cost 
estimates,  80  per  cent  completed. 

IX.  Land  disposition  plan,  50  per  cent  com- 
pleted. 

It  is  expected  that  the  final  plans  and  project 
cost  estimates  will  be  completed  by  April  1,  1955, 
for  submittal  to  the  Federal  Government  for  re- 
view and  approval.  From  April  to  August,  it  is 
expected  that  the  Authority  will  be  conferring  and 
collaborating  with  the  Federal  Government  on 
changes  and  revisions  recommended  by  the  Federal 
Government  or  preparing  whatever  additional 
documentation  will  be  requested  by  the  Federal 
agency.

TWEEN ARTERIAL  HIGHWAY 
APPROACHES  AND  OFF-STREET 
PARKING  FACILITIES.

Said  report  is  as  follows:

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance to  whom  was  referred  January  10,  1955, 
the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  for  loan 
of  $5,000,000  for  the  establishment  of  off-street 
parking  facilities  having  duly  considered  the 
6ame  submits   the   following   report: 

"Reporting  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations— before  I  give  you  my  report  I 
would  like  to  state  my  feelings  and  the  feel- 
ings of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance. 
We  had  three  hearings  on  this  very  important 
matter.  One  hearing  was  set  up  but  there 
were  no  facts  or  definite  figures  for  the  Ap- 
propriations Committee  to  work  with.  We 
then  set  up  a  second  hearing.  We  had  Mr. 
Carp,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, and  many  other  people  who  were  con- 
cerned with  off-street  parking. 

"A  third  hearing  was  then  held.  We  invited 
civic  leaders  and  those  who  felt  they  would  be 
affected  by  the  off-street  parking  program. 
Now,  we  advertised  the  hearing  so  that  all 
those  who  were  interested  would  know  that 
they  had  the  right  to  appear  here  before  your 
Committee  on  Appropriations.  During  the 
second   hearing   Mr.   Carp   brought  forth   testi- 


mony and  designated  three  sites  which  he 
thought  had  top  priority.  One  was  Washing- 
ton, Hollis,  and  Dore;  the  second,  Fort  Hill; 
and  the  third,  Scollay  square.  When  we  had 
the  public  hearing  with  the  leaders  of  business 
and  many  civic-minded  people  here  we  found 
that  these  people  did  not  consider  the  priority 
of  these  sites  most  important.  They  were 
here  on  the  principle  of  off-street  parking  for 
the  general  good  of  the  city. 

"At  today's  meeting  with  Boston's  business- 
men three  sites  were  discussed:  Washington 
street-Hay  ward  place;  Bedford-Kingston;  and 
Fort  Hill.  The  committee  realizes  that  the 
over-all  parking  problems  have  to  be  taken 
into  consideration — not  merely  those  of  the 
retail  stores.  The  committee  has  decided  to 
turn  this  matter  over  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  providing  $2,000,000 
at  this  time.  I  ask  in  the  name  of  the  com- 
mittee to  attach  a  report — giving  priority  to 
the  four  sites  given  by  Boston's  business 
leaders:  Washington-Hayward  place;  Bedford- 
Kingston;   Fort  Hill;   and  Kilby-Central.

REQUESTING  ACTION  ON  $5,000,000  LOAN 
ORDER  FOR  OFF-STREET  PARKING 
FACILITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  28,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that  the  $2,000,000  loan  order  for  off-street 
parking  facilities,  given  one  reading  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  February  18,  and  setting 
forth  possible  locations  for  the  construction 
of  off-street  parking  facilities,  does  not  come 
within  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  and 
cannot,  therefore,  be  approved  by  me  in  its  present 
form. 

If  such  approval  were  given,  the  validity  of  the 
order  would  unquestionably  be  challenged  by 
counsel  for  the  purchasers  of  the  bond  issue. 
It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  a  second  and 
final  reading  of  the  present  order  would  be  of 
no  avail,  and  would  result  in  unnecessary  delay 
in  the  commencement  of  the  off-street  parking 
program. 


In  view  of  the  above,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
order  submitted  by  me  on  January  10  for  a  loan 
of  $5,000,000  be  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body.  Before  taking  this  action,  I  further  suggest 
that  your  Honorable  Body  discuss  the  entire 
parking  problem  for  off-street  facilities  with 
Mr.  William  F.  Keesler,  member  of  the  Real 
Property  Board,  and  with  Mr.  Thomas  F. 
McDonough,  the  chairman  of  the  City  Planning 
Board.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  will  be  available 
on  Monday  afternoon,  February  28.  I  am  inclined 
to  believe  that  whatever  questions  may  be  upper- 
most in  the  minds  of  the  City  Council  can  be 
adequately  answered,  in  detail,  by  either  or 
both  of  these  city  officials. 

On  the  matter  of  priority  of  sites,  may  I  state 
that  it  is  the  hope  of  the  responsible  city  officials 
that  the  entire  parking  program  proceed  at, 
or  about,  the  same  time.  Public  hearings  have 
not  as  yet  been  held  on  what  appear  to  be  very 
desirable  sites.  However,  these  hearings  will 
be  scheduled  and  held  without  delay.  There 
is  no  reason,  in  my  opinion,  why  six  or  more 
parking  facilities  cannot  be  under  construction 
this  year. 

The  order  submitted  by  me  and  now  pending 
in  the  City  Council  is  sufficient  in  amount  to 
cover  the  cost  of  land  acquisition  for  the  sites 
which  have  been  given  tentative  high  priority 
rating.  The  approval  of  your  Body  of  the  pending 
order,  and  the  subsequent  approval  of  further 
authorization  now  pending  before  the  Legislature 
will  permit  the  city  to  plan  and  go  forward  with 
the  kind  of  a  parking  facility  program  which  is 
so  necessary  at  this  time,  and  which  will  be  more 
necessary  when  the  Central  Artery  is  completed.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  February  14, 
1955,  requesting  the  Traffic  Commission  to  conduct 
a  survey  of  the  automotive  and  pedestrian  traffic 
conditions  at  the  Charles  Street  rotary  circle,  1 
wish  to  report  that  we  have  this  area  under  sur- 
veillance regularly. 

For  pedestrian  safety  this  circle  has  what  exists 
in  very  few  other  locations,  namely,  a  pedestrian 
underpass  which  is  now  well-lighted  and  readily 
accessible.  For  some  reason  or  another  a  bad 
name  has  been  given  to  the  underpass  and  as  a 
result  it  is  not  used  to  the  extent  that  it  should  be 
and  persons  are  continuously  attempting  to  cross 
from  the  circle  in  Charles  street  to  the  sidewalks, 
crossing  the  heavily  traveled  roadways. 

Charles  street  is  an  important  artery  for  the 
handling  of  vehicular  traffic,  as  is  Cambridge 
street,  and  the  connections  to  the  Longfellow 
Bridge  and  Storrow  Highway. 

Traffic  lights  are  not  effective  if  installed  in  a 
traffic  circle,  as  has  been  proved  by  the  experience 
of  an  installation  of  traffic  lights  at  Cleveland 
Circle  in  Brighton. 

Accordingly,  it  is  imperative  that  a  public 
education  program  be  begun  to  induce  the  use  of 
the  pedestrian  underpass.  This  might  be  accom- 
plished through  the  cooperation  of  the  Police  De- 
partment and  the  Public  Works  Department.  A 
Police  Department  representative  could  direct 
persons  to  the  underpass  and  the  Public  Works 
Department  might  provide  attendants  for  a  period 
of  time  which  would  guarantee  safety  to  those 
who  have  a  misapprehension  about  underground 
passageways.  I  believe  that  after  a  month's  ex- 
perience in  using  this  underpass  those  who 
regularly  use  the  crossing  would  thereafter  be 
satisfied  with  the  facility  and  would  no  longer  try 
to  use  the  roadway. 

The  same  condition  may  be  said  to  exist  at 
Haymarket  square,  where  pedestrian  crossing  in 
the  path  of  vehicular  traffic  constitutes  a  hazard. 

Public  authorities,  having  provided  signs,  under- 
passes and  police  protection,  would  seem  to  have 
done  all  that  is  possible  under  present  circum- 
stances in  this  instance.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of  February 
14,  1955,  requesting  that  your  Honor  advise  the 
City  Council  as  to  any  present  or  future  plans 
which  would  permit  of  parking  of  automobiles  on 
the  streets  of  residential  areas  during  nighttime 
hours  by  the  payment  of  a  fee,  I  wish  to  report 
that  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  this 
subject  over  a  period  of  two  years,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  is  legislation  which  would  per- 
mit the  Traffic  Commission  to  designate  certain 
streets  where  night  parking  might  be  legalized. 

The  Law  Department  and  our  office  are  at 
present  working  out  regulations  which  will  be 
effective  beginning  in  the  spring.  A  compre- 
hensive change  in  our  entire  rule  book  is  required 
by  this  legislation,  and  there  is  at  present  before 
the  State  Legislature  a  series  of  bills  which  would 
facilitate  this  matter  so  that  it  would  not  be 
complicated  and  subject  to  apparent  defects  in  the 
legislation  passed  in  1952. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  fee  is  one  which 
met  with  considerable  opposition  from  the  public 
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and  from  various  garage  and  parking  space  indus- 
tries, and  the  Legislature  refused  to  authorize  the 
charging  of  a  fee.  Accordingly,  the  only  legisla- 
tion now  existing  which  pertains  to  the  subject  is 
that  contained  in  chapter  366  of  the  year  1952. 
It  was  this  act  which,  after  passage,  was  in  itself 
subject  to  considerable  controversy  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  entailed  such  heavy  expense  on  the  Police 
Department  and  permitted  parking  only  to  owners 
and  tenants  of  a  piece  of  property  where  there  was 
not  sufficient  space,  where  in  the  case  of  apartment 
houses  it  made  it  impossible  for  surplus  cars  to 
park  at  the  door  of  any  other  property  insofar  as 
that  particular  area  is  automatically  reserved  for 
the  owners  and  tenants  of  that  property. 

In  short,  there  were  so  many  complications 
resulting  from  the  act  that  nothing  was  done  under 
its  provisions.  However,  it  is  on  the  basis  of  this 
act  that  the  Law  Department  and  our  commission 
is  hopeful  to  soon  work  out  at  least  a  partial 
remedy  to  the  night  parking  problem,  and  perhaps 
amendments  to  this  legislation  may  eventually 
make  feasible  a  practical  nighttime  parking 
regulation.

The  order  reads 
as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  inquire  into  the  operation  of  the  Welfare 
Department: 

1.  With  respect  to  the  payment  to  druggists 
for  drugs  and  medicines  and  particularly 
whether    such    payments    are    unduly    delayed. 

2.  Whether  a  standard  schedule  of  prices 
for  various  drugs  and  medicines  has  been 
established  by  the  Welfare  Department  upon 
which  druggists  can  rely. 

In  regard  to  Point  1,  concerning  whether 
payments  for  drugs  and  medicines  are  unduly 
delayed,  an  administrative  change  has  been 
effected  under  which  the  payments  released 
each  month  will  henceforth  be  made  shortly 
following  the  first  day  of  the  month.  This  repre- 
sents an  acceleration  of  almost  three  weeks  from 
the  point  at  which  disbursements  were  made 
in  January  (January  21). 

As  to  the  second  point,  whether  a  standard 
schedule  has  been  established  for  drugs  and 
medicines  on  which  druggists  can  rely,  I  am 
pleased  to  inform  you  that  a  uniform  standard 
schedule  for  reimbursing  for  drugs  is  in  effect 
in  the  department,  and  we  believe  is  understood 
by  all  of  the  druggists  who  fill  prescriptions 
for  public  assistance  recipients.  This  schedule 
has  not  been  released  in  writing  to  druggists 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  is  attempting  to  negotiate 
with  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  a. 
schedule  for  reimbursement  on  drugs  and  medi- 
cines which  will  be  effective  state-wide.  However, 
this  department  will  be  pleased  to  clarify  the 
schedule  now  in  effect  with  any  individual  drug- 
gists who  care  to  inquire  on  the  matter.

This  our  investigation  has  disclosed,  is 
in  full  accord  with  the  cooperation  agreements 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  under  which  the  City  of  Boston 
is  required  to  furnish  police  protection  to  the 
projects  just  as  they  do  for  private  housing  projects 
in  the  city. 
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In  view  of  the  foregoing,  extended  discussion  of 
the  matter  would  appear  to  be  wholly  unnecessary 
as  I  believe  that  the  request  for  my  opinion  was 
occasioned  because  of  an  unfortunate  use  of 
words  in  an  earlier  communication  from  the 
Police  Commissioner  in  which  there  was  a  failure 
to  correctly  distinguish  between  buildings  of 
housing  projects  and  public  ways  and  other  ways 
therein  open  to  public  use.

LEGAL  OPINION  ON  OVERRIDING 
MAYOR'S  VETO  OF  AMENDMENT 
TO   COMPENSATION   PLAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  23,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  February 
14,  1955,  for  my  opinion  as  to  your  power  to 
override  the  Mayor's  veto  of  your  orders  of 
January  24,  1955,  amending  the  compensation 
plan  for  officers  and  employees  of  Suffolk  County 
by  changing  the  compensation  grade  of  jail  and 
correction  officers  from  16  to  18. 

It  is  explicitly  provided  by  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  35, 
s.  56,  that  the  duties  prescribed  for  the  County  Per- 
sonnel Board  by  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  35,  s.  51 
(which  includes  the  duty  to  pass  upon,  finally 
adopt  and  put  into  effect  amendments  to  classi- 
fication and  compensation  plans)  shall,  for  Suffolk 
County,  be  performed  "by  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  said  city,"  which,  in  the  light  of 
such  cases  as  are  cited  in  59  Corpus  Juris,  p. 
1060,  n.  30,  and  82  Corpus  Juris  Secundum,  p. 
848,  n.  63,  must  be  construed  to  mean  the  charter 
of  the  city  as  from  time  to  time  in  force.  In  the 
present  city  charter,  the  pertinent  provision 
is  undoubtedly  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  which, 
as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  gives  the 
City  Council  power  to  override  vetoes  except 
the  veto  of  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or 
vote  "authorizing  a  loan  or  appropriating  money 
or  accepting  a  statute  involving  the  expenditure 
of  money." 

The  issue  thus  resolves  itself  into  the  question 
whether  either  of  the  orders  vetoed  was  an  order 
authorizing  a  loan  or  appropriating  money  or 
accepting  a  statute  involving  the  expenditure 
of  money.  It  would  seem  inescapably  clear 
from  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  323  Mass.  764,  766, 
that  a  salary  fixing  order  like  those  vetoed  is  not 
an  appropriation  order,  for  it  does  not  designate 


any  sum  of  money  to  be  devoted  to  any  object. 
A  fortiori,  it  is  not  an  order  authorizing  a  loan 
because  it  does  not  empower  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  to  borrow  any  money.  Finally,  while 
such  an  order  may  exercise  authority  vested  by 
statute,  it  is  not  an  order  accepting  a  statute 
within  the  common  and  approved  usage  of  that 
phrase.  See  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  4,  s.  6,  cl.  3.  It 
follows  that,  in  my  opinion,  your  Honorable  Body 
has  the  power  to  proceed  to  reconsider  each 
order  vetoed  unless  prevented  from  doing  so 
by  other  considerations  such  as  arbitrariness 
or  want  of  appropriation.  See,  in  connection 
with  the  last-mentioned  ground,  Adalian  Bros. 
Inc.  v.  Boston,  323  Mass.  629,  630-631,  and 
cases  cited;  also  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  323  Mass. 
764,  767,  and  cases  cited. 

Plainly,  each  of  the  orders  vetoed  would,  if 
passed  over  the  veto,  be  invalid  on  both  of  the 
grounds  just  specified.  The  orders,  while  raising 
the  compensation  grade  of  jail  and  correction 
officers  from  16  to  18,  arbitrarily  leave  in  com- 
pensation grade  17  persons  classified  as: 

Jail  officer  and  electrician. 

Jail  officer  and  mechanic. 

Jail  officer  and  assistant  steward. 

Jail  officer  and  storekeeper. 

Jail  officer  and  receiver. 

Jail  officer  and  photographer. 

Jail  officer  and  clerk. 

Correction  officer  and  assistant  steward. 

Correction  officer  and  baker. 

Correction  officer  and  carpenter. 

Correction  officer  and  clothing  cutter. 

Correction  officer  and  cook. 

Correction  officer  and  electrician. 

Correction  officer  and  assistant  herdsman. 

Correction  officer  and  motor  equipment  repair- 
man. 

Correction  officer  and  painter. 

Correction  officer  and  poultryman. 

Correction  officer  and  shoemaker. 

Such  arbitrariness  is  so  wholly  unwarranted 
as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  invalidity  of  the 
orders.  And  the  same  situation  obtains  with 
respect  to  want  of  appropriation.  Since  the 
annual  appropriation  orders  have  not  yet  been 
adopted,  it  is  incontrovertible  that  an  appro- 
priation is  not  currently  available;  but,  even 
if  the  annual  appropriation  orders  were  adopted, 
an  appropriation  still  would  not  be  available, 
for  an  examination  of  the  budget  discloses  no 
funds  for  the  upping  of  compensation  grades. 
Accordingly,  it  is  my  considered  opinion  that 
your  Honorable  Body  lacks  power  to  override 
the  Mayor's  veto  of  the  orders  in  question  not 
because  of  any  inherent  lack  of  power  to  override 
a  veto  but  because  of  the  other  matters  just 
mentioned.

LEGAL    OPINION    ON    RATES    OF 
PRIVATE     PARKING     FACILITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  25,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  February  7, 
1955,  for  a  memorandum  of  law  concerning 
"the  rights  and  powers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  fix  the  rates  of  those  private  parking  facilities 
licensed  by  the  municipal  government." 

In  the  absence  of  a  grant  of  authority  from 
the  Legislature,  a  municipality  has  no  power 
to  fix  prices.  Greene  v.  Mayor  of  Filchburg,  219 
Mass.  121,  126-127.  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s. 
56,  under  which  open-air  parking  spaces  are 
licensed,  neither  expressly  nor  impliedly  confers 
upon  the  licensing  authority  or  other  local  au- 
thority any  power  to  fix  prices.  The  result  is 
that  neither  the  City  of  Boston  as  such  nor  the 
Mayor,  City  Council  or  other  board  or  officer 
thereof  has  any  right  or  power  to  fix  the  rates 
to  be  charged  by  persons  licensed  to  conduct 
or  maintain  private  parking  spaces. 

For  a  more  elaborate  discussion  of  the  matter, 
you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  opinion  of 
former  Corporation  Counsel  Henry  Parkman, 
Jr.,   which  appears  on  page  72  of  the  Report  of 
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the  Proceedings  of  the  City  Council  for  the 
municipal  year  1939  and  to  the  opinion  of  former 
Corporation  Counsel  Joseph  Scolponeti  which 
appears  on  page  294  of  the  Report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  City  Council  for  the  municipal 
year  1948.  See,  also,  page  241  of  the  Report  of 
the  Proceedings  of  the  City  Council  for  the 
municipal  year  1950  setting  forth  the  text  of 
my  communication  of  July  24.  1950,  on  the  same 
subject.

COMPREHENSIVE    PLAN    FOR    OFF- 
STREET    PARKING    FACILITIES. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  McCORMACK,  and 
AHEARN   offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  advancement  of  the  social, 
political,  medical,  and  educational  welfare  of 
the  neople  of  Boston  must  be  firmly  supported 
by   a   sound   economic   base;    and 

Whereas,  Boston's  economy  from  its  most 
ancient  days  until  the  present  and  into  the 
foreseeable  future  has  been  one  of  commerce 
and   trade  rather   than   heavy   industry;   and 

Whereas,  In  the  first  fifty  years  of  the 
twentieth  century  a  tremendous  concentration 
of  real  property  values  has  come  to  be  located 
in  downtown  Boston  at  the  nexus  of  Boston's 
mass    transportation    system;    and 

Whereas,  Because  of  (1)  Boston's  extreme 
dependence  on  the  real  property  tax,  unique 
among  large  cities  in  the  United  States,  and 
(2)  Boston's  small  geographical  area,  which 
denies  its  economy  the  space  wherein  to  make 
major  adaptation  to  changing  economic  fac- 
tors, and  (3)  assessment  practices  of  such 
long  duration  as  to  be  now  difficult  of  reversal, 
which  exaggerate  the  downtown  concentration, 
Boston  is  dependent  for  its  economic  future 
on  this  downtown  commercial  real  estate  as 
is  no  other  city  in  the  world;  and 

Whereas,  The  downtown  real  property 
values  are  threatened  by  a  shift  in  the  trans- 
portation habits  of  the  populace  from  mass 
transportation   to  the  automobile;   and 

Whereas,  This  area  which  represents  one 
half  the  taxable  property  of  the  entire  city 
must  be  re-adapted  for  the  automobile  age 
which  is  upon  us  if  Boston  is  to  survive;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Planning  Board 
has  emphasized  the  importance  of  off-street 
parking  as  a  solution  to  this  problem  and  has 
included  in  its  list  of  high  priority  sites  a 
majority  of  downtown  sites;  and 

Whereas,  The  Real  Property  Board  has,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Council,  changed  the 
basic  emphasis  of  this  plan  by  selecting  from 
the  Planning  Board's  list  of  high  priority 
sites  those  few  sites  which  are  not  located  in 
the   crucial   area  to   be  served;   and 

Whereas,  The  justification  for  the  so-called 
"semiperipheral"  sites  presented  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Real  Property  Board  has  not 
been    at    all   convincing;    and 

Whereas,  The  city's  attitude  toward  mass 
transportation  must  be  rationalized  by  those 
responsible  for  planning;   and 

Whereas,  The  city  must  realistically  face  up 
to  the  fact  that  as  more  and  more  parking 
facilities  are  provided,  it  may  well  be  that 
private  investment  in  parking  garages  will 
become  less  and  less  attractive,  and  that  the 
city  will  be  faced  with  the  construction  of  the 
final  increments  of  the  over-all  plan  from  its 
own  resources,  leading  to  the  logical  conclu- 
sion that  we  should  husband  our  finances  in 
the  early  stages  of  the  program  so  that  in  the 
late  stages  of  the  program  the  city  will  be  in 
a  financial  position  to  not  only  acquire  suf- 
ficient sites  to  complete  the  program  but  also 
to  construct  the  necessary  garages  thereon, 
and  should  concentrate  whatever  resources  we 
have   toward   the   most   pressing   problem;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  firmly  believes 
that  under  no  circumstances  should  the  City 
of  Boston  acquire  and  clear  land  and  construct, 
or  have  constructed  under  its  direction,  any 
parking  facilities  in  areas  which  are  currently 
receiving  adequate  service  by  private  parking 
operators  or  in  areas  where  private  industry 
will  demonstrate  by  concrete  action,  rather 
than  promises,  a  willingness  to  erect  parking 
facilities;   and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
wholeheartedly  endorse  the  theory  of  off-street 
parking  but  sincerely  believe  that  there  should 
be  a  plan  adopted  which  will  (1)  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  general  planning  and  the 
needs  of  the  city;  (2)  meet  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  downtown  area;  (3)  not  com- 
pete unnecessarily  with  existing  private  in- 
dustry in  this  field  nor  preclude  the  construc- 
tion of  parking  sites  by  private  capital  that 
would  otherwise  fulfill  all  specifications  and  fit 
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into  the  general  scheme;  and  (4)  be  a  prudent 
business  venture  that  will  prove  attractive  to 
Parkers  and  not  result  merely  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  tax  revenue  producing  properties  and 
the  construction  of  large  facilities  that  will 
compound  rather  than  resolve  the  parking  and 
traffic  problems  of  a  given  area;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  ( 1 )  the  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  City  Council  should  be  husbanded  and 
immediately  directed  to  the  solution  of  the 
downtown  parking  problem  for  shoppers;  (2) 
the  Council  has  been  presented  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Real  Property  Board  no  justifi- 
cation for  the  so-called  Dillaway  and  Dore 
Street  site  and  feels  that  the  expenditure  of 
money  in  this  location  would  be  a  squandering 
in  a  most  callous  manner  of  resources  which 
should  be  directed  to  much  more  pressing 
demands  in  the  downtown  area;  (3)  the  rate 
structure  policy  is  one  of  basic  importance, 
and  the  Council  finds  that  there  has  not  been 
sufficient  emphasis  on  this  problem  because  of 
a  lingering  hope  that  private  financing  will 
he  able  to  do  more  than  seems  possible;  ( 4 ) 
there  has  been  a  most  lamentable  lack  of 
positive  thought  concerning  the  role  of  the 
M.T.A.  in  the  Boston  transportation  picture 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  economic  impor- 
tance of  the  M.T.A.  to  the  downtown  area, 
and  this  vacuum  should  be  filled  in  immediate- 
ly by  the  Planning  Board;  and  (5)  a  bolder 
and  more  imaginative  plan  for  the  downtown 
area  use  and  transportation  problems  incident 
thereto  must  be  generated  by  an  expanded  and 
professionalized    Planning    Department.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  City  Council  order  of 
February  28,  1955,  requesting  information  as  to 
whether  or  not  a  survey  has  been  made  with  a 
view  toward  banning  of  street  parking  in  the 
downtown  area,  I  wish  to  report  that  our  Traffic 
Commission  has  had  this  subject  in  mind  for  a 
period  of  two  years. 

A  committee,  made  up  of  the  late  Traffic 
Engineer  Philip  Desmond,  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  Police  Hinchey,  and  myself,  visited  Philadelphia 
at  the  time  the  all-day  parking  ban  was  placed 
in  operation  there. 

Since  that  time  it  has  been  observed  that 
all-day  parking  prohibitions  have  been  placed 
in  midtown  Manhattan,  in  St.  Louis,  and  a  portion 
of  Chicago  and  other  large  cities. 

We  have  substituted  a  parking  ban  between 
the  hours  of  8  and  9.30  a.m.  and  4  and  6  p.m., 
which  are  the  peak  hours  in  daily  traffic  movement. 
It  is  our  belief  that  these  regulations  are  sufficient 
for  the  present  and  until  such  time  as  the  Central 
Artery  is  completed  and  the  city's  off-street 
parking  program  is  substantially  advanced. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  1956  off-street  parking 
facilities  will  be  available  in  large  number  and 
that  the   Central   Artery  will  be   advanced   to   a

point  beyond  the  South  Station.     Thereupon  it 
may  be  feasible  to  institute  an  all-day  parking  ban. 

However,  in  the  interim  period  we  believe 
that  it  is  not  necessary  during  the  midday  hours 
and,  naturally,  we  are  reluctant  to  do  anything 
which  may  have  an  adverse  economic  effect  on 
downtown  business. 

In  the  cities  where  an  all-day  parking  ban  has 
been  established  there  is  a  gridiron  pattern  of 
streets  which  makes  possible  a  pattern  of  alternate 
directions  for  traffic  flow,  and  an  all-day  ban 
provides  extra  means  of  traffic  on  such  streets. 

In  Boston  our  streets  are  so  short  that  there 
is  no  continuous  route  outside  of  Washington 
street,  Tremont  street,  and  Atlantic  avenue 
which  would  achieve  the  same  benefit  that  is 
available  when  long,  straight,  through  streets 
are  present,  but  paramount  is  the  fact  that  in  cities 
such  as  Philadelphia,  for  example,  the  number  of 
off-street  parking  facilities  is  so  great  that  there 
is  an  alternate  for  a  motorist  who  cannot  park 
at  a  curbstone. 

In  Boston  we  are  so  far  short  of  off-street 
parking  spaces  that  to  establish  a  curb  parking 
ban  in  substance  means  that  many  hundreds 
of  motorists  are  prevented  from  making  any 
point  in   the   downtown   area   their   destination. 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  off-street  parking 
program  is  to  provide  spaces  for  those  cars  which 
are  now  in  excess  of  the  legally  available  curb 
spaces.  As  progress  is  made  in  the  direction  of 
accommodating  the  present  number  of  motorists 
required  to  make  business  calls  in  the  downtown 
area  the  Traffic  Commission  is  not  inclined  to 
favor  an  all-day  parking  ban  in  the  city.

The  hearing  recently  held  by  the  City  Council's 
Committee  on  Ordinances  in  connection  with  the 
ordinance  recommended  to  the  City  Council  on 
February  14,  1955,  for  the  purpose  of  amending 
divers  provisions  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  has 
occasioned  further  study  of  section  8  of  the  ordi- 
nance so  recommended.  Such  study  has  revealed 
that  the  Building  Code  Committee  of  1943  in- 
tended to  strike  from  the  second  sentence  of 
paragraph  (k)  of  section  3005  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code  the  words  "more  than  two  inches 
in  diameter,"  but  through  inadvertence  failed  to 
do  so.  Upon  reconsidering  the  matter  I  concur 
with  the  Building  Code  Committee  of  1943  that 
technologically  the  words  in  question  should  be 
stricken. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  of  February 
14,  1955,  requesting  consideration  of  the  installation 
of  traffic  lights  at  the  intersection  of  Washington, 
Winship,  Wirt,  Henshaw,  and  Cambridge  streets 
in  the  Brighton  section,  I  wish  to  report  that  we 
have  given  consideration  and  study  to  this  area 
in  the  past  few  years. 

In  the  opinion  of  our  engineers  it  would  not  be 
feasible  to  signalize  the  existing  area  because  of 
the  multiplicity  of  heavy  turning  movements,  lack 
of  suitable  location  for  signals  within  reasonable 
distances  of  stop  lines,  and  the  extremely  large 
area  involved  with  no  opportunity  for  installing 
channelizing  islands  to  regiment  traffic. 

We  believe,  however,  that  a  major  redesign  and 
reconstruction  of  this  area,  involving  the  relocation 
of  streetcar  tracks,  would  permit  the  installation 
of  channelizing  islands,  and  there  is  an  alternate 
possibility  of  rotorizing  traffic  around  the  police 
station  in  connection  with  a  redesign  of  the  inter- 
section involved. 

In  any  event,  a  substantial  public  works  project 
would  be  necessary  before  signals  could  be  installed 
for  effective  operation.

In  response  to  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  February  28,  1955,  as  follows:  "Ordered,  That  the 
City  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  furnish  within  twenty-one  days  of  the  passage  of  this  order  under  section 
17F  of  the  City  Charter,  a  report  to  the  City  Council  of  the  procedures  which  the  City  of  Boston  has  adopted 
for  determining  that  the  M.T.A.  and  the  M.D.C.  assessments  levied  upon  the  City  of  Boston  are  fair  and 
just" —  I  submit  the  following  report. 

Charges  and  assessments  levied  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  City  of  Boston  on  account  of  the  Metro- 
politan Transit  Authority  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  are  levied  under  the  authority  of  various 
general  and  special  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  Before  determining  whether  these  assessments  are  fair 
and  just,  a  clear  understanding  of  the  method  and  basis  for  the  determination  of  the  assessments  as  provided 
by  the  several  statutes  is  most  desirable.  Therefore,  the  following  summary  of  the  basis  of  the  computation 
of  the  assessments  and  the  actual  amounts  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  is  included. 

Metropolitan  Sewerage  Assessment  —  North  System. 
The  assessment  on  account  of  the  north  metropolitan  sewerage  district  is  levied  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  sections  five,  six,  and  seven  of  chapter  92  of  the  General  Laws.  These  sections  provide  that  the 
proportions  in  which  each  of  the  cities  and  towns  belonging  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  north  metropolitan  and 
south  metropolitan  sewerage  districts,  respectively,  shall  annually  pay  money  to  the  Commonwealth  to 
meet  interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  shall  be  based  upon  the  respective  taxable  valuations  of  the 
property  of  the  cities  and  towns  as  most  recently  established  by  the  Legislature  as  the  basis  for  the  apportion- 
ment of  state  and  county  taxes.  The  proportions  in  which  each  of  the  cities  and  towns  shall  annually  pay  for 
maintenance  and  operation  is  based  upon  the  respective  populations  as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding 
state  or  national  census.  If  only  a  part  of  the  city  or  town  is  included  in  the  system,  the  valuation  and 
population  of  that  part  only  is  used  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  proportion. 

Charlestown  and  East  Boston  are  included  in  the  north  metropolitan  system.  The  taxable  valuation 
basis  for  the  assessments  paid  in  1954  was  that  established  by  chapter  559,  Acts  of  1945,  and  the  population 
basis  was  in  accordance  with  the  federal  population  census  of  1950.

Metropolitan  Parks  Assessment. 

The  assessment  on  account  of  metropolitan  parks  is  levied  in  accordance  with  sections  fifty-four  to 
fifty-nine,  inclusive,  of  chapter  92  of  the  General  Laws.  These  sections  provide  that  60  per  cent  of  the 
total  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  reservations  and  boulevards  in  the  metropolitan  parks  district  shall  be 
paid  from  the  Highway  Fund,  1  per  cent  from  general  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth  and  39  per  cent  by 
the  cities  and  towns  in  the  parks  district.  The  assessments  paid  by  the  cities  and  towns  for  maintenance 
are  based  upon  one  third  in  proportion  to  population  and  two  thirds  in  proportion  to  valuations.  Interest, 
sinking  fund,  serial  or  other  bond  requirements  are  assessed  in  proportion  to  valuations.  As  in  the  case 
of  metropolitan  sewerage  district  assessments,  taxable  valuations  are  as  established  by  chapter  559,  Acts 
of  1945,  and  populations  are  those  established  by  the  federal  census  of  1950.

Metropolitan  Water  Assessment. 

The  metropolitan  water  assessment  is  levied  in  accordance  with  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  92  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended.  This  statute  establishes  the  rate  of  $80  per  million  gallons  of  water  as  the 
price  to  be  charged  to  all  cities  and  towns  served  by  the  metropolitan  water  district.  The  quantity  used 
is  obtained  by  measurement  of  the  amount  of  water  that  passes  through  the  various  meters  that  are  located 
on  the  many  pipe  lines  that  feed  water  into  the  City  of  Boston.  There  are  24  of  these  meters  located  at 
or  near  the  boundary  line  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  adjoining  city  or  town  through  which  the 
feeding  lines  pass  to  carry  water  from  the  reservoirs  to  Boston. 

The  assessment  paid  in  1954  was  based  on  the  consumption  of  water  in  1953.  The  following  table  indi- 
cates the  consumption  in  millions  of  gallons,  the  actual  amount  paid,  and  the  proportion  paid  by  Boston:

Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  Reduction  of  Principal  or  Bonds. 

The  assessment  for  the  reduction  of  the  principal  of  bonds  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
is  levied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter  572  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  as  amended. 
This  statute  concerns  the  payments  made  by  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  to  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
District  of  financial  obligations  arising  from  the  transfer  by  the  City  of  Boston,  on  August  3,  1949,  of  its 
title  and  interest  in  subway  and  rapid  transit  facilities  to  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority.  The  Au- 
thority is  required  by  the  law  to  pay  annually  to  the  district  I J  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  by  which 
the  outstanding  rapid  transit  indebtedness  exceeded  the  resources  of  the  sinking  fund  on  the  date  the  Author- 
ity took  title  to  the  rapid  transit  properties.  The  Authority  shall  also  pay  annually  to  the  district  1J  per  cent 
of  the  original  issue  and  the  sum  payable  annually  for  the  redemption  of  refunding  debt  issued  by  the  district 
for  alterations  and  extension  of  rapid  transit  facilities. 

The  law  directs  further  that  the  trustees  of  the  Authority  shall  certify  to  the  State  Treasurer  the  amount 
payable  by  the  Authority  in  reduction  of  the  bond  principal  referred  to  above  and  the  State  Treasurer  shall 
assess  the  amount  on  the  cities  and  towns  constituting  the  Authority.  The  proportion  of  this  assessment 
paid  by  the  cities  and  towns  is  established  by  the  trustees  of  the  Authority  under  section  14,  chapter  159, 
•Special  Acts  of  1918,  and  is  based  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  persons  using  the  service  of  the  company, 
this  proportion  to  be  determined  from  computations  made  by  the  trustees  in  their  discretion  for  the  purpose. 
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The  basis  of  the  apportionment  of  the  1954  assessment  is  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  1940 
passenger  count  which  was  used  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  195,  Acts  of  1954. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  proportion  and  actual  amount  paid  by  Boston  in  1954  on  account  of 
1954  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  principal  debt  payments:

Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  Operating  Deficit. 

The  assessment  for  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  operating  deficit  is  levied  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  13,  chapter  544,  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  as  amended.  Whenever  the  income  of  the 
Authority  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  service,  the  deficit  is  paid  by  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  in  turn 
assessed  on  the  cities  and  towns  constituting  the  Authority  in  proportions  determined  by  the  trustees  from 
computations  made  in  their  discretion.  These  proportions  have  been  established  on  the  basis  of  the  pro- 
portions of  the  number  of  persons  using  the  service. 

The  basis  of  this  apportionment  is  also  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  1940  passenger  count 
which  was  used  in  1954  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  195,  Acts  of  1954. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  proportion  and  actual  payment  by  Boston  in  1954  on  account  of  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  deficit  as  of  December  31,  1953:

Boston  Metropolitan  District  Expenses. 
In  accordance  with  section  12,  chapter  383,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended,  an  assessment  is  levied 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District.  Under  this  statute,  the  territory  and  inhabitants 
of  the  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  Authority  are  constituted  as  a  znunicipal  corporate  entity  for  the 
purposes  of  the  act.  For  practical  purposes,  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District  acts  as  the  financing  agency 
for  the  issuance  of  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  bonds. 

The  district  certifies  annually  to  the  state  treasurer  the  amount  required  for  current  expenses.  The 
state  treasurer  in  turn  apportions  this  amount  among  the  cities  and  towns  included  in  the  district  on  the 
basis  of  the  proportion  of  the  valuations  of  the  property  as  last  previously  established  by  the  Legislature  as 
a  basis  for  apportionment  of  state  and  county  taxes. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  valuations  as  established  by  chapter  559,  Acts  of  1945,  the  basis  for 
the  apportionment,  the  percentage  of  the  total  assessment  paid  by  Boston  and  the  actual  payment  in  1954 
by  Boston  of  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  district  for  the  fiscal  year  1954-55:

In  1954,  assessments  were  levied  on  24  cities  and  towns  on  account  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Dis- 
trict; on  38  cities  and  towns  on  account  of  assessments  for  metropolitan  parks  and  boulevards;  on  35  cities 
and  towns  on  account  of  metropolitan  sewerage  assessments;  on  14  cities  and  towns  on  account  of  Metro- 
politan Transit  Authority  and  Boston  Metropolitan  District  assessments. 

From  the  above  brief  summary  of  the  general  laws  and  special  statutes  pertaining  to  these  assessments, 
it  is  quite  clear  that  no  official  of  any  of  the  cities  and  towns  on  whom  the  assessments  are  levied  has 
any  discretion  to  exercise  or  determination  to  make  regarding  either  the  manner  or  amount  of  the  assessment. 
In  regard  to  metropolitan  sewer  and  metropolitan  parks  assessments,  the  amount  to  be  paid  on  account 
of  interest,  sinking  fund  and  debt  requirements  is  determined  by  the  State  Treasurer,  the  amount  to  be 
paid  on  account  of  maintenance  and  operation  is  determined  by  the  commission,  and  the  proportion  to  be 
levied  on  each  city  and  town  is  determined  by  the  commission  in  accordance  with  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Legislature.  _  In  regard  to  metropolitan  water  assessments,  the  commission  certifies  to  the  State 
Treasurer  the  quantity  of  water  used,  and  assessment  is  levied  in  accordance  with  the  rate  established  by 
the  Legislature.  In  regard  to  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District  assessments,  the  amount  is  determined  by 
the  trustees  of  the  district  and  the  manner  of  apportionment  is  as  established  by  the  Legislature.  The 
amount  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  deficit  and  the  assessment  on  account  of  bond  payments  is 
determined  by  the  trustees  of  the  Authority,  the  manner  of  apportionment  prescribed  by  the  Legislature, 
and  the  actual  proportion  is  as  determined  by  the  trustees  from  computations  made  in  their  discretion. 

Furthermore,  neither  the  City  Auditor  nor  any  other  city  official  has  any  discretionary  approval  regard- 
ing the  payment  of  these  assessments.  Section  20  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  prescribes  that  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  send  warrants  before  November  1  to  the  assessors  for  the  payment  of  charges  and 
assessments  under  general  or  special  law,  including  the  metropolitan  district  assessments,  which  may  be 
due  or  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  as  specifically  provided  by  law  or  as  certified  to  him  by  the  proper 
board,  department  or  commission,  and  the  assessors  shall  issue  a  warrant  to  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  to 
the  State  Treasurer  before  November  20  all  assessments  which  have  been  levied. 

The  question  of  the  fairness  or  justice  of  the  manner  of  apportioning  the  various  assessments  has  been 
the  subject  of  considerable  controversy  for  several  years.  This  is  perhaps  truer  regarding  the  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  assessments  than  it  is  regarding  the  metropolitan  sewer,  parks,  and  water  assessments. 
There  can  be  little  dispute  that  the  metropolitan  water  assessment  is  being  levied  fairly  on  the  basis  of  the 
actual  quantity  used;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  rate  of  eighty  dollars  per  million  gallons  is  insufficient 
to  provide  the  necessary  revenue  to  provide  for  maintenance,  operation  and  debt  requirements  of  the  Metro- 
politan Water  District,  it  cannot  be  maintained  that  the  rate  is  excessive. 

During  recent  years,  several  petitions  have  been  presented  to  the  Legislature  regarding  the  manner  of 
apportioning  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  deficit  but  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  which 
was  originally  established  in  1918  when  the  legislation  was  adopted  placing  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  under  public  control.  These  petitions  have  proposed  that  the  apportionment  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  valuations  or  populations  or  a  combination  of  both.  The  method  which  should  have  the  strongest 
appeal  as  being  the  fairest  under  present  conditions  would  be  an  apportionment  based  on  population  under 
the  theory  that  the  assessment  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  "availability  for  use"  rather  than  "actual  use." 
If  an  apportionment  based  on  actual  use  is  to  determine  the  proportion  of  the  assessment,  it  most  certainly 
is  unrealistic  to  use  a  1940  passenger  traffic  count  as  the  basis  for  the  computation.  Under  any  circum- 
stances, a  passenger  traffic  count  is  not  fair  to  Boston.  Particularly  would  it  be  unfair  at  the  present  time, 
because  of  the  development  of  parking  facilities  on  the  fringes  of  Boston,  if  any  traffic  count  charged  to 
Boston  as  passengers  those  who  arrived  within  the  city  limits  in  private  automobiles  or  by  means  of  other 
transportation  facilities.  The  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  deficit  is  a  serious  problem  facing  Boston. 
Its  seriousness  can  best  be  realized  by  the  statement  of  John  T.  Howard,  associate  professor,  Department 
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of  City  and  Regional  Planning  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  in  an  address  delivered  at  the 
Fifth  Seminar  on  the  Problems  of  Boston  at  Boston  College  on  March  8,  1955.  In  his  address  on  "Boston's 
Transit  Problems,"  Professor  Howard  said,  in  part:  "The  heart  of  the  problem  seems  to  be  the  deficit. 
The  more  recent  studies  concur  that  there  is  little  hope  of  entirely  eliminating  a  subsidy  of  some  sort  to 
supplement  fare  revenues.  Obviously  the  deficit  should  be  held  to  a  minimum,  by  the  sort  of  economics 
and  efficiencies  proposed  by  Ernst  and  Ernst — I  am  not  qualified  to  either  agree  or  disagree  with  their 
specific  recommendations.  I  am  not  qualified,  either,  to  propose  a  feasible  alternative  to  the  present  quite 
obviously  unfair  method  of  distributing  the  subsidy-burden.  That  is  a  problem  for  financiers  and  poli- 
ticians (or  statesmen),  not  for  city  planners,  as  is  the  1945  proposal  to  incorporate  the  independent  rail  and 
bus  commuting  facilities  into  the  M.T.A."  I  think  we  can  agree  completely  with  Professor  Howard's  asser- 
tions. Mayor  John  B.  Hynes,  both  as  Mayor  of  Boston  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Council,  fully  aware  of  the  problem,  has  repeatedly,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission, 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  other  civic  bodies,  sought  remedial  legislation.  The  sooner  the  Legislature 
adopts  such  legislation,  the  sooner  will  be  brought  to  an  end  an  unfair,  unjust,  inequitable,  outdated,  archaic, 
and  unrealistic  method  of  levying  a  subsidy  which  apparently  we  will  always  have  with  us. 

As  has  been  previously  stated,  there  has  been  less  agitation  concerning  any  change  in  the  method  of 
levying  the  metropolitan  assessments  for  parks  and  sewers,  which  are  based  on  a  combination  of  popu- 
lations and  valuations.  It  might  be  well  to  direct  attention  in  this  respect  to  the  fact  that  the  valuation 
bases  being  used  are  those  established  by  the  Legislature  in  1945.  It  would  seem  to  be  time  for  another 
evaluation  to  be  made.  Again,  I  refer  to  the  Fifth  Seminar  on  the  Problems  of  Boston  at  Boston  College 
on  March  8,  1955,  and  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Charles  W.  Greenough,  chairman,  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission, in  his  address  on  "The  Relationships  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  Boston  and 
Other  Municipalities  in  the  Metropolitan  Area."  In  his  address,  Mr.  Greenough  asked  two  very  perti- 
nent questions.  The  first  such  question  was:  "Should  a  community  pay  for  its  water  supply  or  sewage 
disposal  on  (1)  a  volume  basis;  (2)  a  population  basis,  or  (3)  a  property  valuation  basis?"  The  second 
question  was,  "To  what  extent  should  the  cost  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  policing  city  streets,  metro- 
politan thoroughfares,  and  state  highways  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  be  financed  from  the  Highway  Fund 
or  Gas  Tax?"  In  regard  to  the  former  question,  Mr.  Greenough  comments:  "In  my  opinion  these  statutes 
(concerning  certain  features  of  metropolitan  water  and  sewer  districts)  should  be  examined  with  regard 
to  two  features.  The  first  concerns  the  matter  and  manner  of  assessments  and  relates  to  the  question  of 
whether  volume  of  service,  population  or  valuation,  or  possibly  some  combination  of  these  factors,  repre- 
sents the  most  equitable  method  of  measuring  payments  for  water  and  sewerage  services.  It  would  seem 
reasonable  that  the  answer  to  this  problem  should  be  established  as  a  matter  of  legislative  policy  in  place 
of  the  present  illogical  situation."  Mr.  Greenough's  reply  to  the  latter  question  is  too  lengthy  to  be  in- 
cluded here  and  I  refer  it  to  you  for  your  consideration  as  an  interesting  commentary  on  metropolitan 
thoroughfares.  Mr.  Greenough  closed  his  address  by  reiterating  a  proposal  of  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission made  in  November,  1954,  that  a  Metropolitan  Planning  Council  be  established  with  responsibility 
for  studying  and  meeting  these  problems. 

From  the  above  on  metropolitan  transit  authority  and  metropolitan  district  assessments  it  is  quite 
obvious  that  there  is  general  agreement  that  the  present  manner  and  method  of  proportioning  the  assess- 
ments requires  study  and  considerable  revision.  It  is  quite  obvious,  also,  that  the  solution  to  the  problem 
lies  in  legislative  rather  than  administrative  action.

Whereas,  The  shortage  of  low-rent  private 
housing  is  still  so  serious  and  critical  as  to  require 
the  continuance  of  rent  control;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  the  members  of  the  Great  and  General  Court 
are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  pass  and 
approve  the  legislation  neccessary  to  provide  for 
the  continuance  of  rent  controls  in  Boston;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
chairman  and  the  director  of  Rent  Control  confer 
with  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  President 
of  the  Senate  on  the  extension  of  rent  controls 
with  a  view  to  continuing  the  present  law  or 
enacting  a  new  law  which  is  substantially  the 
same  as  the  present  law.

PLOYEES.

(a)  The  City  Hospital,  on  duty  24  hours  a  day, 
averaging  12,000  calls: 

(b)  City  Hall  operators,  handling  approxi- 
mately 8,000  calls  a  day ; 

(c)  Police  Headquarters,  on  duty  24  hours  a 
day; 

(d)  Fire  Headquarters; 

as  well  as  other  major  department  operators,  e.g., 
Public  Works,  Health  Department,  Law  Depart- 
ment, etc.;  therefore  be  it

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  ADDITIONAL  COM- 
PENSATION FOR  FIRE  FIGHTERS 
WORKING  CERTAIN  LEGAL  HOLI- 
DAYS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  disapproved  and  without  my 
signature  the  order  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  March  14  for  acceptance  of  chapter  640 
of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

The  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  its  companion 
act,  chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  would  increase 
the  annual  expenditure  of  the  city  for  extra  holiday 
pay  for  firemen  and  policemen  to  the  amount  of 
$175,000.  Obviously,  there  is  no  such  amount 
available  in  this  year's  budget  and  there  is  very 
little  possibility  that  any  supplementary  appropri- 
ation to  this  extent  could  be  provided 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  it  were  possible  to  provide 
this  amount  of  money,  I  would  much  prefer  to 
devote  it  to  a  salary  increase  for  policemen  and 
firemen.  The  salary  scale  of  both  of  these  groups 
should  be  increased.     Unfortunately,  to  give  any 


increase,  no  matter  how  much,  this  year  would 
further  increase  the  tax  rate.  However,  it  is  my 
hope  that  we  might  find  ways  and  means  sometime 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  to  raise  the  scale  of 
pay  of  both  firemen  and  policemen.

Memorandum  fob  the  Matob. 

With  reference  to  the  attached  order  of  the  City 
Council  accepting,  under  date  of  March  14,  1955, 
chapter  640  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  relative  to  addi- 
tional pay  for  fire  fighters  required  to  work  on 
certain  legal  holidays,  the  following  report  is 
submitted. 

On  September  17,  1953,  in  connection  with  this 
same  act,  I  informed  you  as  follows: 

"The  first  part  of  this  particular  chapter  reads 
word  for  word  the  same  as  chapter  2  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1950,  which  grants  fire  fighters  either 
time  off  or  pay  for  ten  specified  holidays  occurring 
in  a  calendar  year. 

"The  second  part  of  chapter  640  grants  to  fire 
fighters  the  same  consideration  as  that  given  to 
police  officers  under  chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of 
1953  by  providing  for  an  additional  day's  pay  in 
the  event  one  or  more  of  the  ten  specified  holidays 
fall  on  one  of  their  days  off." 

Under  date  of  September  29,  1953,  in  a  message 
to  the  City  Council  you  vetoed  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  for  acceptance  of  chapter  546  of 
the  acts  of  1953.  You  informed  the  Council  that 
acceptance  would  result  in  a  further  annual  ex- 
penditure to  the  amount  of  $50,000  in  addition  to 
the  $350,000  now  expended  annually  for  this 
purpose  in  the  Police  Department.  You  also 
advised  the  Council  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
was  vigorously  opposed  to  the  acceptance  of  this 
act.  You  further  advised  the  Council  that  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  would  result  in  the  acceptance 
of  the  above  chapter  640  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  re- 
sulting in  an  additional  expenditure  of  $125,000 
annually  in  the  Fire  Department. 

To  accept  this  act  now  would  still  require  an 
additional  expenditure  of  at  least  $120,000  annually 
in  the  Fire  Department  in  addition  to  the  antici- 
pated expenditure  of  $175,000  annually  for  this 
purpose  in  1955.  Of  course,  pressure  would  be 
exerted  to  revise  chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of  1953 
which  you  vetoed,  as  indicated  above.

In  answer  to  the  order  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
dated  March  7,  1955,  regarding  a  truck  terminal  in 
the  vicinity  of  P  and  East  First  streets  in  South 
Boston,  your  Honor  is  advised  that  on  Friday, 
March  25,  1955,  an  application  was  filed  in  the 
Building  Department  for  the  erection  of  a  Type  II 
office  building  and  trucking  terminal  in  the  prem- 
ises numbered  5  Farragut  road,  Ward  6. 

The  lot  in  question  is  bounded  by  Farragut  roads 
East  First,  East  Second,  and  P  streets.  Permit, 
have  been  granted  for  the  removal  of  the  structures 
presently  on  the  lot.  It  should  be  noted  that  al- 
though several  inquiries  have  been  made  in  this 
department,  the  filing  of  this  application  is  the 
first  tangible  evidence  of  the  project. 

The  proposed  building  will  be  approximately

Public  Law  560,  83d  Congress,  approved  August 
2,  1954,  authorizes  the  Administrator,  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency,  to  advance  funds  to 
public  bodies  with  which  to  plan  needed  public 
works.  Of  the  total  of  $10,000,000  authorized  by 
the  Congress,  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  has  been 
appropriated.  The  law  limits  the  total  amount 
available  for  advances  in  any  one  state  to  not  more 
than  5  per  cent  of  the  total  appropriated  funds. 
This  limitation  means  that  at  the  present  time  only 
$50,000  may  be  advanced  to  public  bodies  in 
Massachusetts.  A  circular  of  information  issued 
by  the  Agency  states  that  "preferential  consider  - 
tion  will  be  given  to  applications  from  communi- 
ties of  less  than  25,000  population — for  con- 
struction of  urgently  needed  water  supply  and 
distribution  systems  or  sewage  collection  and 
disposal  systems." 

In  view  of  the  limited  amount  of  funds  available 
for  advances  at  the  present  time  and  the  stated 
preference  for  small  communities  and  special  types 
of  projects,  no  action  has  been  taken  by  city 
departments  with  respect  to  the  submitting  of 
applications  for  such  advance  planning  funds.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPRO- 
PRIATIONS  AND    FINANCE. 

Coun.  HAILER,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing : 

In  submitting  the  city  budget  for  the  fiscal 
year  1955  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance,  I,  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation 
to"  the  members  of  the  committee  and  to  the 
other  members  of  the  City  Council  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  hearings,  as  well  as  the  Ad- 
ministrative Services  Department,  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau,  and  the  Finance 
Commission,  together  with  the  department 
heads  who  so  ably  cooperated  and  provided  a 
great  deal  of  information  and  assistance  to  the 
committee.  Their  work  enabled  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  to  expedite  and  present  a 
sound  series  of  cuts  toward  making  greater 
economy   and   efficiency   in   city   government. 

We  will  not  in  this  report  attempt  to  enu- 
merate all  cuts,  but  some,  of  necessity,  require 
an  additional  word  of  explanation. 

1.  The  reductions  made  in  General  Relief 
and  Old  Age  Assistance  in  the  Welfare  De- 
partment are  the  result  of  a  reappraisal  of 
the  case  load  in  each  of  these  items  by  the 
Public   Welfare   Department. 

2.  While  the  committee  is  in  complete 
sympathy  with  the  idea  and  value  of  an  Art 
Festival,  it  does  not  believe  that  it  would  be 
consistent  with  its  policy  of  requiring  detailed 
information  before  approving  any  expenditures 
if  it  did  not  require  the  persons  responsible 
to  submit  a  detailed  budget  for  its  approval. 
This  matter  has  been  discussed  with  the 
Director  of  Public  Celebrations,  who  agreed 
to  recommend  that  this  item,  properly  sup- 
ported in  detail,  be  included  in  the  supple- 
mentary  budget. 

Recommendations   op  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations   and    Finance. 

1.  To  continue  to  expedite  modernization  of 
the  City  Printing  Plant,  with  the  view  towards 
continual  savings,  eventually  doing  all  offset 
printing  work  at  a  substantial  saving  to  the 
city. 


2.  That  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment make  a  study  of  the  jury  system  in 
operation  in  Suffolk  County  and  the  manner 
in  which  jury  lists  are  established  and  printed. 
This  would  effect  savings  in  time  and  the  ex- 
pense  of   printing    different   forms. 

3.  That  a  survey  be  made  by  the  Adminis- 
trative Services  Department  relative  to  all 
elevator  servicing  contracts  in  both  city  and 
county  buildings,  as  we  feel  competitive  bid- 
ding on  such  contracts  will  reduce  costs  of 
servicing   these   elevators. 

4.  That  a  study  be  made  relative  to  legis- 
lation towards  changing  the  fiscal  year  to 
July  1,  so  that  savings  might  be  realized  by 
not  having  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  tax  revenue.  This  would  allow  the  city  toi 
operate  more  efficiently;  e.g.,  it  would  prevent 
such  expenditures  as  the  contract  let  by  the 
Public  Library  for  an  expensive  brass  raij 
before  the   money   was   appropriated. 

With  regard  to  the  cuts  made  in  the  budget, 
it  should  be  made  clear  that  each  cut  was 
made  only  after  careful  deliberation  and  con- 
ference with  the  department  heads  concerned 
and  with  the  Budget  Division  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Services  Department.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  supplementary  appropriations  will 
be  needed  for  these  specific  items.

"Whereas,  The  streets  of  the  Dorchester  dis- 
trict are  complex  in  pattern  to  those  not  familiar 
with  the  area;  and 

"Whereas,  The  locating  of  streets  is  difficult  to 
visitors  and  the  drivers  of  commercial  vehicles  who 
make  deliveries  to  Dorchester  homes  and  business 
places;  and 

"Whereas,  The  Dorchester  Board  of  Trade  has 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil that  many  of  Dorchester's  street  signs  are 
missing;  therefore  be  it 

"Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public

I  feel  that  we  have  made  reasonably  good  progress 
although  unquestionably  there  are  still  remaining 
in  the  city  many  missing  or  obliterated  street  signs 
that  should  be  replaced.  Our  appropriation  for 
this  work  was  in  the  amount  of  558,500  last  year, 
but  was  increased  to  $15,000  during  the  current 
year,  and  I  expect,  therefore,  to  increase  the  tempo 
of  the  street  sign  replacement  program  accordingly.

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  promptly  arrange  for  the  installation  of  electric 
lights  on  Roseland  street,  Dorchester,  to  replace 
the  present  gas  lamps  and  to  generally  improve 
the  lighting  facilities  in  that  area." 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  approximately 
3,350  gas  lights  still  located  in  the  streets  of  this 
city,  as  compared  with  6,431  lights  that  were 
located  on  the  streets  as  of  January  1,  1950.  We 
have,  therefore,  made  substantial  progress  in 
replacing  the  outmoded  and  inadequate  gas  lights 
with  modern  electric  street  lights.  As  stated, 
however,  there  are  in  excess  of  3,300  to  be  replaced 
at  the  present  time. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  work  of  replacing  these 
gas  lamps,  we  have  adopted  a  policy  of  replacing 
them  on  a  district  basis  rather  than  on  a  basis  of 
individual  streets.  Unquestionably,  practically 
every  street  that  is  lighted  by  gas  lamps  may  be 
considered  to  be  inadequately  lighted  and,  there- 
fore, in  general,  no  individual  street  should  be 
granted  preference  over  any  other.  Under  the 
circumstances,  I  do  not  feel  that  we  should  give 
consideration  to  any  particular  street,  because,  as 
stated,  in  substance,  the  program  will  proceed 
more  expeditiously  and  more  satisfactorily  if  areas 
or  districts  are  considered  rather  than  individual 
streets. 

You  may  be  assured,  however,  that  we  will  give 
consideration  to  including  in  the  program  the  area 
of  Dorchester  in  which  Roseland  street  is  located. 

During  the  current  year,  we  hope  to  replace  as 
many  gas  lamps  as  possible,  consistent  with  the 
ability  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company  to  provide 
the  required  street  lighting  facilities.

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consult 
with  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in  an  effort 
to  secure  a  transfer  of  the  land  under  the  Fitz- 
gerald Expressway  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
meters,  and  to  include  this  site  in  the  city's  park- 
ing program." 

Arrangements  have  already  been  made  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  to  transfer  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  for  parking  purposes,  the  area 
located  under  the  John  F.  Fitzgerald  Expressway, 
between  Traverse  street  and  North  street.  This 
area  is  to  be  operated  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Real  Property  Department,  and  the  necessary 
construction  work  and  installation  of  parking 
meters  is  already  in  progress.  It  probably  will  be 
placed  in  operation  within  the  next  five  or  six 
weeks.  In  addition,  Commissioner  Volpe  has 
agreed  with  the  undersigned  to  provide  three 
additional  sites  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles 
under  and  adjacent  to  the  expressway  structures, 
in  the  area  located  between  North  street  and 
Commercial  street. 

It  is  my  further  understanding  that  additional 
areas,  where  available,  will  be  provided  for  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles  adjacent  to  but  not  un- 
der the  structure,  between  Commercial  street  and 
Kneeland  street.  In  general,  the  area  located 
under  the  structure,  between  North  street  and 
Broad  street,  will  be  used  for  motor  vehicular- 
travel,  and  will  supplement  the  present  surface 
street  system.  In  other  words,  the  surface  area 
underneath  the  highway,  between  North  street 
and  Broad  street,  will  be  utilized  as  a  surface 
street,  and  not  as  a  parking  facility,  as  all  traffic 
authorities  are  of  the  opinion  that  its  use  as  a 
surface  highway  is  more  necessary  than  its  use 
for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles. 

Between  Oliver  street  and  Kneeland  street,  the 
expressway  will  be  constructed  as  an  underground 
highway,  with  a  number  of  ramps  that  will  pre- 
vent the  use  of  the  surface  area  as  a  through 
highway  or  as  a  parking  facility,  although  all 
available  areas  in  this  section  between  Oliver 
street  and  Kneeland  street  will,  under  previous 
arrangements  made  with  Commissioner  Volpe,  be 
utilized  by  the_City  of  Boston  for  parking  purposes.

EXTENSION  OF  RENT  CONTROL  AND 
APPROPRIATION  FOR  RENT  CON-

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  225  of  the  Acts 
of  1955,  rent  controls  may  be  extended  to  the 
end  of  the  present  year  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor.  It  is  provided  in 
the  statute  that  no  vote  accepting  the  act  shall 
be  valid  unless  it  includes  a  declaration  that  a 
substantial  shortage  of  housing  accommodations 
presently  exists.  In  my  opinion,  based  on  a  com- 
munication herewith  submitted,  such  a  sub- 
stantial shortage  does  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Therefore,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
accompanying  order  for  the  extension  of  rent 
controls  in  the  City  of  Boston  until  December  31, 
1955,  be  given  approval  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

I  also  submit  herewith  an  appropriation  order 
for  the  amount  of  $93,145,  which  is  the  amount 
necessary  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the  Rent 
Control  Board  until  the  end  of  this  year.  Forty 
per  cent  of  the  amount  appropriated  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  city  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts.

I  have  reviewed  the  estimates  submitted  by 
the  Boston  Rent  Board  setting  forth  supplementary 


appropriations  deemed  necessary  for  the  nine- 
month  period  outstanding  from  April  1,  1955, 
to  December  31,  1955.  These  estimates,  which 
total  $101,193,  if  allowed,  would  provide  a  total 
appropriation  for  the  current  year  of  $137,193 
(the  City  Council  already  provided  an  interim 
appropriation  of  $36,000). 

In  1954,  the  actual  expenditures  of  the  Board 
totaled  $136,813.62.  Currently  the  Board  is 
operating  with  three  less  personnel  than  in  1954. 
The  savings  resulting  from  allowing  these  vacancies 
to  remain  unfilled  will  approximate  $7,400.  In 
addition,  reductions  of  approximately  $700  would 
appear  feasible  in  items  other  than  personal 
services. 

I  suggest,  therefore,  that  a  supplementary 
appropriation  of  $93,145  will  be  needed  to  provide 
for  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Rent  Board 
for  the  balance  of  the  year.  I  am  attaching  a 
table  indicating  the  estimates  of  the  Board  and 
the  allocation  by  items  of  the  amount  submitted.

Whereas,  A  fair  and  reasonable  minimum  wage 
would  raise  the  living  standards  of  underpaid 
workers,   increase  the  national  income,   stimulate 
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business  activity,  minimize  unfair  industrial  com- 
petition based  upon  sweatshop  wages,  and  help  to 
solve  the  problem  of  runaway  shops;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  suffered 
economic  distress  because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
present  minimum  wage,  and  is  threatened  with 
further  difficulties  unless  action  is  taken  quickly; 
and 

Whereas,  The  President's  proposal  of  a  90-cent 
minimum  falls  far  short  of  meeting  the  needs  of 
underpaid  workers  or  of  the  population  as  a  whole; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  call 
upon  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  enact  a 
federal  minimum  wage  of  $1.25  an  hour,  and  urge 
our  Senators  and  Representatives  to  support  such 
legislation,  in  the  interests  both  of  our  own  com- 
munity and  of  the  nation. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  moved  to  amend  the 
foregoing  order  by  adding  the  following  words:

I  forward  herewith  communication  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  recommending  such 
approval  in  the  case  of  contracts  covering  the  East 
Boston  district  and  the  West  Roxbury  district  of 
our  city.  These  contracts  are  continued  until 
March  31  of  1958. 

Contracts  in  excess  of  one  year  are  advantageous 
to  the  city,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  this  administration 
to  stabilize  collection  procedure  so  that  this  type 
of  contract  will  be  for  periods  of  two  or  three 
years.  By  such  procedure  the  City  of  Boston  can 
save  substantial  monies,  as  in  the  present  case  of 
the  West  Roxbury  area,  where  the  saving  on 
long-term  contract  basis  amounts  to  over  $10,000 
per  year.

Under  date  of  March  23,  1955,  your  Honor 
approved  the  awarding  of  two-month  contracts  — 
effective  April  1  of  the  current  year — for  collecting 
and  removing  garbage  and  refuse  in  District  2, 
East  Boston,   and   District   5A,   West   Roxbury, 


pending  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  to  the 
award  of  contracts  in  excess  of  one  year  to  the 
contractors  to  whom  the  above-referenced  short- 
term  contracts  were  awarded.  Your  Honor  also 
approved  the  awarding  of  34-month  contracts  — 
effective  June  1  of  this  year  —  in  Districts  2  and 
5A,  with  the  understanding  that  the  contracts  for 
the  latter-referenced  periods  would  not  be  valid 
unless  approved  by  the  City  Council,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the  City  Charter. 

Following  the  procedure  established  by  the  Law 
Department  two  years  ago,  I  submit  herewith  two 
executed  copies  of  each  contract  document  for  the 
above-referenced  districts  for  a  34-month  period, 
from  June  1,  1955,  to  March  31,  1958.  The 
attached  contract  documents  cover  the  districts 
listed  below: 

District  2,  East  Boston,  Milano  Brothers,  Inc., 
closed  trucks,  from  June  1,  1955,  to  March  31, 
1958,  $7,328  a  month. 

District  5A,  West  Roxbury,  Frank  J.  Cavaliere, 
closed  trucks,  from  June  1,  1955,  to  March  31, 
1958,  $10,350  a  month. 

The  above-referenced  contractors  are  excep- 
tionally qualified,  and  the  award  of  contracts  for 
three-year  periods  instead  of  one-year  periods 
will  result  in  a  saving  of  at  least  $10,200  annually 
to  the  city  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  for  the 
West  Roxbury  area.  The  contractor  in  the  East 
Boston  district  bid  the  same  per  month  for  the  one- 
year  contract  as  for  the  three-year  contract.  Never- 
theless, I  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  to  award  contracts  over  the  three-year  period 
in  that  district.  Long-term  contracts  unques- 
tionably are  advantageous  to  the  city,  to  the 
contractors,  and  also  to  the  contractors'  employees, 
and  in  the  not  too  distant  future  all  refuse  collection 
contracts  in  the  city,  in  my  opinion,  will  be  for  two- 
or  three-year  periods. 

At  the  present  time  current  contracts  are  in 
effect  in  four  districts  for  garbage  and  refuse 
collection  work  in  excess  of  one-year  periods;  said 
contracts  being  awarded  after  obtaining  the 
necessary  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

I    respectfully    recommend    that    the    attached 
orders    providing    for   the    award    of    the    above- 
referenced    contracts    be    forwarded    to    the    City 
Council  for  the  approval  of  that  Body.

AMENDMENTS  TO  COUNTY  CLASSIFICA- 
TION  AND   COMPENSATION    PLAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  April  11,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  April  4,  1955,  your  Honorable  Body  passed 
an  order  requesting  me  to  prepare  an  order  "fixing 
the  compensation  grade  of  the  Correction  Officer 
at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  as  Grade  18  and  the 
specialized  Jail  Officer  as  Grade  19."  I  construe 
this  as  a  request  to  prepare  an  order  fixing  Grade 
18  as  the  compensation  grade  of  jail  officer  and 
Grade  19  as  the  compensation  grade  of  jail  officer 
and  electrician,  jail  officer  and  mechanic,  jail  officer 
and  assistant  steward,  jail  officer  and  storekeeper,' 
jail  officer  and  receiver,  jail  officer  and  photog- 
rapher, and  jail  officer  and  clerk. 

I  understand  that  there  are  39  jail  officers  and, 
in  addition,  9  jail  officers  with  specialty.  The 
change  in  compensation  grade  would  result  in  a 
weekly  salary  increase  of  $5  for  some,  $6  for 
others,  and  $7  for  others,  depending  upon  each 
officer's  length  of  service.  The  proposed  change, 
even  if.  it  did  not  become  effective  until  June  1, 
would  thus  involve  an  expenditure  in  the  current 
year  exceeding  $7,000.  Examination  of  that  part 
of  the  budget  dealing  with  personal  services  at 
the  jail  discloses  not  only  no  sum  available  for 
salary  increases  but  a  deduction  of  $9,213  for 
anticipated  salary  savings.  In  the  circumstances, 
so  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  is  no  appropriation 
available  for  the  changes  in  compensation  grade 
proposed.  Since  an  appropriation  is  unquestion- 
ably a  necessary  antecedent  to  a  valid  salary 
increase  (see  Adalian  Brothers,  Inc.,  v.  Boston, 
323  Mass.  629,  630-631,  and  cases  cited,  also 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  323  Mass.  764,  767,  and 
cases  cited,  also  St.  1909,  ch.  486,  sec.  16),  I  must 
accordingly  decline  to  prepare  the  order  requested.

SALARIES   OF   FIRE   FIGHTERS. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  no  fundamental  distinction 
between  a  municipal  employee  and  an  employee 
in  private  industry.  A  city  worker  must  provide 
his  family  with  food,  clothing,  shelter,  medical 
care,  and  other  necessities  of  life  precisely  as  any 
other  worker  must;  and 

Whereas,  In  most  cases  the  city  worker  has  a 
job  which  requires  skill,  duties  and  responsibilities 
similar  to  jobs  in  private  industry.  The  fact  that 
he  is  a  "Public"  employee  docs  not  dictate  that  he 
be  treated  differently  from  other  workers  as  a 
second-class  citizen;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Fire  Fighters  Local  718  has 
been  conducting  a  campaign  for  the  past  three  (3) 
vears  to  show  why  the  Boston  fire  fighters  should 
be  granted  a  yearly  wage  of  $4,500;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  fire  fighters  have  fallen  steadily 
behind  in  regard  to  wages  as  compared  to  the  wages 
paid  to  professional  fire  fighters  in  all  of  the  large 
cities  in  Canada  and  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  All  municipal  employees  surrender, 
either  by  law  or  by  weight  of  public  opinion, 
certain  rights  granted  to  employees  in  private 
industry,  the  most  important  of  these  being  the 
right  to  strike;  and 

Whereas,  If  municipal  workers'  rights  of  eco- 
nomic force  are  taken  away,  they  must  at  the  very 
least,  be  provided  with  an  honest  and  impartial 
hearing  of  their  grievances;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  reorganizition  of  the 
departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  there  was 
created  the  Administrative  Services  Department 
which  states  their  duties  as  in  section  four  (4)  as 
follows:  "The  Supervisor  of  Personnel  shall  —  (b) 
make  a  continuing  study  of  personnel  problems, 
employment  conditions  and  economic  changes 
affecting  the  several  departments  of  the  city,"  and 
further  states  as  follows:  "(d)  supervise  the 
administration  of  all  compensation  plans  estab- 
lished for  employees  of  the  city  and  recommend 
such  changes  in  those  plans  as  from  time  to  time 
shall  seem  to  him  necessary  or  advisable";  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  Supervisor  of  Personnel  in  conjunction  with 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  conduct 
at  once,  a  survey  and  make  a  study  of  salaries  of 
fire  fighters  in  the  several  large  cities  of  this 
country,  and  as  a  result  of  this  study,  recommend 
such  changes  that  will  bring  the  Boston  fire  fighters 
up  to  the  standards  where  they  belong  and  a  copy 
of  their  recommendations  be  submitted  to  the 
Mayor,  City  Council,  and  Boston  Fire  Fighters 
Local  718  as  soon  as  possible.

To  study,  analyze  and  coordinate  all 
presently  existing  proposals  offered  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  general  economic  well-being  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  with  a  view  towards  developing 
a  definite  official  policy  and  program  and  to  co- 
ordinate this  policy  and  program  with  the  policies 
and   programs   presently   being  developed   by  the 


Boston  Planning  Board  and  with  the  policies  and 
programs  of  such  civic  organizations  as  the  Greater 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

No.  2.  To  study  the  present  organizational 
structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  services  presently  being 
provided  by  the  City  of  Boston  can  be  reduced, 
transferred  to  another  governmental  unit,  or 
operated  with  nearby  communities  on  a  joint 
basis  without  impairing  the  proper  operation  of 
city  government  and  without  interfering  with  the 
health,  safety,  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston. 

No.  3.  To  study  the  present  tax  structure  of  the 
City  of  Boston  with  a  view  towards  developing  a 
proposed  new  tax  structure,  the  object  of  which 
shall  be  to: 

(a)  Broaden  the  tax  base  of  the  City  of  Boston ; 

(b)  Reduce  the  taxes  on  real  property; 

(c)  Correct  tax  inequities;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  said  committee  prepare  a  written 
report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  for 
submission  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  not  later 
than  November  1,  1955,  so  that  whatever  legisla- 
tion is  needed  to  effectuate  whatever  program  may 
be  developed  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Boston  City  Council 
may  be  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Great  and 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  its  con- 
sideration at  its  sitting  commencing  in  January  of

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Whereas,  All  publishers  of  undesirable  comic 
books  and  similar  publications  should  follow  this 
excellent  example  and  cooperate;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  congratulates  and  commends 
the  twenty-seven  publishers  who  have  voluntarily 
agreed  to  refrain  from  publishing  undesirable  and 
indecent  comic  books  and  to  abide  by  a  strict  code 
of  ethics;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls 
upon  all  the  other  publishers  of  comic  magazines 
in  the  country  to  join  with  said  twenty-seven  pub- 
lishers in  following  a  proper  code  of  ethics  and 
thereby  aiding  in  the  campaign  against  juvenile 
delinquency  through  the  abolition  of  indecent  and 
improper  comic  books.

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
experimenting  with  a  jitney  feeder  service  to  the 
Forest  Hills  and/or  Mattapan  Station  in  the 
West  Roxbury  and/or  Hyde  Park  district  on  the 
following  basis: 
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1.  That  limousines  of  seven-  or  eight-  pas- 
senger capacity  be  used. 

2.  That  in  no  case  should  there  be  a  reduction 
in  the  present  level  of  bus  or  trackless  trolley 
service. 

3.  That  the  present  feeder  routes  through 
these  districts  be  not  duplicated. 

4.  That  tlie  .jitney  service  be  operated  on  a 
flat  fifteen-minute  service  basis. 

5.  That  the  additional  fee,  if  any,  be  kept 
to  an  absolute  minimum. 

6.  That  a  sufficient  period  be  allowed  to 
determine  the  efliciency  of  the  plan. 

7.  That  the  experimental  route  or  routes 
be  laid  out  to  service  those  parts  of  the  district 
farthest  from  present  feeder  lines. 

8.  That  the  new  service  be  given  extensive 
advertising  in  the  local  newspaper  in  the  dis- 
trict selected. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


OVER-ALL  PLAN  TO  REDEVELOP  CERTAIN 
PORTIONS   OF   BOSTON.

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in 
Congress  be  encouraged  to  procure  such  federal 
contracts  as  are  necessary  to  maintain  this  plant 
operating  at  maximum  capacity  so  that  our  state 
of  preparedness  will  not  be  jeopardized  and  our 
economic  well-being  will  not  be  impaired.

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  respectfully  submitted  in  answer 
to  the  request  of  the  City  Council  for  a  re-examina- 
tion and  revaluation  of  the  noncontributory  pen- 
sions now  being  paid  to  retired  policemen  and 
retired  firemen. 

On  the  pension  roll  of  the  Fire  Department  as 
of  April  1,  1955,  there  are  586  pensioned  firemen 
and  163  annuitants  (widows  of  firemen).  Based 
upon  the  payroll  for  the  month  of  March,  1955, 
the  total  for  the  year  1955  will  be  $1,570,000. 
Except  for  one  annuitant  at  $1,100,  there  are  no 
firemen  or  annuitants  receiving  less  than  $1,200 
per  year.  The  average  pension  of  the  749  persons 
is  $2,100  per  year. 

On  the  Police  Department  pension  roll  as  of 
April  1,  1955,  there  are  712  pensioned  policemen 
and  78  annuitants.  Except  for  three  policemen 
and  one  annuitant  at  $1,100  per  year  there  are  no 
policemen  or  annuitants  receiving  less  than  $1,200 
per  year.  Based  upon  the  payroll  for  the  month 
of  March,  1955,  the  total  for  the  year  will  amount 
to  $1,590,944.  The  average  pension  of  the  790 
persons  is  $2,000  per  year. 

The  pensions  in  both  of  these  departments  are 
established  by  the  Legislature  and,  with  certain 
conditions  as  to  age  and  length  of  service,  are  at 
half  pay  of  the  salary  at  the  time  of  retirement  of 


the  employee  for  regular  retirement  and  two 
thirds  of  the  salary  at  the  time  of  the  retirement 
of  the  employee  for  disability  retirement. 

Many  of  the  retirements  were  made  during  the 
years  when  the  salary  of  ordinary  firemen  and 
policemen  ranged  from  $1,400  to  $2,000  per  year, 
resulting  in  pensions  of  $700  to  $1,000  per  year. 

The  rise  in  the  last  decade  in  the  cost  of  living, 
worked  a  hardship  on  the  survivors  of  those  early 
retirements,  but  the  situation  has  been  met  during 
the  present  administration. 

There  have  been  three  increases  in  the  pensions 
of  those  receiving  less  than  $1,500  per  year  with 
the  result  that  every  former  member  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  retired  with  a  noncontribu- 
tory pension,  after  twenty-five  years  of  service, 
receives  at  least  $1,200  per  year  pension,  after 
thirty-five  years  of  service  at  least  $1,500  per  year. 

Without  presuming  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of 
the  present  pension  situation,  I  venture  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  payments  by  the 
city  on  account  of  noncontributory  pensions  have 
amounted,  in  round  figures,  from  $2,600,000  in 
1950  to  $4,625,000  (estimated)  in  1955,  an  increase 
of  about  80  per  cent.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  answer  to  your  request  for  consideration  and 
report  on  City  Council  Resolution  of  March  21 
concerning  expansion  of  the  City  Planning  Depart- 
ment staff  to  permit  study  of  M.T.A.  facilities  in 
downtown  Boston,  I  am  replying  as  follows: 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  to  attempt  to 
solve  the  problems  of  the  M.T.A.  without  con- 
sidering other  commuter  services,  the  railroads, 
etc.,  and  the  downtown  traffic  and  parking  dilemma 
is  not  realistic.  A  fault  with  extensive  reports 
that  have  already  been  made  concerning  the  M.T.A. 
and  the  Master  Highway  Program  is  that  they 
were  made  independently  and  not  integrated. 

Realizing  this  fault  of  the  past,  several  cities 
have  made  funds  available  for  over-all  transporta- 
tion studies  for  their  metropolitan  regions.  Samples 
of  this,  and  the  size  of  funds  required,  are  as  follows: 

San  Francisco:  The  Bay  area  communities  and 
the  State  of  California  have  now  in  operation  a 
transportation  study  with  a  combined  appropria- 
tion of  $750,000. 

New  York:  The  New  York  Port  Authority  has 
appropriated  $500,000  and  is  considering  adding 
$250,000  more.  In  addition,  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  is  considering  an  appropriation  of  $800,000 
for  its  part  in  the  study. 

Detroit:  In  Detroit  there  is  a  metropolitan  area 
traffic  study  committee  working  on  a  two-year 
study  under  a  $750,000  appropriation. 

Philadelphia:  Philadelphia  has  just  started  a 
full-fledged  transportation  study  with  an  initial 
yearly  budget  of  $100,000.  It  is  expected  that 
the  study  will  cost  at  least  $500,000. 

Chicago:  Chicago  is  considering  a  $1,000,000 
study.  Negotiations  concerning  appropriations  of 
city,  county,  and  state  have  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted. 

Los  Angeles:  Los  Angeles  is  completing  a  transit 
study  which  cost  $250,000. 

Several  smaller  cities  have  appropriated  con- 
siderable amounts  for  transportation  studies. 

At  the  Boston  College  seminars  several  speakers 
highlighted  the  need  for  an  integrated  transporta- 
tion study  for  this  metropolitan  area.     It  was  also 
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the  consensus  that  such  a  study  was  fundamental 
in  considering  any  alleviation  in  downtown  con- 
gestion. 

The  City  Planning  Board  will  gladly  use  its  re- 
sources in  taking  part  in  such  a  study,  but  it  has 
no  authority  to  plan  metropolitan-wise.  Though 
the  Division  of  Planning  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  does  have  such  a  man- 
date, we  believe  that  the  initiation  of  an  over-all 
transportation  study  should  await  the  outcome  of 
expected  legislation  this  year  for  the  establishment 
of  a  metropolitan  planning  agency.  A  full-fledged 
transportation  study  for  this  area  would  cost  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $500,000,  and  would  mean  the 
hiring  of  experts  in  the  transportation  field  and 
the  pooling  of  funds  by  all  communities  in  the  area. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  until  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  for  a  properly  organized  trans- 
portation study  an  expansion  of  the  Planning 
Board  staff  is  not  warranted  for  this  purpose. 

The  matter  certainly  is  of  vital  interest  to  the 
Board  and  the  effort  of  the  City  Council  to  press 
for  a  solution  is  to  be  commended.  The  Board's 
immediate  concern  is  that  half-way  measures  will 
not  suffice  and  that  the  use  of  City  of  Boston  funds 
be  predicated  on  a  share  basis  with  the  state  and 
other  metropolitan  communities.

DEATH   OF   RIGHT   REVEREND 
ROBERT   J.   QUINLAN. 

On  motion  of  President  HURLEY  the  rules 
were  suspended  on  the  order  of  business  to  allow 
the  introduction  of  the  following  order  by  Coun- 
cillors WHITE  and  HURLEY: 

Whereas,  The  Right  Reverend  Richard  J. 
Quinlan,  pastor  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  Church 
in  Winthrop,  has  been  called  to  his  eternal  reward 
by  Almighty  God;  and 

Whereas,  Monsignor  Quinlan  by  the  example 
of  his  life  in  the  service  of  God,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  and  consequently  the  people  of  this 
archdiocese  since  his  ordination  in  June  of  1920, 
has  given  courage  and  inspiration  to  countless  tens 
of  thousands  of  communicants;  and 

Whereas,  During  his  priestly  career  he  served 
for  15  years  as  head  of  the  parochial  school  system 
and  helped  develop  and  expand  that  system  into 
one  of  the  most  outstanding  school  systems  in  the 
entire  country;  and 

Whereas,  Monsignor  Quinlan  served  as  the  first 
Roman  Catholic  chaplain  of  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives,  under  Speaker  of  the 
House  Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  Jr.,  during  the  years 
1949  through  1952,  since  its  inception;  and 

Whereas,  This  distinguished  and  scholarly  priest, 
a  graduate  of  Boston  College,  a  graduate  student 
of  the  Catholic  University  in  Washington,  honored 
by  the  award  of  an  honorary  doctorate  of  laws  by 
his  alma  mater,  Boston  College,  in  1938  and 
similarly  honored  by  Villanova  College  in  1939, 
was  recognized  by  Our  Holy  Father,  Pope  Pius 
XII,  and  elevated  to  the  rank  of  domestic  prelate; 
and 

Whereas,  The  beloved  monsignor 's  talent  and 
ability  were  further  recognized  by  our  Most 
Reverend  Archbishop  by  appointing  him  as  di- 
ocesan director  of  the  Priests'  Eucharistic  League 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Con- 
suitors;  and 

Whereas,  Monsignor  Quintan's  passing  will 
leave  a  huge  void  in  our  archdiocese,  and  his  loss 
keenly  and  deeply  felt  by  our  beloved  Archbishop, 
his  fellow  members  of  the  clergy  in  the  archdiocese, 
the  laity  of  the  archdiocese,  and  his  parishioners  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  extends  its  heartfelt  sympathy 
to  all  of  the  aforementioned,  and  prays  that 
Almighty  God  will  look  down  upon  them  in  their 
sorrows  and  grief  and  send  forth  the  graces  and 
strength  to  fortify  them  in  this  sorrow,  keeping  in 
mind  the  reminder  of  Archbishop  Cushing  on  the 
passing  of  another  great  and  good  man,  from  the 
Mass  of  Requiem,  "For  the  faithful,  O  Lord,  life 
is  changed — not  taken  away,"  and  further,  "This 
is  the  comfort  of  our  faith:  that  our  loved  ones  by 
God's  mercy  enter  into  the  possession  of  all  good- 
ness, all  truth,  all  beauty  in  the  light  of  glory."

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Chapter  4  of  the  Acts  of  1955  has  made  it  possible 
for  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Gas  Fitters  to  fix  a 
single  date  in  each  year  for  the  expiration  of  gas 
fitters'  licenses,  and  thereby  put  that  matter  on  a 
much  more  efficient  basis  not  only  by  permitting 
the  annual  renewal  of  such  licenses  in  one  mass 
operation  but  also  by  eliminating  a  daily  cheek  up 
to  ascertain  what  gas  fitters  have  become  un- 
licensed. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  of  Gas  Fitters  has 
designated  May  1  of  each  year  as  the  annual  re- 
newal date.  During  the  transition  period,  renewal 
licenses  will  be  issued  for  periods  of  less  than  one 
year. 

Existing  law  calls  for  a  $2  fee  for  renewing  a 
master  gas  fitter's  license  and  a  50-cent  fee  for 
renewing  a  journeyman  gas  fitter's  license.  So  that 
gas  fitters  whose  licenses  are  renewed  for  six  months 
or  less  may  not  be  unduly  penalized,  I  recommend 
passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  fixing  the 
fee  for  renewing  a  gas  fitter's  license  for  a  period  of 
six  months  or  less  at  $1  for  a  master  and  25  cents 
for  a  journeyman.

STRENGTHENING    OF    CITY    PLANNING 
BOARD.

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  major  policies 
for  a  large  municipal  government  is  a  function 
increasingly  technical,  complex,  and  professional- 
ized; and 

Whereas,  Such  policies  adopted  must  be  sus- 
tained inevitably  in  a  political  frame  of  reference; 
and 

Whereas,  Boston's  problems  have  an  apparent 
surface  simplicity  but  in  fact  a  profound  historical 
and  economic  complexity;  and 

Whereas,  The  proper  and  orderly  sequence  of 
events  for  the  determination  of  policy  is 

(1)  Apprehension  of  problems  by  duly  consti- 
tuted and  responsible  authority. 

(2)  Transmittal  of  problems  and  definition  of 
areas  of  research  to  an  adequately  staffed  and  pro- 
fessionalized body  within  the  municipal  structure; 
and 

(3)  Research  and  discussion  within  the  Plan- 
ning Agency. 

(4)  Recommendation  of  specific  policy  to  the 
duly  constituted  and  responsible  authority. 

(5)  Modification  by  the  chief  executive  of  the 
policies  so  recommended  to  fit  existing  political 
conditions. 

(6)  Enunciation  of  policy  by  the  chief  executive. 

(7)  Execution  of  such  steps  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  policy;  and 

Whereas,  The  proper  function  of  uncompensated 
citizens'  committees  is  to  examine  into  and  support 
such  policy  as  is  determined  within  the  usual 
mechanism  of  city  government;  now  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  (1)  That  the  primary  responsibility  in 
formation  of  policy  lies  within  the  mechanism  of 
city  government  and  not  without. 

(2)  Because  of  the  complexities  of  problems 
facing  a  modern  municipality  of  any  size  and 
especially  Boston,  these  problems  cannot  be  dealt 
with  and  policy  formed  on  an  amateur  basis. 

(3)  The  glaring  weakness  in  the  present  policy 
formation  mechanism  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
inadequate  staffing  of  the  Boston  City  Planning 
Board. 

_  (4)  Groups  of  well-meaning  citizens  of  whatever 
distinction  cannot,  on  a  part-time  amateur  basis, 
hammer  out  the  policies,  ideas,  plans,  and  sugges- 
tions which  Boston  must  have  or  die. 

(5)  Boston's  experience  so  far  with  such  com- 
mittees has  been  unsatisfactory. 

(6)  Such  progress  as  has  been  made  has  been 
accomplished  largely  through  the  work  of  a  handful 
of  professionals;  now  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  the  fashioning  of  policies  to 
restore  Boston  to  her  former  greatness,  the  first 
step  to  be  taken  is  to  strengthen  the  Planning  De- 
partment by  the  addition  thereto  on  a  permanent 
and  not  a  consultative  basis  of  professional  planners 
of  stature  compensated  generously;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  upon  adequate  research,  the 
duly  elected  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  must 
thereupon  declare  policy  or  abdicate  their  moral 
responsibility.

I  presume  that  the  police  officers  referred  to 
above  are  assigned  to  traffic  duty  at  the  Sumner 
Tunnel  Plaza,  North  street,  Hanover  street,  and 
possibly  other  surface  streets  in  the  area.  As  these 
streets  are  all  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
would  not,  in  my  opinion,  install  spotlights  on  the 
arterial  highway  for  the  benefit  of  these  officers. 
Therefore,  the  erection  of  any  spotlights  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  will 
have  to  be  installed  at  its  expense. 

I  suggest  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Police

PAYMENT  OF  SUM  OF  MONEY  TO 
CLARKESON  ENGINEERING  COM- 
PANY,  INC. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen : 

In  the  summer  of  1953,  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  contracted  with  the  New  York 
engineering  firm  of  Parsons,  Brinckerhoff,  Hall  & 
MacDonald  for  an  independent  judgment  as  to 
the  most  suitable  route  for  the  John  F.  Fitzgerald 
Expressway,  from  Fort  Hill  square  to  the  vicinity 
of  Broadway,  near  Albany  street.  To  insure  that 
these  consultants  would  confer  with  city  officials 
and  would  take  into  account  factors  of  importance 
to  the  city,  the  city  defrayed  part  of  the  cost. 
When  the  Parsons  firm  submitted  its  report  to  the 
state  and  city  on  September  15,  1953,  it  was 
found  to  contain  unexpected  findings  ostensibly 
detrimental  to  the  city.  The  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  seemed  bent  upon  proceeding 
forthwith  in  accordance  with  the  report  unless 
competent  engineers  advised  otherwise.  Believing 
the  situation  to  be  one  of  extreme  emergency 
involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people  or 
their  property,  the  City  Planning  Board,  without 
the  formalities  of  an  appropriation  or  a  written 
contract,  engaged  Clarkeson  Engineering  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  to  study  and  comment  upon  the 
Parsons  report  and  suggest  any  alternate  route 
felt  to  be  superior.  After  the  submission  by 
Clarkeson  Engineering  Company,  Inc.,  of  its 
report  on  October  19,  1953,  its  bill  for  $2,375.42 
was  forwarded  by  the  City  Planning  Board  to 
the  City  Auditor  for  payment.  If  the  situation 
legally  qualified  as  a  case  of  "extreme  emergency 
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involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people  or 
their  property,"  an  appropriation  would  have 
been  unnecessary  under  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  16,  and 
the  lack  of  a  written  contract  would  not  have 
been  of  vital  significance  under  an  opinion  rendered 
on  March  19,  1940,  by  then  Corporation  Counsel 
Henry  Parkman,  Jr.  The  City  Auditor,  after 
consultation  with  the  present  Corporation  Counsel, 
felt  constrained  to  disapprove  payment  of  the 
$2, 375.42,  however,  because  of  substantial  doubt 
as  to  whether  the  situation  legally  qualified  as 
such  an  extreme  emergency.  A  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  has  filed  a  bill  to  clarify 
the  city's  power  to  pay  this  obligation.  Under  the 
provisions  of  Joint  Rule  7B  of  the  Legislature, 
such  a  measure  cannot  be  admitted  for  considera- 
tion unless  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  Submitted  herewith  is  a  resolve  to  meet 
this  requirement.  I  respectfully  urge  its  adoption 
by  your  Honorable  Body  so  that  the  city  will 
not  break  faith  on  its  moral  obligation.

EXEMPTION  OF  CERTAIN  CONTRACTS 
FROM  REQUIREMENTS  OF  ADVER- 
TISING. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for  ac- 
ceptance of  chapter  60  of  the  Acts  of  1955.  This 
legislation  establishes  $2,000  as  the  amount  of 
expenditure  at  which  advertising  for  bids  in  the 
"City  Record"  and  the  execution  of  written 
contracts  is  required. 

At  present,  the  corresponding  amount  is  $1,000 
and,  as  you  are  aware,  this  figure  has  been  in 
effect  for  many  years.  The  change  proposed 
reflects  the  depreciation  in  dollar  value  which  has 
occurred  in  the  last  two  decades.  Since  commodity 
prices  and  cost  of  services  have  practically  doubled 
in  this  period,  it  may  be  said  that  the  amount 
proposed  under  chapter  60  is  the  current  monetary 
equivalent  of  the  value  present  in  the  existing 
figure  when  it  was  originally  established. 

It  is  my  intention  to  require  city  and  county 
departments  to  secure  invitation  proposals  for  all 
expenditures  between  the  former  and  proposed 
figures  and  to  base  awards  on  the  lowest  bid 
received.  In  this  manner  the  city  will  not  lose 
the  advantage  of  competition  on  purchases  below 
the  proposed  amount.  While  retaining  this 
desirable  element  in  our  purchasing  procedure, 
departments  will  be  relieved  of  a  vast  amount  of 
clerical  effort  and  legal  research  now  required  in 
the  processing  of  the  large  number  of  contracts 
made  necessary  by  the  existing  limit.  I  consider, 
therefore,  the  provisions  of  chapter  60  of  the 
Acts  of  1955  as  being  beneficial  to  the  city  and 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying order  by  your  Honorable  Body.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  SCHOOL  PURPOSES.

Gentlemen: 

Under  the  appropriation  limit  provided  by  law, 
the  School  Committee  has  appropriated  for  general 


school  purposes  the  sum  of  $22,799,007.19.  In 
addition,  the  committee  has  requested  that  addi- 
tional appropriations  totaling  $3,421,544.97  be  pro- 
vided for  general  school  purposes  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936. 

After  a  review  of  the  above  request,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  additional  appropriations  totaling 
$3,279,448.97,  or  a  reduction  of  $142,096  in  the 
original  request  of  the  committee,  will  suffice  for 
the  current  year's  needs  of  the  School  Department. 
I  have  communicated  this  fact  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  and  have  their  acquiescence 
to  this  reduction. 

Approval  of  the  supplementary  amount  will 
mean  that  1955  appropriations  for  general  school 
purposes  will  exceed  by  $1,048,066.21  actual  ex- 
penditures in  1954  for  said  purposes.  The  main 
factors  responsible  for  this  increase  are  indicated 
in  the  following  table:

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  City  Council  order  dated 
March  21,  requesting  a  survey  of  traffic  and  truck- 
ing conditions  on  Chester  and  Gardner  streets, 
Brighton,  with  a  view  to  eliminating  certain 
traffic  hazards  and  unnecessary  noise,  I  wish  to 
report  that  a  count  was  made  on  April  4  and  5, 
1955,  and  a  previous  count  had  been  made  in 
March,  1952. 

The  results  of  the  counts  indicate  that  few  heavy 
trucks  pass  through  these  streets,  and  it  was 
observed  that  there  are  many  business  concerns 
on  Commonwealth  avenue  whose  shipping  doors 
are  reached  by  way  of  Gardner  street.  As  these 
trucks  would  be  using  Gardner  street  to  reach  a 
specified  destination,  they  could  not  be  legally 
eliminated  under  a  "Heavy  Commercial  Vehicle 
Excluded"  ruling. 

The  traffic  conditions  found  on  Chester  and 
Gardner  streets  are  not  substantially  different 
from  those  in  the  entire  neighborhood,  and  accord- 
ingly it  appears  there  are  not  sufficient  warrants 
existing  at  the  present  time  to  establish  a  ruling 
for  the  exclusion  of  heavy  vehicles  from  these  road- 
ways. The  number  of  trucks  five  tons  or  over 
using  Gardner  street  totaled  twenty-four,  and  in 
Chester  street  only  eight,  in  a  10-hour  period. 
This  volume  is  not  considered  to  be  excessive,  and, 
while  it  may  be  offensive  to  one  or  two  of  the  resi- 
dents, we  are  obliged  to  establish  our  regulations 
in  favor  of  many  rather  than  the  few.

locations  are  the  most  important  at  the  present 
time.

I  feel  compelled  to  report  these  locations  and 
those  on  the  enclosed  list  in  the  interests  of  public 
safety  and  in  the  hope  that  municipal  resources 
will  permit  the  making  of  an  appropriation  for 
these  signal  lights  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

This  is  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  April  15,  1955,  addressed  to  the 
chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  Miss  Mary  K. 
Fitzgerald,  transmitting  Councillor  Foley's  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  April  11, 
1955,  pertaining  to  the  possibility  of  transferring 
title  of  the  site  of  the  former  Emerson  School  in 
East  Boston  to  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  wading 
pool  on  the  property  for  the  children  of  the  area. 

At  the  conference  of  the  School  Committee  on 
Monday,  May  2,  1955,  this  matter  was  presented 
by  the  chairman  and  discussed  at  length. 

In  connection  therewith  the  members  gave  due 
consideration  to  a  report  which  was  submitted  by 
the  Structural  Engineer  in  this  department,  Mr. 
Charles  B.  McMackin. 

Mr.  McMackin  reported  that  the  combined 
areas  of  the  Emerson  and  Patrick  J.  Kennedy  sites 
amount  to  54,952  square  feet.  Of  this  area,  10,430 
square  feet  are  occupied  by  the  Patrick  J.  Kennedy 
School.  Demolition  of  the  Emerson  School  was 
completed  in  January,  1955. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  Patrick  J.  Kennedy 
School  is  389  pupils;  the  play  space  available  to 
the  pupils  when  the  yard  has  been  resurfaced  will 
be  approximately  100  square  feet  per  pupil.  This 
area  for  play  space  is  what  we  would  like  to  strive 
for  in  all  of  our  school  yards.  Certainly  any- 
thing less  is  not  in  keeping  with  current  national 
standards. 

As  the  result  of  his  study  of  this  matter,  Mr. 
McMackin  recommended  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  this  property  be  not  transferred  to 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in  which 
the  School  Committee  concurred.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
STRAYER  SURVEY  OF  SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston' 

May  4,  1955 
To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Ten  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  Finance 
Commission  undertook  to  make  a  complete 
"Survey  of  the  Organization  and  Administration 
of  the  Boston  School  System, "  and  to  produce  a 
manual  for  improvement  in  the  educational 
program.  The  technical  director  of  this  survey 
was  Dr.  George  D.  Strayer,  who  has  been  for  many 
years  an  eminent  specialist  in  this  field.  The  so- 
called  Strayer  Report  was  released  by  the  Finance 
Commission  late  in  1944. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  more  recent  survey  of  the 
departments  under  the  control  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  the  question  is  often  asked:  "What 
has  been  accomplished  by  this  survey? "  To 
answer  this  question  fairly  and  accurately  is  not 
an  easy  matter.  The  original  Strayer  Report 
comprised  over  1,100  pages.  An  intelligent  digest 
of  it  required  65  pages.  Altogether  it  contains 
over  1,000  recommendations,  more  than  100 
being  of  major  import.  Hence  it  can  be  realized 
that  to  give  a  complete  answer  would  require 
almost  another  survey  of  the  proportions  of  the 
original  one  made  in  1944  by  Dr.  Strayer. 

However,  it  can  be  fairly  and  accurately  stated 
that  very  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
toward  the  goals  set  up  in  the  survey  in  the  areas 
of  organization  and  administration;  and  it  can 
also  be  fairly  and  accurately  stated  that  the  portion 
of  Dr.  Strayer's  report  relating  to  the  educational 
program  has  served  as  a  textbook  for  teacher 
here  and  elsewhere. 

In  1946,  when  the  Strayer  Report  was  two 
years  old,  the  Commission  reported  on  the  extent 
to  which  major  recommendations  of  the  report 
had  been  adopted  to  that  time.  A  great  many, 
it  was  found,  remained  unadopted;  nevertheless, 
many  key  recommendations  had  been  followed. 
One  reason  advanced  for  the  failure  to  adopt  more 
of  its  recommendations  was  the  fact,  acknowledged 
by  Dr.  Strayer  originally,  that  the  process  of  adop- 
tion would,  in  many  cases,  be  necessarily  slow 
because  of  peculiar  circumstances  in  the  area 
involved.  With  the  passing  of  a  decade  since  the 
publication  of  this  earlier  accounting,  the  Finance 
Commission  feels  that  a  more  complete  analysis 
of  the  situation  should  now  be  given. 

Admittedly,  community  changes,  unpredictable 
at  the  time  of  the  survey,  have  in  the  interim 
invalidated  some  recommendations;  the  extensive 
public  housing  projects,  for  example,  have  affected 
the  validity  of  school  building  site  recommendations 
found  in  the  report. 

At  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  the  original  report 
in  1944,  the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of 
Dr.  Strayer  were  not  too  kindly  received  by  the 
school  administrators  then  in  control.  That 
attitude  no  longer  exists.  The  Finance  Commission 
believes  this  particular  report  has  special  signifi- 
cance because  the  following  data,  indicating  com- 
pliance or  noncompliance  with  the  Strayer  recom- 
mendations, was  produced  by  the  present  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  Dennis  C.  Haley,  at  the  behest 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  Furthermore,  in 
the  instances  of  noncompliance,  there  is  explana- 
tion by  Dr.  Haley. 

In  the  digest  of  the  Strayer  Report  referred  to 
hereinbefore,  there  is  a  total  of  108  recommenda- 
tions. These  might  be  said  to  relate  to  major 
issues. 

In  the  following  section  there  are  listed:  (1)  the 
recommendations  of  Dr.  Strayer;  (2)  the  report 
by  the  Superintendent  on  the  current  status  of 
progress  of  adoption;  and  (3),  in  some  instances, 
comment  by  the  Finance  Commission  expressing 
a  viewpoint  on  the  matter  in  question. 

Recommendations  of  the  Strayer  Survey 
Committee  from  the  Digest. 

(The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  indented 
under  each  recommendation.  Page  numbers  refer 
to  the  digest  of  the  Strayer  Report.) 

Administrative    Organization    and    Manage- 
ment— Page  13. 
1.     The   Superintendent   of   Schools   should   be 
made  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  school  system,  with  power  to 
nominate  his  immediate  assistants. 
Accomplished.

8.  The  Department  of  School  Lunches,  the 
Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  should,  by  changes  in  the 
bylaws  of  the  School  Committee,  be  made  ad- 
ministratively subordinate  to  the  chief  business 
officer  of  the  school  system.  This  business  officer 
should  preferably  have  the  title  of  assistant  super- 
intendent and  should  be  directly  responsible  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

13.  Good  values  are  obtained,  but  there  is  not 
enough  competition  for  school  business. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  1943-44, 
when  the  Strayer  Survey  was  in  progress,  war 
conditions  made  it  impossible  to  follow  normal 
procedures  in  obtaining  supplies.  The  office  of 
the  Business  Manager  is  constantly  striving  to 
improve  purchasing  practices  and  to  invite 
wide  competition.  To  achieve  this  objective 
specifications  are  frequently  revised;  market  con- 
ditions and  quality  controls,  etc.,  are  subject  of 
continuing  study.  Although  the  law  requires 
competitive  bidding  and  contracts  of  $1,000  or 
more,  the  office  of  the  Business  Manager  goes 
beyond  the  statutory  requirements  by  seeking 
bids  on  smaller  contracts. 

14.  (a)  Testing  and    (b)   stock  control  proce- 
dures should  be  improved. 


(a)  An  independent  chemical  analyst  is  regu- 
larly engaged  by  the  Business  Manager  to  see 
that  specifications  and  contractual  obligations 
are  met.  Experience  has  convinced  the  Business 
Manager  that  this  system  is  both  adequate  and 
economical. 

(b)  Two  full-time  inspectors  are  now  em- 
ployed to  keep  records  of  physical  inventories. 
When  punch-card  installations  are  made,  these 
inventories  will  be  reconciled  with  machine 
records  for  further  accuracy. 

15.  Machines  should  be  installed  for  supply 
operations. 

Several  already  in  use. 

16.  Provisions  should  be  made  for  purchase  of 
postwar  surplus  materials,  especially  for  cafeterias. 

Accomplished. 

Operation     and      Maintenance      of      School 
Buildings — Page  17. 

17.  Manpower  needs  for  custodian  services 
should  be  calculated. 

Surveys  were  made  in  1948  in  connection 
with  the  establishment  of  the  40-hour  week 
as  a  basis  for  equalizing  work  load.  Square 
footage  and  building  uses  were  considered. 
As  a  result  127  additional  custodians  were 
appointed.  The  number  of  assistant  school- 
house  custodians  has  been  increased  to  four 
since  the  Strayer  Survey  to  provide  more 
effective  supervision  and  direction  of  custodial 
services  and  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning manpower  and  other  needs  to  maintain 
highest     standards     of     building     maintenance. 

Finance  Commission  Observation:  In  accord- 
ance with  Strayer  recommendation  a  study  of 
all  phases  of  the  custodian  question  has  recently 
been  completed  by  the  Jacobs  Company  of 
Chicago,  Public  Administration  Consultants; 
the  findings  and  recommendations  are  now 
under  consideration  by  the  School  Committee. 
Included  are:  determination  of  manpower 
requirements,  simplified  salary  and  classifi- 
cation plan,  recommendations  for  improvements 
in  this  area. 

18.  There  is  need  for  an  organized  training 
program  to  give  custodians  needed  skills. 

Not  accomplished  as  a  formal  training 
program.  However,  custodians  are  trained 
by  senior  custodians  in  development  of  skills. 
Custodians  also  receive  instruction,  supervision, 
and  direction  from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
and  the  four  assistant  schoolhouse  custodians, 

19.  More  women  could  be  employed,  especially 
in  girls'  schools. 

Schoolhouse  Custodian  sees  no  need  for 
women.  Men  are  more  adaptable  for  the 
various  types  of  work  required  because  of  the 
number  of  small  buildings  and  the  many  outside 
occupancies. 

Operation  of  Buildings — Page  18. 

20.  Schoolhouse  Custodian's  title  should  be 
changed  to  Supervisor  of  Plant  Operation.  He 
should  be  not  directly  under  School  Committee, 
but  under  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Business 
Affairs  and  Housing. 

Schoolhouse  Custodian  is  now  directly 
responsible  to  Superintendent.  No  further 
change  recommended. 

21.  A  small,  permanent  maintenance  crew 
should  be  employed  to  do  repair  work. 

Maintenance  work  comes  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  School  Buildings  rather  than  under 
the  School  Committee.  At  present  the  De- 
partment of  School  Buildings  employs  small, 
permanent  crews  of  electricians  and  furniture 
refinishers. 

Finance  Commission  Observation:  Relatively 
little  maintenance  work  done  by  permanent 
crew  of  School  Buildings  Department. 

Maintenance  of  Buildings — Page  19. 

22.  Position  of  Engineer  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, who  is  now  liaison  officer  between  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  School  Buildings,  may  be 
abolished  without  losing  efficiency. 

This  recommendation  is  predicated  upon  the 
amendment  of  existing  legislation  concerning  the 
Department  of  School  Buildings  and  the  transfer 
of  the  duties  of  this  department  to  the  School 
Committee.

23.  Improved     methods     for     care     of     floors 
should  be  adopted. 

Since  the  oiling  of  wooden  floors  has  been 
prohibited  for  reasons  of  safety,  every  possible 
kind  of  preparation  has  been  tried  in  vain  to 
seal  floors  adequately.  New  mopping  machines 
have  been  acquired  to  facilitate  washing.  New 
buffing  machines  have  improved  method  of 
caring  for  linoleum  and  tile  floors,  and  all 
modern  methods  are  being  employed  to  care 
for  floors  which  are  made  of  material  other 
than  wood. 

24.  Lighting  and  fire-safety  conditions  should 
be  subjected  to  engineer-analysis. 

An  analysis  of  lighting  conditions  has  been 
made  by  electrical  engineers  of  the  Department 
of  School  Buildings,  but  because  of  large  sums 
allocated  to  mandatory  requirements  of  public 
safety  laws,  progress  in  correcting  poor  con- 
ditions has  been  delayed. 

Since  1945,  when  chapter  143,  the  Public 
Safety  Law,  was  amended  to  include  Boston, 
every  school  building  has  been  surveyed  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  To  date 
more  than  §3,500,000  has  been  spent  for  the 
installation  of  fire  escapes,  enclosure  of  stair- 
ways, etc.,  to  meet  the  rigid  requirements  of 
this  law.  At  present  this  work  is  99.9  per  cent 
accomplished. 

25.  Administrative  staff  for  maintenance  of 
plant  may  be  considerably  reduced  in  size. 

Requires  legislative  action  placing  Depart- 
ment of  School  Buildings  under  the  School 
Committee. 

26.  Minor  repairs  should  be  part  of  work  of 
custodians. 

Custodians  always  have  made  some  minor 
repairs. 

Finance  Commission  Observation:  Amount 
of  such  work  done  by  custodians  is  negligible. 

27.  Sanitary  facilities  should  be  modernized 
as  far  as  possible. 

Sanitary  facilities  are  being  modernized  as 
quickly  as  funds  will  permit.  Work  of  this 
type  has  been  completed  in  eight  schools.  To 
carry  out  this  program  in  all  schools  would 
cost  $1,250,000.  Handwashing  facilities  with 
attendant  temperature  control  equipment  and 
soap  and  towel  dispensers  have  been  installed 
in  approximately  80  schools.  Work  is  pro- 
gressing as  funds  are  available. 

28.  Designing  of  major  alterations  should  be 
done  by  private  architects  and  engineers. 

This  recommendation  is  related  by  the 
Survey  Committee  to  transfer  of  control  of 
school  buildings  to  the  School  Committee. 
However,  at  the  present  time  designing  of 
major  alterations  is  done  almost  exclusively 
by  private  architects  and  engineers.  In  the 
Public  Safety  Program  each  project  in  major 
alteration  work  was  grouped  with  four  others 
and  let  out  to  private  architects. 

29.  There  should  be  an  orderly  comprehensive 
plan  for  improvement  and  repair  program. 

A  long-range  plan  for  modernization  of  school 
buildings  has  been  prepared.  Painting  and 
improvement  of  lighting  and  plumbing  facilities 
are  progressing  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit. 

Planning,   Construction,  and   Utilization  op 
School  Buildings — Page  20. 

30.  Higher  standards  of  safety,  sanitation,  and 
educational  adaptation  be  drafted  and  applied  to 
all  future  construction,  and,  as  future  budgets  per- 
mit, to  the  alteration  of  otherwise  satisfactory 
existing  school  buildings. 

The  highest  standards  of  safety,  sanitation, 
and  educational  adaptation  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  modernization  program  mentioned 
above  as  well  as  in  the  plans  for  17  new  building 
projects.  Four  of  these  projects  have  been  com- 
pleted since  1950. 

These  are  as  follows : 

Addition  to  the  Brighton  High  School  Garage. 

Michael  J.  Perkins  School:  Addition  of  5  class- 
rooms and  a  kindergarten. 

Hemenway  School,  Henry  Grew  District,  Hyde 
Park:  A  new  6-room  building  with  assembly  hall 
and  kindergarten. 

New  Fairmount  School,  Elihu  Greenwood  Dis- 
trict, Hyde  Park:  A  new  12-room  building  with 
an  all-purpose  room  and  kindergarten. 

The  other  13  new  building  projects  are  de- 
scribed below. 


Martin  District,  Roxbury — Thomas  Dwight 
site:  Elementary  school  to  accommodate  1,010 
pupils — 24  classrooms,  2  double  kindergartens, 
1  manual  training  room,  1  sewing  room,  1  assem- 
bly hall,  1  playroom,  1  cooking  room,  and  1  sheet 
metal  shop. 

Blackinton-John  Cheverus  District,  East 
Boston—  Blackinton-Curtis  Guild  site:  Addition 
to  Curtis  Guild  building  to  accommodate  140 
pupils — 4  classrooms,  1  manual  training  room,  1 
sewing  room,  and  1  all-purpose  room. 

Blackinton-John  Cheverus  District,  East 
Boston — Orient  Heights  area:  Elementary  school 
to  accommodate  340  pupils — 9  classrooms  and  1 
kindergarten. 

William  E.  Russell  District,  Dorchester — 
Columbia  Point,  Calf  Pasture  area:  Elementary 
school  (first  building)  to  accommodate  1,010 
pupils — 26  classrooms,  2  double  kindergartens, 
1  manual  training  room,  1  sewing  room,  1  assem- 
bly hall,  and  1  playroom. 

James  J.  Chittick  District,  Mattapan:  Addi- 
tion to  James  J.  Chittick  building  to  accommo- 
date 190  pupils — 4  classrooms,  1  double  kinder- 
garten, 1  all-purpose  room,  and  miscellaneous 
rooms. 

Rice-Franklin  District,  South  End — former 
English  High  School  site:  Elementary  school  to 
replace  Rice  and  Bancroft  buildings,  to  accom- 
modate 1,010  pupils — 22  classrooms,  2  kinder- 
gartens, 1  manual  training  room,  1  sewing  room, 
1  assembly  hall,  1  cooking  room,  1  sheet  metal 
shop,  and  1  gymnasium. 

Sherwin  District,  Roxbury — Boston  Trade 
High  School:  Erection  of  addition  to  provide 
cafeteria  and  gymnasium;  also  relocation  of 
woodworking  shop. 

Solomon  Lewenberg  Junior  High  School,  Out- 
look road,  Mattapan:  Erection  of  addition  to 
provide  gymnasium. 

Mary  Hemenway  District,  Dorchester — 
Elbridge  Smith  School  site:  Elementary  school 
to  replace  the  Elbridge  Smith  building,  to 
accommodate  330  pupils — 8  classrooms,  2  kin- 
dergartens, 1  sewing  room,  and  1  all-purpose 
room. 

Elihu  Greenwood  District,  Hyde  Park — Need- 
ham  Road  lots,  Fairmount  area:  New  elementary 
school  to  accommodate  445  pupils — 12  class- 
rooms, 1  kindergarten,  1  sewing  room,  1  all- 
purpose  room. 

Henry  Grew  District,  Hyde  Park — Henry  Grew 
site,  Gordon  avenue:  Elementary  building  to 
replace  the  Henry  Grew  building,  to  accommo- 
date 305  pupils — 8  classrooms,  1  kindergarten, 
1  sewing  room,  1  all-purpose  room. 

Dwight  District,  South  End — Dwight-Louisa 
May  Alcott  area:  Elementary  school  to  replace 
Dwight  and  Louisa  May  Alcott  buildings,  to 
accommodate  715  pupils — 19  classrooms,  2  kin- 
dergartens, 1  manual  training  room,  1  sewing 
room,  1  assembly  hall,  and  1  playroom. 

Elihu  Greenwood  District,  Hyde  Park — Elihu 
Greenwood  site,  Metropolitan  avenue:  Elemen- 
tary school  to  replace  the  Elihu  Greenwood 
building,  to  accommodate  470  pupils — 12  class- 
rooms, 2  kindergartens,  1  sewing  room,  1  manual 
training  room,  and  1  all-purpose  room. 

Yards. 

Lewis  District,  Roxbury  Memorial  High 
School  yard  (Girls'  Building) :  Development  of 
side  yard  for  play  space. 

Charles  Sumner  District,  Roslindale:  Develop- 
ment of  lot  at  corner  of  Poplar  and  Dale  streets 
for  additional  play  space  for  the  George  H.  Con- 
ley  School,  and  modernization  work  in  the  exist- 
ing schoolyard. 

Bigelow  District,  South  Boston:  Purchase  of 
vacant  land  on  Silver  street,  to  supplement  play 
space  for  pupils,  Bigelow  School  yard. 

Dudley  District,  Roxbury,  land  adjacent  to 
William  Bacon  School  site:  Purchase  and  devel- 
opment of  lot  located  at  corner  of  Auburn  street 
and  Oakburn  court,  comprising  6,428  square  feet. 

31.  Boston  schools  should  be  made  safe  against 
fire. 

Refer  to  No.  24. 

32.  A    long-range   school    housing    policy   and 
program  should  be  established. 

Since  1951  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has 
submitted  annually  to  the  City  Planning  Board 
his  long-range  capital  improvement  program, 
which  currently  provides  for  32  new  building 
projects  to  cost  approximately  840,000,000. 
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Under  this  program  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  two  bond  issues  of  $5,000,000 
each  have  been  authorized:  one  in  1953,  and  the 
other  in  1954.  This  total  of  $10,000,000  has 
been  allocated  by  the  School  Committee  for  the 
erection  of  13  new  buildings  and  4  additions. 
Contracts  are  about  to  be  let  on  certain  of  these 
buildings,  and  construction  is  expected  to  begin 
in  April,  1955.  Plans  are  so  well  advanced  on 
other  buildings  that  contracts  are  expected  to 
be  let  and  construction  begun  by  September, 
1955.  The  13  buildings  have  been  described 
in  No.  31,  which  also  includes  descriptions  of  4 
schoolyards,  which  are  being  financed  out  of 
annual  appropriations. 

33.  Thirty-five  school  buildings  should  be 
closed. 

Thirty  of  the  thirty-five  buildings  listed  in  the 
Strayer  Survey  have  been  closed;  one  more  of 
these  buildings  will  be  closed  as  of  June  30,  1955. 
The  remaining  four  buildings  have  been  kept 
open  for  various  reasons  such  as  distance, 
traffic  hazards,  increased  enrollments,  new  hous- 
ing developments,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  thirty  buildings  mentioned 
above,  a  number  of  other  school  buildings  have 
been  closed  in  various  sections  of  the  city. 

34.  Board  of  Commissioners  of  School  Buildings 
be  dissolved  and  its  statutory  powers  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  School  Committee. 

Not  accomplished.  Requires  action  by  Legis- 
lature. 

35.  Planning  and  construction  be  placed  under 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  Business  Affairs  and 
Housing. 

This  recommendation  is  predicated  upon 
amendment  of  legislation  to  transfer  duties  of 
Department  of  School  Buildings  to  School 
Committee. 

Food  Service  in  the  Schools — Page  24. 

30.     Responsibility  and  authority  for  all  schoo' 
nutrition,  except  in  the  vocational  schools,  should 
be  centered  in  the  Director  of  School  Lunches. 
Director  of  School  Lunches  is  responsible  for 
food  preparation  and  service  in  37  schools,  and 
cooperates   in    purchase   of   food   for   3   schools 
which    prepare    and    serve    food    independently 
(Trade  High  School  for  Girls,  Girls'  High  School, 
and  M.  Gertrude  Godvin).     Only  2  schools  are 
served  by  concessionaire,  namely,  the  Washing- 
ton Irving  Junior  High  School  and  the  Robert 
Gould  Shaw  Junior  High  School . 

Supervisor  of  Nutrition  of  the  Department  of 
School  Hygiene  is  responsible  for  inspection  of 
physical  surroundings  in  cafeteria:  sanitation, 
quality,  safety,  protection  of  food,  and  promotion 
or  improvement  of  the  nutritional  habits  of 
school  children. 

37.  The  general  supervision  of  the  food  service 
program,  and  the  management  of  food  service  units 
in  schools  or  groups  of  schools  should  be  done  by 
persons  well  qualified  in  nutrition,  quantity  food 
preparation,   and  business  operations. 

One  year's  paid  experience  in  food  work  now 
required  by  Civil  Service  examination  for  cafe- 
teria attendants.  Cafeteria  managers  are 
selected  by  promotional  examination  for  which 
cafeteria  attendants  with  one  year's  service  are 
eligible. 

38.  The  nutrition  program  should  be  extended, 
offering  more  of  the  Type  A,  federally  subsidized 
lunches.  In  the  secondary  schools  it  should  in- 
clude well-planned,  nutritionally  adequate  meals. 

Accomplished  in  all  lunchrooms  except  Lewis 
and  Donald  McKay,  where  physical  setup  makes 
this  program  impossible,  and  in  the  High  School 
of  Commerce  (presently  located  in  the  Boston 
Clerical  Building),  which  is  scheduled  to  close 
in  June,  1955. 

Expansion  of  the  recommended  nutrition  pro- 
gram is  indicated  by  the  following  comparison:

39.  As  conditions  permit,  adequate  equipment 
should  be  installed  for  food  preparation,  preserva- 
tion, and  storage,  and  for  dishwashing. 


Long-range  plan  in  effect  since  1943  has  been 
only  partly  accomplished  because  of  limited 
funds  and  the  need  of  equipment  to  carry  out 
policy  of  preparing  food  in  individual  schools 
rather  than  in  a  central  kitchen. 

40.  (a)  Jobs  should  be  classified  and  wages 
standardized;  (b)  there  should  be  central  volume 
purchasing  of  staples,  on  specifications  and  competi- 
tive bids,  for  the  sake  of  economy  and  uniform 
quality;  (c)  accounting  controls  should  be  estab- 
lished; (d)  concessionnaire  service  should  be  dis- 
continued. 

(a)  Now  classified  as  cafeteria  managers  and 
cafeteria  attendants. 

(b)  This  procedure  is  in  effect. 

(c)  Accomplished. 

(d)  Accomplished  in  all  but  two  schools. 

Finance  Commission  Observation:  Classifica- 
tion and  Pay  Plan  for  food  service  recently  com- 
pleted by  Jacobs  Company  and  submitted  to 
School  Committee. 

41.  There  should  be  an  Advisory  Committee, 
composed  of  administrators,  teachers,  parents,  and 
others  concerned  with  the  problem  of  health,  to 
guide  the  further  development  of  the  food  service 
program. 

In  process. 

Elementary  Education  —  Page  30. 

42.  All  elementary  education  should  be  placed 
under  one  assistant  superintendent. 

Accomplished. 

43.  Curriculum  development,  involving  the 
active  participation  of  all  members  of  the  instruc- 
tional staff,  should  receive  immediate  and  con- 
tinuing attention.  Among  the  first  tasks  will  be  a 
study  (1)  of  Boston's  children  and  (2)  of  Boston's 
resources  for  education. 

In  operation. 

44.  The  daily  program  of  the  elementary 
school  should  not,  as  at  present,  be  broken  up  into 
fifteen  or  twenty  periods,  one  for  each  subject  or 
activity.  Instead,  the  program  should  follow  an 
organization  by  large  divisions,  such  as  the  lan- 
guage arts,  the  social  studies,  the  sciences,  and  the 
fine  and  practical  arts. 

This  recommendation  has  been  incorporated 
into  the  tentative  outline  of  the  report  of  the 
Steering  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Elementary  Curriculum,  in  which  major  areas  of 
learning  are  organized  in  seven  large  divisions 
with  time  allotments  varying  from  grade  to 
grade  in  accordance  with  the  best  educational 
practices.    The  seven  divisions  are  the  following: 

I.  Before  School  Activities. 

II.  Character  Training. 

III.  Arithmetic 

IV.  Fine  Arts  and  Crafts 
V.  Health  Education 

VI.     Language  Arts 
VII.     Social  Living 

45.  Children  should  have  a  full  day  of  kinder- 
garten instead  of  a  half  day,  and  for  many  children 
entering  at  the  age  of  four  there  should  be  two 
years  of  kindergarten,  in  order  that  there  may  be 
readiness  for  the  work  of  the  first  grade  at  the  time 
of  promotion  to  that  grade. 

The  lengthening  of  the  school  day  for  kinder- 
garten children  is  considered  impractical  by 
Boston  school  authorities. 

The  entering  age  for  kindergarten  in  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  is  four  and  one-half  years 
and  for  Grade  I  five  and  one-half  years  as  of 
October  1  of  the  year  of  admission.  Although 
authorities  hold  that  six  years  plus  is  the  opti- 
mum age  for  readiness  for  the  first  grade  work, 
the  entering  age  is  generally  lower  in  urban 
communities  and  large  centers  of  population  be- 
cause of  local  conditions  and  parental  desires. 
In  the  Boston  Public  Schools  a  special  program 
is  offered  in  the  first  grade  to  achieve  readiness 
socially,  emotionally,  physically,  etc.,  for  the 
formal  work  of  the  grades. 

46.  Promotion  practices  should  be  restudied. 
Under  constant  study. 

47.  There  should  be  a  comprehensive  program 
of  testing  children  for  aptitudes,  interests,  and 
achievements,  and  the  findings  of  such  tests  should 
be  used  in  planning  the  further  education  of  the 
children  tested. 

We  have  made  great  progress  in  our  testing 
program.  Achievement  tests  are  now  given  in 
English   and   arithmetic    in   September   of   each 
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year  to  determine  pupils'  readiness  for  work  of 
the  grade,  their  abilities,  and  their  needs.  It 
has  been  recommended  that  a  testing  day  be 
scheduled  in  the  spring  to  test  achievement  in 
year's  work  to  date. 

48.  Adequate  data  about  each  individual  child 
should  be  recorded  on  a  cumulative  record  form 
and  made  available  for  use  by  the  teachers 
responsible  for  his  education. 

Under  continuous  study  by  elementary 
principals.  A  "290  Card,"  which  incorporates 
the  best  available  features  of  a  practical  cumula- 
tive record  form,  is  presently  in  use  on  a  trial 
basis  in  several  school  districts. 

Special  Education  —  Page  31. 

49.  A  better  method  of  distinguishing  mentally 
retarded  pupils  for  admission  to  special  classes  is 
needed. 

Pupils  are  carefully  selected,  tested,  and 
studied  before  placement.  Only  those  with 
I.Q's  between  50  and  60  are  admitted  to  special 
classes.  Since  1947  subspecial  classes  have  been 
conducted  for  those  pupils  with  I.Q's  under  50. 

50.  Facilities,  methods,  and  materials  for 
teaching  mentally  retarded  children  should  be 
improved. 

New  materials,  specially  adapted,  have  been 
introduced,  and  special  library  corners  have 
been  installed  in  all  special  classrooms.  Atmos- 
phere is  homelike,  and  teachers  are  all  trained 
in  the  unit  method  of  teaching.  All  except  one 
center  has  been  closed,  and  pupils  have  been 
placed  in  buildings  near  their  homes.  Now  in 
operation  are  105  special  classes  and  17  sub- 
special  classes.  On  the  junior  high  school  level 
42  special  classes  are  being  conducted.  A  new 
course  of  study  is  in  preparation. 

51.  More  audiometer  testing  should  be  done 
in  the  Horace  Mann  School. 

An  otologist  now  conducts  a  clinic  at  the 
Horace  Mann  School  and  makes  regular  audio- 
logical  examinations  of  all  pupils. 

Audiograms,  which  become  permanent  records 
of  the  Horace  Mann  School,  have  proven  useful 
for  out-of-school  purposes,  such  as  to  assist 
selective  service  boards  to  determine  degree  of 
deafness  of  examinee. 

52.  Lighting  should  be  improved  in  the  classes 
for  the   conservation   of   eyesight. 

Accomplished. 

53.  A  more  adequate  method  should  be 
employed  in  selection  of  pupils  for  speech  improve- 
ment classes  (Page  32). 

The  testing  procedure  recommended  by  the 
American  Speech  and  Hearing  Association  is 
now  regularly  followed  in  the  selection  of  chil- 
dren   for    admission    to    speech    improvement 

54.  Remedial  reading  classes,  taught  by  well- 
qualified  teachers,  are  needed. 

Forty  remedial  reading  classes,  including  every 
grade  level,  are  now  in  operation  throughout 
the  city.  Thirty-four  classes  are  in  elementary 
schools,  four  in  junior  high  schools,  and  two  in 
high  schools.  Appropriation  of  sufficient  funds 
to  establish  a  remedial  reading  class  in  every 
elementary  school  district  has  been  recommended 
in  the  1955  budget. 

Two  committees,  which  have  been  studying 
the  problem  of  remedial  reading,  are  now  pre- 
paring final  reports  and  recommendations.  One 
committee  has  worked  on  the  administration 
of  the  remedial  reading  program;  the  other  has 
studied  the  clinical  approach  to  remedial  reading. 

55.  Psychological  testing,  complete  physical 
examination,  and  analysis  of  the  individual's  edu- 
cational, social,  and  personality  problems  should 
precede  the  transfer  of  a  boy  to  the  M.  Gertrude 
Godvin  School  (Page  32). 

Testing,  examination,  and  analysis  prior  to 
transfer  to  the  Godvin  School  is  not  favored. 
The  present  procedure  meets  with  great  success 
the  physical,  mental,  educational,  emotional, 
social,  and  religious  needs  of  the  pupils  and 
should  not  be  changed. 

Upon  arrival  at  the  Godvin  School,  all  boys 
go  through  the  "Receiving  Room,"  where  they 
receive  a  thorough  physical  examination  and 
take  I.Q.,  aptitude,  and  achievement  tests. 
Immediate  care  is  provided  for  apparent  defects; 
and  extraordinary  care  is  provided  if  necessary 
for  epileptics,   diabetics,  stammerers,  and  boys 


with  nervous  disorders,  deafness,  near  blindness, 
etc.  Psychiatric  treatment  is  also  provided  if 
needed. 

Conferences  are  held  with  former  principal, 
parents,  probation  or  parole  officers,  and  agen- 
cies interested  or  needed.  A  home  visit  is  then 
made  to  complete  the  history  of  each  child. 
Placement  in  the  school  program  is  then  made 
in  terms  of  needs,  interests,  capabilities,  and 
limitations.  All  social  and  clinical  agencies  of 
school  and  community  touching  the  child  are 
also  co-ordinated  to  contribute  most  effectively 
to  his  rehabilitation. 

Although  all  who  come  to  the  school  are 
habitual  truants,  only  1  to  3  per  cent  are  com- 
mitted each  year  to  the  County  Training  School. 
Thus  97  per  cent  to  99  per  cent  of  the  pupils  of 
the  Godvin  School  make  satisfactory  adjust- 
ments as  a  result  of  the  school  training  which 
is  related  to  individual  needs  as  revealed  by 
the  present  successful  procedure  of  testing, 
examination,  analysis,  and  placement. 

56.  A  Juvenile  Adjustment  Clinic  should  be 
established  as  the  central  agency  for  the  discovery 
and  correction  of  personal  problems  among 
children  and  youth  (Page  33). 

A  Juvenile  Adjustment  Clinic,  as  proposed 
by  the  Strayer  Survey  Committee,  envisioned 
a  far  more  elaborate  organization  than  the 
Division  of  Juvenile  Adjustment  which  cor- 
relates, confers  with  proper  diagnostic  and 
treatment  agencies,  and  obtains  proper  therapy 
or  makes  proper  placement  of  individual  pupil. 
A  recently  appointed  committee  of  three  as- 
sistant superintendents  is  presently  studying 
the  problem  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  ad- 
justment. 

The  Education  of  Youth  in  Boston — Page  33. 

57.  The  problem  of  drop-outs  should  be  studied' 
A  continuing  study  is  being  conducted  under 

the  direction  of  Assistant  Superintendent  Daley 
and  a  committee  from  the  Head  Masters'  As- 
sociation. "Stay  in  School"  pamphlets  have 
been  prepared  for  general  distribution  to  pupils 
and  parents.  Another  has  been  prepared  for 
principals  and  teachers.  Class  advisers  in 
conjunction  with  specially  assigned  teachers 
are  now  checking  on  border-line  cases  and  advise, 
assist,  and  encourage  such  pupils  to  keep  them 
in  school.  Regular  contacts  are  maintained 
between  parents  and  teachers,  and  appeals  are 
being  made  constantly  through  Home  and 
School  Associations  to  strengthen  the  holding 
power  of  the  schools. 

58.  Future  courses  should  provide  for  a  sharing 
of  responsibilities,  in  order  to  develop  in  pupils  a 
greater  ability  to  direct  their  own  learning. 

Insofar  as  it  is  possible  in  the  orderly  process 
of  education,  the  Boston  Public  Schools  en- 
courage the  development  of  initiative  and 
independence  of  judgment  by  pupils  in  the 
direction  of  learning.  Particularly  is  encourage- 
ment given  in  the  increasing  opportunities 
offered  in  student  councils,  forums,  junior 
achievement,  key  clubs,  junior  rotarians,  etc. 
Career  Days  are  also  held  annually  in  all  high 
schools  to  permit  pupils  to  hear  and  to  talk 
with  leaders  in  professional,  industrial,  and 
business  life  who  conduct  panels  or  make  in- 
dividual presentations.  These  programs  are 
preceded  by  orientation  programs  and  followed 
by  evaluation  sessions. 

59.  A  secondary  school  graduate  should  have 
developed  a  marketable  skill. 

A  major  aim  of  the  school  program  is  the 
development  of  marketable  skills,  and  programs 
are  constantly  being  expanded  and  adjusted  to 
achieve  this  end  more  effectively  for  every  in- 
dividual pupil.  For  example,  cooperative 
courses  in  distributive  education  are  now 
conducted  in  four  high  schools.  A  course  in 
merchandising  is  planned  for  the  Roxbury 
Memorial  High  School  (Boys)  for  next  year. 
In  addition,  cooperative  industrial  courses  and 
trade  courses,  as  well  as  many  of  the  commercial 
courses,  are  given  by  teachers  with  broad, 
practical  experience,  and  offer  on-the-job 
training  opportunities  or  include  projects  which 
are  carried  out  in  school  shops,  offices,  or 
classrooms  under  simulated  working  conditions. 
An  effort  is  made  to  vocationalize  every  possible 
phase  of  education  so  that  every  pupil  will  have 
a  specific  skill  if  he  does  not  continue  beyond 
high  school. 
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60.  Boston's  secondary  schools  for  both  younger 
and  older  youth  should  offer  more  opportunities 
for  the  study  and  practice  of  citizenship. 

Recent  courses  of  study  indicate  the  continuing 
interest  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  in  the 
teaching  of  citizenship,  which  will  come  into 
every  course  at  all  levels  in  a  most  practical 
manner  when  the  course  of  study  in  civic 
education  proposed  by  Miss  Fitzgerald  on 
March  18,  1952,  becomes  operative  completely. 
This  work  was  inaugurated  in  the  fall  of  1952 
in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  with  Dr.  John  Mahoney  and  Dr. 
Holmes  of  the  Civic  Education  Project- 
Two  periods  weekly  were  allotted,  and  35 
pilot  teachers  were  selected  and  trained  in  a 
special  course  preparatory  to  choosing  and 
adapting  material  and  methods  to  the  needs 
and  purposes  of  the  various  grades.  An  ex- 
perienced head  of  a  high  school  history  depart- 
ment was  designated  as  coordinator  to  supervise 
and  visit  classes,  furnish  current  data,  and 
sponsor  civic  projects  such  as  field  trips  to 
historic  shrines  and  active  participation  in  such 
programs  as  Student  Government  Day,  Student 
.Exchange  Day,  etc. 

Material  has  also  been  supplied  to  teachers  of 
all  subjects  and  methods  suggested  to  employ 
every  possible  opportunity  to  teach  and  develop 
citizenship  in  all  classes.  To  advance  this 
program  a  30-hour  institute  was  presented 
under  the  title  of  "Making  Better  Citizens." 
Although  attendance  was  voluntary,  nearly  400 
teachers  participated. 

61.  The  Boston  School  Committee  should 
jstablish  a  secondary  school  of  the  technical  insti- 
tute type,  to  include  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
grades  (Page  35). 

Not  accomplished.  The  expense  would  be 
prohibitive  at  this  time;  also  there  is  serious 
question  of  the  need  of  such  a  school  with  so 
many  private  institutions  offering  this  type  of 
training  in  the  city. 

There  is,  however,  a  great  present  need  for  a 
new,  modernized  Technical  High  School  to  re- 
place the  present  inadequate  building  and  the 
colony  now  housing  the  student  body.  Such  a 
replacement — to  cost  $5,742,000 — is  included  in 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

62.  An  assistant  superintendent  should  be 
assigned  to  the  organization  and  administration  of 
all  secondary  education,  including  intermediate, 
high,  Latin,  vocational  and  trade  schools,  and 
technical  institutes. 

Accomplished. 

63.  An  assistant  superintendent  should  be 
assigned  to  the  field  of  curriculum  development 
and  the  improvement  of  instruction. 

Accomplished. 

64.  A  long-term  plan  for  public  education  in 
Boston  should  be  prepared. 

In  process.  Curriculum  committees  are  due 
to  make  specific  reports  in  the  near  future. 
Tentative  courses  of  study  have  been  prepared 
and  are  being  used  by  classroom  teachers  who 
are  making  suggestions  and  recommendations 
for  consideration  in  the  preparation  of  the  final 
reports  of  the  curriculum  committees.  To  bring 
about  uniformity,  both  horizontally  and  verti- 
cally; to  guarantee  ease  and  efficiency  of  pro- 
gression from  grade  to  grade;  and  to  facilitate 
transfer  from  school  to  school;  coordinating 
councils  from  all  levels  have  worked  closely  with 
the  curriculum  committees. 

65.  The  more  than  3,000  youth  now  attending 
elementary  school  units  should  be  placed  in  inter- 
mediate schools. 

This  recommendation  has  been  followed  when- 
ever possible,  but  its  realization  has  been  limited 
by  lack  of  separate  accommodations  in  specific 
geographic  areas.  Junior  high  school  system 
and  school  housing  accommodations  are  now 
under  study  by  special  committees. 

66.  All  of  the  schools  for  youth  should  be  under 
the  administrative  direction  of  an  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

Accomplished. 

Intermediate  Schools — Page  37. 

67.  The  intermediate  schools  should  offer  more 
exploratory  facilities,  including  a  well-defined  and 
comprehensive  program  of  school  activities  for 
getting  new  social  experience,  a  program  of  indi- 
vidual counseling  and  guidance  for  the  cultivation 


of  new  interests,  and  libraries  where  a  student  may 
seek  intellectual  adventure.  (The  above  three 
ideas  are  labelled  a,  b,  c.) 

(a)  Program  does  so  provide,  (b)  New 
programs  were  prepared  and  printed  by  special 
committees  on  guidance  for  Grades  VII  in  1953 
and  for  Grades  VIII  and  IX  in  1954.  (c)  Ex- 
pense entailed  in  establishing  libraries  and 
obtaining  properly  qualified  persons  in  charge  has 
prevented  the  accomplishment  of  this  recom- 
mendation, but  junior  high  schools  generally  have 
made  special  book  collections  available  to  pupils. 
Furthermore,  the  Boston  Public  Library  cooper- 
ates most  effectively  in  providing  "intellectual 
adventures"  and  supplementing  the  work  of  the 
junior  high  schools.  This  excellent  working 
arrangement  has  been  brought  about  through 
planning  conferences  between  teachers  and 
public  school  personnel  and  by  the  employment 
of  Young  Adult  workers  in  all  library  branches 
to  work  closely  with  the  schools  and  the  pupils. 

68.  There  should  be  only  one  curriculum  in  the 
intermediate  school  with  enough  flexibility  to  pro- 
vide for  the  needs  of  everyone. 

There  is  no  uniformity  of  theory  or  practice 
on  this  subject.  Our  junior  high  schools  offer 
four  basic  curricula:  academic,  general,  fine  arts, 
and  mechanic  arts  for  boys  or  practical  arts  for 
girls.  Within  each  curriculum  broad  oppor- 
tunities are  offered  for  exploration,  with  due 
attention  being  given  to  core  subjects. 

Day  High  and  Latin  School — Page  38. 

69.  Local  curriculum  resources,  newspapers 
and  news  magazines,  and  more  modern  methods 
should  be  employed  in  high  schools. 

Boston  Public  Schools  make  the  widest  possi- 
ble use  of  local  curriculum  resources,  newspapers, 
and  news  magazines.  School  programs  and  local 
resources  are  correlated  by  visits,  essay  contests, 
general  and  particular  cooperation  with  com- 
munity agencies  and  business  organizations,  etc. 

All  such  resources  are  included  in  courses  of 
study  at  the  levels  at  which  they  may  be  used 
most  advantageously  in  the  development  of 
pupils  in  accordance  with  accepted  educational 
objectives  and  practices. 

Through  the  activities  of  curriculum  com- 
mittees and  subject  councils  and  through 
regular  supervision  by  department  heads  and 
other  supervisory  personnel,  the  most  effective 
modern  methods  are  introduced  into  all  courses, 
classrooms,  and  shops  in  Boston  high  schools. 

70.  The  policy  of  segregation  by  sex  should 
be  given  further  local  study. 

There  is  no  general  agreement  among  educators 
on  the  subject  of  segregation  by  sex  in  public 
schools.  Boston's  traditional  policy  of  con- 
ducting both  segregated  and  nonsegregated 
high  schools  is  in  line  with  that  of  large  school 
systems  generally  and  in  accord  with  local 
parental  desires. 

71.  Personnel  administration  should  provide 
more  freely  for  the  retirement  of  teachers  on  the 
basis  of  disability  acquired  in  service. 

Accomplished  in  part. 

Vocational  Education — Page  40. 

72.  The  trade  schools  should  feature  co- 
operative part-time  training. 

Part-time  cooperative  industrial  courses, 
which  provide  for  students  to  spend  alternate 
weeks  in  school  and  in  outside  employment 
in  the  trade  after  they  reach  the  legal  age  for 
employment,  are  conducted  in  eight  district 
high  schools  in  agriculture,  cabinetmaking, 
electricity,  machine  shop,  printing,  sheet  metal, 
and  upholstery. 

The  Trade  High  Schools  have  the  authority 
to  conduct  somewhat  similar  courses  which 
provide  for  actual,  part-time  work  experience 
in  industry.  The  Boston  Trade  High  School 
does  not  presently  conduct  such  courses,  since 
placements  are  readily  obtainable  in  trades 
for  which  students  have  been  prepared  under 
the  present  plan.  The  Trade  High  School  for 
Girls,  however,  places  every  senior  in  employ- 
ment on  a  part-time  certificate.  Every  senior 
divides  each  school  day  between  school  work 
and  regular  employment,  receives  the  minimum 
wage  of  the  trade,  and  is  visited  and  supervised 
by  the  head  of  her  respective  department 
who  marks  each  student  on  school  work  and 
employment  record. 
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Boston  has  successfully  offered  those  various 
types  of  training,  and  officials  are  alert  to  any 
possible  changes  which  may  improve  the 
preparation  or  the  employment  possibilities 
of  pupils. 

73.  A  better  method  should  be  provided  for 
the  selection  and  classification  of  industrial 
students  to  merit  the  probabilities  of  successful 
schoolroom  work. 

Conditions  which  suggested  this  recom- 
mendation have  been  subject  of  nation-wide 
criticism.  Yet  the  problem  of  selection  and 
classification  of  industrial  pupils  is  under 
constant  scrutiny,  and  steady  progress  is 
being  made  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  toward 
a  solution,  especially  through  an  expanded 
guidance  program  and  increased  parental 
understanding  and  cooperation. 

More  specifically,  a  new  procedure  which 
permits  pupils  not  completing  mechanic  arts 
courses  in  Grade  IX  to  enter  Boston  Trade 
High  School  provides  a  broader  base  for 
selection.  Aptitude  tests,  application  blanks, 
and  personal  interviews  by  department  heads 
have  contributed  greatly  to  the  improvement 
of  the  process  of  selection. 

74.  A  program  of  vocational  education  should 
be  revised  to  make  it  more  interesting  and  valuable. 

This  program  is  being  constantly  revised- 
For  example,  in  distributive  education,  co- 
operative courses  in  salesmanship  are  now  offered 
in  six  high  schools,  subject  always  to  the  approval 
and  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  by  law. 

Recently  introduced  are  courses  in  refrig- 
eration, television,  electronics,  offset  printing, 
etc.  Short  unit  courses  have  recently  been 
introduced  in  the  Trade  High  School  for  Girls. 
In  general,  courses  are  being  made  functional 
as  well  as  vocational  in  the  light  of  standards 
commensurate  with  business  demands. 

Supplementing  course  offerings  and  procedures 
are  such  worth-while  programs  as  Career  Days, 
Junior  Achievement,  etc. 

75.  The  Brandeis  Vocational  School  should 
be  used  as  an  opportunity  school  offering  the 
young  people  much-needed  short  unit  courses 
of  instruction. 

Brandeis  Vocational  High  School  has  been 
closed  and  sold. 

76.  A  "technical  institute"  type  of  school 
should  be  established  to  give  vocational  training 
of  more  than  high  school  but  less  than  full  college 
grade,  and  to  prepare  workers  for  industrial  jobs 
that  lie  somewhere  between  the  skilled  trade 
worker  and  the  engineer.  With  certain  changes 
the  present  Boston  Technical  High  School  could 
be  used  for  this  purpose. 

Not  accomplished.  When  the  new  Boston 
Technical  High  School  is  erected  and  in  use 
the  advisability  of  offering  training  beyond 
the  high  school  level  to  selected  school  pupils 
will  be  carefully  considered. 

77.  The  Boston  Clerical  School  and  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  should  be  used  to  train  young 
men  and  women  at  the  posthigh  school  level  for 
subexecutive  and  semiprofessional  positions  in 
commercial  lines. 

The  High  School  of  Commerce  will  close  as  of 
June,  1955.  Opportunities  to  train  for  sub- 
executive  and  semiprofessional  positions  in  com- 
mercial lines  have  been  offered  and  are  being 
offered  at  Boston  Clerical  School  for  young  men 
and  young  women.  Refresher  courses  are  given 
for  adults  who  may  spend  the  time  necessary  to 
regain  or  acquire  business  skills. 

78.  A  position  of  Director  of  Business  Educa- 
tion should  be  filled  in  order  to  raise  this  important 
branch  of  vocational  education  to  a  proper  stand- 
ing. 

Provision  for  the  employment  of  a  Director  of 
Business  Education  has  been  made  in  the  present 
budget,  and  a  rating  for  this  position  is  now  in 
process. 

79.  The  administration  of  all  vocational  educa- 
tion should  be  lodged  with  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Secondary  Education. 

Accomplished. 

80.  There  should  be  wider  use  of  citizen- 
advisory  committees  for  the  trades  and  commercial 
branches. 

Accomplished. 


Health   Education,   Physical  Education,   and 
Recreation — Page  43. 

81.  Every  pupil  should  be  given  a  careful  physi- 
cal examination  every  three  years  instead  of  a 
high-spotted  inspection  every  twelve  months. 

In  effect.  Under  the  authority  of  section  57, 
chapter  71,  G.  L.,  as  amended  on  July  9,  1951, 
to  take  effect  in  September,  1952,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  has  established  detailed 
regulations  for  the  physical  examination  of 
school  children  in  Massachusetts.  These  regu- 
lations contain  the  following  provision:  "The 
School  Committee  or  Board  of  Health  shall  cause 
every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately 
and  carefully  examined  by  a  physician  duly 
registered  in  Massachusetts  within  six  months 
before  entrance  to  school  or  during  the  first 
year  after  entrance  and  at  intervals  of  either 
three  or  four  years  thereafter." 

82.  The  preparation  of  teachers  of  health  edu- 
cation, the  curriculum,  and  the  method  of  instruc- 
tion should  be  improved. 

(a)  The  teaching  of  health  education  has 
been  gradually  assigned  to  teachers  of  physical 
education  all  of  which  are  required  to  take 
minor  examination  in  health  education  as  a  pre- 
requisite for  appointment.  The  Director  of 
Physical  Education  and  his  assistants  have 
major  degrees  in  this  field. 

(b)  Content,  methods,  and  materials  in 
health  education  are  presently  subject  of  study 
by  the  Curriculum  Committee. 

83.  An  expert  and  competent  person  should 
be  placed  in  charge  of  health  education. 

Plans  are  in  progress  to  improve  the  program 
in  health  education  and  to  meet  the  highest 
standards  of  competence  in  the  person  who  will 
be  selected  as  the  result  of  a  rating  to  fill  the 
present  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of 
the  Supervisor  of  Health  Education  and  Safety 
Education. 

84.  Conditions  of  healthful  school  living,  such 
as  (a)  handwashing  facilities  and  (b)  length  of 
lunch  period,  should  be  improved. 

(a)  Accomplished.     Refer  to  No.  27. 

(b)  Not  accomplished.  However,  in  the 
study  just  completed,  elementary  principals  and 
teachers  have  recommended  a  lunch  hour  of  one 
hour  and  an  extension  of  the  school  day  to  2:30 
to  retain  required  number  of  teaching  hours. 
This  recommendation  has  not  yet  been  acted 
upon. 

85.  Physical  education  in  the  elementary 
schools  is  inadequate  because  of  (a)  emphasis  on 
posture  training  and  formal  exercise,  (b)  lack  of 
suitable  facilities,  and  (c)  time  allotments. 

(a)  Not  correct;  emphasis  in  physical  edu" 
cation  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Boston  is  on 
games,  dances,  and  body  mechanics  in  accord- 
ance with  approved  educational  standards. 

(b)  Facilities  have  been  improved  insofar 
as  has  been  possible  under  building  restrictions. 

(c)  A  new  time  allotment  has  been  recom- 
mended in  the  tentative  report  of  the  Steering 
Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Elementary 
School  Curriculum. 

86.  Intermediate  schools  should  be  properly 
equipped  with  gymnasia,  lockers,  and  showers  to 
permit  a  broader  program. 

Fifteen  of  the  nineteen  junior  high  schools  have 
regular  gymnasia,  and  one  has  showers  and 
locker  rooms.  The  Department  of  Physical 
Education  has  recommended  yearly  that  shower 
and  locker  facilities  be  installed,  but  funds  have 
not  been  available. 

However,  since  1945,  a  much  broader  junior 
high  school  program  has  been  instituted  and 
implemented  (1)  by  the  appointment  of  two 
assistant  directors  to  supervise  junior  high  school 
programs;  (2)  by  the  appointment  of  men  teach- 
ers in  physical  education;  (3)  by  an  increase  in 
time  allotment;  and  (4)  by  the  establishment  of 
intramural  and  competitive  programs  in  basket- 
ball, track,  touch  football,  and  baseball. 

Military  science  was  abolished  in  Grade  IX 
in  junior  high  schools  in  1953. 

87.  Military  drill  should  not  be  viewed  as  an 
equivalent  substitute  for  physical  education. 

Military  drill  is  a  subject  distinct  from  physical 
education  and  is  not  viewed  as  an  equivalent. 

88.  A  separate  Division  of  Recreation  should 
be  organized,   with  an  associate  director  who  in 
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addition  to  his  other  duties  would  achieve  coordi- 
nation between  school  and  community  recreational 
programs. 

An  associate  director  has  been  appointed  in 
the  new  Department  of  Adult  Educational  and 
Recreational  Activities  to  coordinate  school  and 
community  recreational  programs. 

89.  The  Department  of  School  Hygiene  and 
Physical  Education  should  be  combined  into  a 
single  unit  to  be  known  as  "  Division  of  Health  and 
Physical  Education." 

Not  accomplished.  Organization  of  these 
departments  is  not  uniform  throughout  the 
country.  It  is  generally  considered  inadvisable, 
however,  to  combine  educational  and  medical 
functions  in  a  single  department. 

Guidance — Page  46. 

90.  Boston's  guidance  program  should  rest 
more  securely  on  a  scientific  basis  to  be  accom- 
plished by  (a)  a  broader  research  and  (b)  more 
complete  pupil  personnel  records. 

(a)  A  broad  program  of  research  has  always 
been  carried  on  by  the  Department  of  Voca- 
tional Guidance.  Many  studies  of  a  continuous 
nature,  such  as  the  follow-up  surveys  of  graduates 
and  the  reports  on  school  leavers,  have  been 
exceptionally  valuable. 

(b)  Refer  to  No.  48. 

Adult  Education — Page  47. 

91.  The  School  Committee  should  establish  a 
policy  and  a  plan  for  adult  education  in  terms  of 
the  needs  and  desires  of  the  public. 

This  recommendation  has  been  effected  by 

(a)  Adapting  of  content  and  method  to  the 
needs  and  desires  of  adults. 

(b)  Permitting  freedom  of  discussion  and 
expression  of  opinion  in  all  adult  classes. 

(e)  Equipping  the  trade  and  vocational 
schools  with  machines  that  compare  favorably 
with  machines  used  by  adults  in  industry. 

(d)  Combining  the  evening  schools  and  the 
evening  centers  into  one  department  of  adult 
education  and  recreation  under  one  head. 

92.  Boston's  adult  education  program  should 
offer  universal  learning  opportunity  to  its  citizens. 

This  recommendation  is  too  broad  in  scope, 
since  it  would  require  a  central  building  with 
special  equipment  and  unlimited  curriculum  with 
a  specialized  faculty  serving  a  group  of  too  widely 
disassociated  interests.  To  be  really  effective, 
many  buildings  of  this  type  would  be  required  if 
businessmen  and  others  in  different  sections  of 
the  city  wanted  one  hour  or  so  of  instruction  at 
noon,  morning,  or  evening.  This  would  make 
the  cost  prohibitive.  Theoretically,  the  idea  is 
excellent;  practically,  the  administration  and 
setup  of  so  broad  an  undertaking  is  something 
decidedly  different. 

However,  evening  schools  have  been  estab- 
lished for  those  who  lacked  certain  subjects  in 
day  school  education  for  which  a  present  need  is 
felt;  who  desire  to  supplement  day  school  educa- 
tion; who  received  credit  for  day  school  work. 
This  credit  added  to  evening  school  credit  has 
resulted  in  pupils  receiving  evening  elementary 
or  high  school  diplomas.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  providing 

(a)  Opportunity  day  or  evening  for  acquiring 
citizenship. 

(b)  Cultural  subjects  for  those  desiring  to 
study  them. 

(c)  Social  civic  opportunities  through  in- 
formal gatherings,  discussions,  and  clubs  in 
school  centers. 

(d)  School  centers  for  recreation  under  in- 
formal supervision. 

(e)  Trade  training  courses  open  to  all. 

Personnel  Administration — Page  50. 

93.  Personnel  administration  should  be  made 
the  full-time  responsibility  of  an  assistant  superin- 
tendent, under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Accomplished. 

94.  The  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  es- 
tablished by  an  act  of  the  legislature  as  a  permanent 
agency. 

Not  accomplished. 

95.  The  assistant  superintendents  should  be 
relieved  of  the  duty  of  rating  teachers. 

Not  accomplished. 


96.  (a)  The  Board  of  Examiners  should  be 
given  full  and  unhampered  authority  to  prepare 
lists  of  eligibles  both  for  original  appointment  and 
promotion  on  the  basis  of  such  tests  as  it  may 
devise;  (b)  this  process  of  selection  should  be 
followed  for  all  positions  below  the  rank  of  director. 

(a)  Authority  of  Board  of  Examiners  in  this 
regard  has  been  increased. 

(b)  Rating  systems  now  in  effect  for  all 
ranks  below  that  of  assistant  superintendent. 

97.  Beginning  teachers  should  receive  better 
remuneration  to  allow  them  to  concentrate  on 
getting  off  to  a  good  start. 

Accomplished. 

98.  Personnel  administration  should  provide 
means  by  which  teachers  and  other  workers  are 
helped  constantly  to  move  toward  greater  com- 
petence. 

In-service  training  courses,  large  and  active 
curriculum  committees  and  subject  councils, 
and  continual  assistance  from  Department  of 
Practice  and  Training  assist  teachers  toward 
greater  competence. 

99.  The  Personnel  Department  when  estab- 
lished will  administer  the  intake  and  release  of 
employees. 

Now  in  operation. 

100.  The  local  residence  rule  should  be  re- 
scinded. 

Accomplished. 

101.  The  study  of  the  salary  problem  should 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  Personnel  Department. 

An  Assistant  Superintendent  in  Charge  of 
Personnel  has  been  appointed  since  the  Strayer 
Survey.  Salary  problems  have  been  made  his 
responsibility. 

102.  Large  savings  may  be  effected  in  the 
salary  budget  by  establishing  the  teacher-pupil 
ratios:  elementary — 32-33;  high  school — 27;  practi- 
cal arts  and  vocational  schools — 23;  intermediate 
schools — 27. 

In  1953-54  ratios  were  as  follows:  elementary 
schools — 30.6;  high  schools — 23.2;  practical 
arts  and  vocational  schools — 15;  junior  high 
schools — 31.2. 

103.  A  basic  salary  schedule  for  the  regular 
teaching  personnel  should  be  derived.  It  is  only 
through  such  a  basio  schedule  that  unified  policy 
can  be  achieved.  Essential  differentiations  can, 
of  course,  be  made  from  a  basic  schedule. 

Partly  accomplished  by  adjustments  already 
made  in  the  process  of  establishing  a  single 
salary  schedule. 

104.  The  Boston  school  system  should  adopt 
a  single  salary  schedule,  based  on  the  educational 
training  and  experience  of  the  teaching  force,  as 
contrasted  with  the  basing  of  salaries  on  position 
or  grade  level. 

Single  salary  schedule  has  been  approved  by 
the  School  Committee. 

105.  Boston  should  adopt  the  principle  of  equal 
pay  for  men  and  women  and  then  proceed  to  de- 
velop a  schedule  which  recognizes  this  principle  to 
the  greatest  extent  possible  in  the  light  of  fiscal 
limitations.  If  full  recognition  of  this  principle 
cannot  be  achieved  at  once,  the  School  Committee 
should  seek  to  achieve  it  by  steps,  but  in  terms  of  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  doing  so. 

Accomplished. 

106.  Salaries  for  personnel  engaged  in  ad- 
ministrative, supervisory,  and  special  services  re- 
quire a  simplification  which  can  stem  only  from 
better  classification.  These  salaries  should  be  con- 
sidered as  differentiations  from  the  basic  salary 
schedule.  Fewer  salary  grades  for  these  persons 
are  needed. 

Now  under  consideration. 

107.  Instructional  salary  policy  ought  to  be  so 
devised  as  to  cause  the  large  proportion  of  school 
money  used  for  personal  services  to  achieve  a 
substantial  and  observable  upgrading  in  the  pro- 
fessional preparation  of  teachers  for  their  work. 
This  is  the  most  important  single  outcome  of  good 
salary  policy.

I  submit  herewith  supplementary  budget 
recommendations  for  City,  County,  and  Income 
Departments  totaling  SI, 547, 558.67.  In  the  main, 
the  appropriations  recommended  are  to  provide 
for  departmental  needs  and  requirements,  which 
have  developed  since  the  submission  of  the  1955 
budget    estimates. 

The  main  features  of  the  allowances  recom- 
mended under  the  three  divisions  are  indicated 
in  the  following  sections: 

City  Departments. 
Supplementary  budget  estimates  submitted  by 
city    departments    total    $1,549,978.75.      Against 
these    requests,    appropriations    totaling    $1,189,- 
031.75  are  herewith  recommended.

The   following   brief    comments   are    offered   in 
explanation  of  the  foregoing  items: 
Plant  and  Structural  Repairs. 

The  appropriation  recommended  under  this 
heading  will  be  allotted  as  follows: 

Hospital  Department $536,049  00 

Municipal  Buildings $43,800  00 

Originally,  it  was  contemplated  to  include 
most  of  the  items  in  this  particular  appropriation 
in  the  request  submitted  to  the  Legislature,  to 
permit  the  city  to  borrow  for  major  and  extra- 
ordinary repairs  and  alterations.  During  legisla- 
tive consideration  of  this  request,  these  items  were 
eliminated  because  of  an  opinion  that  they  rep- 
resented ordinary  maintenance  rather  than 
expenditures  of  a  capital  nature.  In  many  in- 
stances the  work  has  been  long  deferred,  and  it 
is  believed  that  further  postponement  will  result 
in  serious  damage  to  the  structures  involved. 

In  the  Hospital  Department  the  items  approved 
include  essential  and  important  services  for  proper 
care  of  patients  as  well  as  compliance  with  fire 
laws,  safety  and  building  requirements. 

With  respect  to  municipal  buildings,  the  appro- 
priations recommended  are  concerned  primarily 
with  replacement  of  roofs  on  several  buildings 
and  the  rehabilitation  of  heating  plants. 
Salary  Adjustments — Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments. 

When  the  compensation  plan  was  put  into  effect, 
the  uniformed  forces  of  the  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments were  not  included,  It  is  my  proposal 
to  initiate  a  plan  which  will  advance  over  a  two- 
year  period  the  salaries  of  fire  fighters  and  police- 
men to  the  average  rate  paid  in  all  cities  of  the 
United  States  with  a  population  of  500,000  or 
over.  Because  of  the  present  disparity  between 
salary  rates  in  Boston  and  the  national  average, 
to  advance  the  uniformed  forces  to  this  latter 
figure  immediately  would  require  the  appropriation 
of  a  sum  greater  than  the  city  at  the  moment  can 
afford.  Therefore,  it  is  my  purpose  to  increase 
the  salaries  of  all  uniformed  men  beginning  Sep- 
tember 7  of  this  year  by  the  sum  of  $150.  It  is 
further  proposed  that  next  year,  beginning  the 
first  week  in  April,  the  salaries  of  the  uniformed 
forces  be  increased  another  $150.  In  the  following 
year,  1957,  a  further  increment  can  be  made,  so 
that  salaries  paid  to  this  group  of  employees  in 
our  city  will  be  comparable  to  the  national  average 
in  the  larger  cities  of  the  country. 

it  must  be  kept  in  mind  in  considering  salary 
adjustments  for  the  uniformed  forces  that  while 
salary  scales  for  similar  employees  in  many  of  the 
large  cities  are  considerably  in  excess  of  the  current 
scales  in  Boston,  nevertheless,  the  uniformed 
forces  in  our  city  enjoy  benefits  and  privileges 
which  are  not  available  in  many  of  the  large 
cities  of  the  country.  However  that  may  be,  I 
do  believe  that  the  uniformed  forces  of  our 
city  are  presently  underpaid,  and  I  therefore  pro- 
pose the  plan  herein  set  forth  in  order  to  establish 
the  compensation  of  our  uniformed  forces  at  a 
scale  comparable  to  that  of  the  other  large  cities 
in  the  United  States. 
Pensions  and  Annuities. 

An  examination  of  the  pension  rolls  of  the  city 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  reveals  a 
continuing  upward  trend,  and  it  is  apparent  that 
the  original  appropriation  provided  for  this  pur- 
pose should  be  increased  to  the  full  year's  require- 
ments. 
Fire  Department  Equipment. 

The  allotment  made  to  the  Fire  Department 
under  the  Equipment  Loan  will  be  used  in  great 
measure  for  the  purchase  of  new  apparatus.  It  is 
deemed  desirable,  therefore,  to  provide  the  de- 
partment with  additional  funds  to  permit  the  pur- 
chase of  life  nets,  fire  alarm  boxes,  radio  equip- 
ment, ladders,  masks,  and  resuscitators. 
Gas  Company  Suit. 

Because  the  Gas  Company  has  appealed  the 
decision  handed  down  last  year  by  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  with  relation  to  the  assessment  of 
property  owned  by  the  company,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  city  to  employ  the  services  of  legal 
experts  and  to  prepare  briefs  and  arguments 
that  may  be  necessary  in  opposing  the  appeal. 
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New  Police  Revolver  Range. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  forced  to  give 
up  the  Revolver  Range  used  for  many  years, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  to  establish  a  new  range  on 
land  owned  by  the  city  in  West  Roxbury. 

Removal  of  Unsafe  Buildings. 

Funds  available  to  the  Building  Department  for 
the  removal  of  unsafe  and  dilapidated  structures 
are  practically  exhausted.  The  department  has 
in  view  a  number  of  such  structures  which  con- 
stitute a  menace  to  public  safety,  and  it  is  believed 
desirable  to  provide  funds  for  the  removal  of  this 
threat  in  cases  where  the  owners  of  the  properties 
cannot  be  located  or  refuse  to  carry  out  the  neces- 
sary   demolition. 

City  Planning  Activities. 

For  several  years  the  City  Planning  Board  has 
been  engaged  in  a  rezoning  study.  Funds  which 
have  been  provided  previously  are  now  exhausted, 
and  in  order  to  complete  the  program,  an  additional 
appropriation  is  deemed  necessary  at  this  time. 
In  addition,  an  allowance  has  been  made  to  cover 
the  employment  of  additional  personnel  by  the 
Board  whose  work  load  has  been  materially 
increased  by  the  Urban  Renewal  Program  ac- 
tivities. 

Art  Festival. 

In  your  consideration  of  my  original  budget 
estimates,  the  appropriation  of  $15,000  included 
for  the  Boston  Art  Festival  was  eliminated.  I 
have  secured  from  the  officers  of  the  festival  a 
detailed  list  of  the  proposed  expenditures  against 
such  an  allotment;  and,  therefore,  I  am  resub- 
mitting an  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

Cleaning  of  Vacant  Lots. 

At  the  present  time  the  city  holds  approxi- 
mately 3,000  vacant  lots.  Unfortunately,  these 
properties  are  used  in  large  measure  as  dumping 
areas  for  various  forms  of  waste.  As  a  result, 
many  complaints  are  received  by  the  Real  Prop- 
erty Department  concerning  the  condition  of  these 
properties.  While  it  is  impossible  to  provide  for 
a  continual  city-wide  cleaning  program,  neverthe- 
less, funds  must  be  provided  to  take  care  of  the 
most  serious  complaints  and  situations.  The 
amount  provided  for  this  purpose  in  the  original 
budget  is  practically  exhausted,  and  a  further 
appropriation  is  deemed  necessary. 

Statutory  Increases  for  Licensing  Board  Members. 
Because  of  a  recent  legislative  action  increasing 
the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  Licensing  Board, 
it  is  now  necessary  to  provide  the  additional  funds 
required  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Special  Primary  and  Election. 

During  February  and  March,  because  of  the 
death  of  a  duly  elected  representative,  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Election  Department  to  conduct 
a  special  primary  and  election  in  Ward  9.  Be- 
cause these  functions  were  held  after  the  1955 
budget  had  been  submitted,  it  is  now  necessary 
to   provide   an   appropriation   to   cover  the   costs. 

COUNTY   DEPARTMENTS. 

Supplementary  budget  estimates  submitted  by 
County  Departments  total  $290,748.79.  Against 
these  requests,  allotments  have  been  recom- 
mended totaling  $146,526.92.  The  important 
features  included  within  this  total  are  shown  m 
the  following  table:

The  following  comments  are  offered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  foregoing  items: 
Jurors'  Fees. 

Recently  legislation  was  enacted  increasing 
jurors'  fees  in  regular  actions  from  $8  to  $10  per 
day,  and  for  the  grand  jury  and  capital  cases  from 
$10  to  $12  per  day.  It  is  estimated  that  this  action 
will  increase  payments  to  jurors  during  the  balance 
of  the  year  by  over  $30,000. 


Sea  Wall  Extension. 

Two  years  ago  a  policy  was  adopted  to  gradually 
restore  the  sea  wall  on  the  Winthrop  side  of  Deer 
Island.  Two  appropriations  of  $30,000  have  been 
provided  each  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
this  year  with  a  similar  appropriation. 

Plant  and  Structural  Repairs. 

As  previously  explained  under  a  similar  item  in 
the  city's  section,  it  was  originally  contemplated 
to  carry  out  a  major  repair  program  through  the 
medium  of  a  loan  appropriation.  A  number  of 
items  involving  County  buildings  were  included 
in  this  program  but  were  subsequently  eliminated 
because  they  were  deemed  to  be  maintenance 
charges.  The  additional  appropriation  recom- 
mended provides  for  new  roofs  on  the  Dorchester 
and  West  Roxbury  Court  buildings  and  necessary 
repairs  at  the  Brighton  and  Roxbury  Courthouses 
as  well  as  in  the  central  courthouse  in  Pemberton 
square. 

Pensions  and  Annuities. 

A  review  of  County  pension  rolls  over  the  first 
four  months  indicates  that  an  additional  appropria- 
tion should  be  provided  to  cover  full  pension 
requirements  during  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Additional  Personnel,  Juvenile  Court. 

Under  legislation  recently  enacted,  the  position 
of  first  assistant  clerk  in  the  Juvenile  Court  has 
been  established,  and  an  appropriation  is  provided 
for  this  purpose. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  court  has  had  the 
benefit  of  the  services  of  two  probation  officers 
employed  by  the  Citizenship  Training  Group, 
Inc.,  a  private  organization,  which  has  been  main- 
tained by  private  contributions  and  donations. 
The  principal  benefactor  has  given  notice  that 
further  contributions  will  be  materially  reduced 
and  eventually  terminated.  In  order  to  retain  the 
valuable  services  of  the  two  officers  in  question, 
provision  has  been  made  to  include  them  as 
members  of  the  probation  staff  of  the  court. 

Security  Measures,  County  Jail. 

An  appropriation  has  been  deemed  desirable  to 
permit  the  construction  in  the  jail  yard  of  a  chain 
link  fence  to  enclose  the  inmates'  exercise  area. 
Also  provision  has  been  made  for  necessary  lock 
work  and  the  centralization  of  all  alarm  signals 
through  an  enunciator  signal  system. 

Judges'  Statutory  Increases. 

Under  the  provisions  of  legislation  recently 
enacted,  the  salaries  of  the  two  full-time  justices 
of  the  Roxbury  Court  have  been  increased,  and 
an  appropriation  is  hereby  provided  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  balance  of  the  year. 

INCOME   DEPARTMENTS. 

The  supplementary  recommendations  in  this 
division  will  provide  funds  for  the  laying  of  new 
water  mains,  the  extension  of  water  mains  for 
domestic  and  fire  protection  in  newly-developed 
areas  in  various  sections,  and  for  replacing  with 
new  and  larger  mains  old  and  smaller  sized  mains 
which  no  longer  are  adequate.  In  addition,  it  has 
been  deemed  desirable  to  increase  the  funds  avail- 
able for  pension  requirements,  since  rolls  of  this 
character  in  this  division  have  shown  an  upward 
trend  during  the  first  four  months. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  appro- 
priation orders  herewith  submitted  in  connection 
with  the  supplementary  budget  recommendations.

MODELING HOSPITAL,  LIBRARY,  AND 
OTHER  MUNICIPAL   BUILDINGS.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  364  of  the  Acts 
of  1955,  the  city  is  authorized  to  borrow  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $3,000,000  for  remodeling,  recon- 
structing, or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to 
hospital  and  library  buildings. 

It  is  further  provided  that  this  amount  shall  be 
applied  and  used  as  follows: 

Hospital  Department $2,800,000 

Library  Department $400,000 

The  amount  provided  for  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment will  be  utilized  for  the  three  divisions  of  the 
department,  namely,  the  City  Hospital,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  and  Long  Island  Hospital.  It  will 
embrace  major  improvements  in  electrical,  sewage, 
and  water  systems  in  the  three  institutions.  At 
the  library,  the  amount  allotted  will  be  used  for  a 
new  tile  roof  on  the  main  library  building. 

The  act  further  provides  that  an  appropriation 
equivalent  to  25  cents  on  each  $1,000  of  the 
assessed  valuation  for  the  year  1954  must  be  pro- 
vided as  a  down  payment  to  support  the  loan. 
This  appropriation  is  to  be  used  for  major  repairs 
to  buildings  in  the  following  departments  in  the 
amounts  set  forth:

Fire  Department $10,000 

Library  Department $79,500

With  further  reference  to  a  Council  order  of 
April  25,  1955,  requesting  that  a  survey  be  made 
throughout  the  various  shopping  areas  of  the  city 
for  the  purpose  of  relocating  trolley  and  bus  stops, 
I  submit  the  following  report. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Dana  and  Mr.  John 
Callahan  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority, 
careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  subject  and 
the  best  means  of  procedure. 

In  order  to  facilitate  what  is  desired  by  the 
Council  order,  inquiries  were  made  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  specific  area  or  locations  should 
be  given  priority  in  our  study. 

Councillor  Hailer,  the  sponsor  of  the  order,  indi- 
cated that  there  were  three  stops  in  the  Roslindale 
area  where  improvements  should  be  made.  Ac- 
cordingly, Mr.  Spellman  of  the  M.T.A.  and  Mr. 
Moriarty  of  this  department  met  at  Roslindale 
square  on  May  16  and  reviewed  the  bus  stops  in 
the  area. 

An  improvement  in  the  operation  of  the  buses  at 
Washington  street  and  Basile  street  on  the  south- 
east side  would  result  if  the  M.T.A.  stop  could  be 
extended  to  approximately  100  feet,  to  include  the 
area  outside  the  Roslindale  Municipal  Building. 

At  Robert  street  and  South  street,  southwest 
side,  which  is  what  is  called  a  "layover  point,"  an 
additional  50  feet  would  be  helpful  in  relieving  a 
narrow  turn  from  South  street  into  Robert  street. 

A  few  meters  at  each  location  would  have  to  be 
removed. 

At  Centre  street  and  Belgrade  avenue,  north- 
west side,  outbound,  angle  parking  is  permitted 
just  above  the  present  stop,  and  frequently  there 
is  encroachment  into  the  M.T.A.  space  which 
requires  the  buses  to  load  or  unload  from  the 
roadway. 

In  order  to  obtain  additional  space  here  the 
angle  parking  would  have  to  be  removed  and  the 
bus  stop  lengthened. 

An  alternate  proposal  in  the  Roslindale  Square 
section  would  be  the  establishment  of  a  "  No 
Parking  Anytime"  regulation  in  the  north  side 
of  South  street  from  the  railroad  tracks  to  the 
moving  picture  theater  about  250  feet  away. 
This  would  eliminate  the  layover  space  now  used 
at  Robert  street. 

These  proposals  would  assist  the  M.T.A.  in  its 
efforts  to  accomplish  efficiency  in  handling  pas- 
sengers at  the  curbstones  of  these  locations. 

The  present  locations  were  established  a  short 
time  ago,  so  that,  in  substance,  they  are  in  the 
best  sites  for  the  public  and  for  the  M.T.A.,  as 
they  were  established  as  result  of  a  conference 
between  M.T.A.  authorities,  local  interests,  and 
traffic  officials. 

Our  years  of  experience  with  this  subject  have 
shown  that  the  ultimate  locations  arrived  at  come 
from  compromise  made  between  the  desires  of  the 
M.T.A.  and  the  wishes  of  local  merchants  and 
residents,  and  the  present  stops  which  are  in 
existence  through  the  Roslindale  Square  section 
and  throughout  the  city  are  a  result  of  conference 
between  all  parties  concerned. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  of  the  bus  stops  in 
question  are  inproperly  located,  and  the  matter 
of  giving  increased  space  to  the  stops  is  one  which 
will  undoubtedly  bring  forth  protests  from  mer- 
chants and  residents  who  will  be  directly  affected 
by  the  changes. 

Accordingly,  we  shall  await  further  advice  in 
the  matter  from  Councillor  Hailer  concerning  the 
above-mentioned  locations  before  making  changes, 
so  that  we  may  have  a  feeling  that  the  changes 
made  will  be  agreeable  to  all  parties  concerned 
and  not  the  subject  of  controversy  and  protests.

Under  dates  of  November  2,  1954,  and  Novem- 
ber 29,  1954,  in  response  to  orders  passed  by  the 
City  Council  amending  the  County  Compensation 
Plan  to  increase  the  salary  grades  of  jail  officers 
and  correction  officers,  I  submitted  reports,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes,  to 
the  City  Council  stating  that  it  was  my  opinion 
that  a  survey  should  be  made  of  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  officers  in  question  before 
any  recommendations  were  approved  increasing 
the  grade.  The  Council,  nevertheless,  passed 
these  orders  and  submitted  them  to  the  Mayor, 
who  vetoed  them,  using  as  his  reason  practically 
the  same  basis  as  contained  in  my  reports  to  the 
City  Council.  The  survey  has  been  completed, 
and  the  results  indicate  that  an  increase  of  two 
compensation  grades  is  not  justified.  The  survey 
also  disclosed  other  conditions  which  would 
indicate  that  any  change  in  the  compensation  of 
these  officers  would  probably  disrupt  the  existing 
proportion  between  other  positions  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk. 

It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  that  a  survey 
should  be  made  of  all  other  positions  included  in 
the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County.  It  is 
intended  to  start  this  survey  immediately  so  that 
it  may  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible.  In  my 
opinion,  therefore,  I  believe  that  no  amendments 
should  be  made  to  the  Compensation  Plan  for 
Suffolk  County  until  this  survey  has  been  com- 
pleted.

With  respect  to  the  order  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  May  9,  1955,  recommending 
the  appointment  of  a  Citizens'  Fiscal  Survey  Com- 
mittee to  make  various  studies  relative  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  may  I  make  the  following  observations: 

1.  The  Boston  Citizens'  Council,  at  the  present 
time,  has  under  consideration  a  number  of  pro- 
posals relating  to  the  well-being  of  the  community. 
This  Council,  as  you  perhaps  know,  has  been  most 
active  in  promoting  and  assisting  in  the  seminars 
held  at  the  Boston  College  School  of  Business 
Administration,  and  has  been  active  in  the  further- 
ance of  urban  redevelopment  and  urban  renewal 
in  our  city. 

2.  The  Administrative  Services  Board,  as  re- 
quired by  ordinance,  is  making  studies  and  recom- 
mendations with  respect  to  the  organization, 
activities,  policies,  and  procedures  of  all  city  de- 
partments. This  is  a  continuing  study  on  matters 
pertinent  to  the  administration  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. 

3.  The  Mayor's  Committee  on  Municipal 
Finance,  in  addition  to  the  conduct  of  surveys  of 
departmental  operations,  has  under  consideration 
the  general  subject  of  broadening  the  city's  tax 
base  and  thus  afford  tax  relief  to  the  owners  of  real 
property. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  committee 
suggested  in  the  order  of  your  Honorable  Body 
would  be  another  committee  superimposed  upon 
the  committees  and  agencies  already  at  work.  I  do 
not  believe  it  advisable,  because  of  this  situation 
to   recommend    the    appropriation    of    funds   for 


services  which  would,  to  some  extent  at  least,  over- 
lap and  duplicate  efforts  now  being  made  in  the 
same  direction.

This  is  in  reply  to  the  above-referenced  City 
Council  order. 

The  Authority  cannot  at  this  time  make  any 
definite  statement  as  to  rents  in  a  relocation 
development  such  as  that  at  Old  Colony  if  the 
Authority  is  successful  in  obtaining  it. 

The  chief  factors  in  fixing  rents  are  the  purchase 
price,  the  rate  of  interest  on  borrowed  money,  the 
term  of  amortization,  and  the  amount  of  the  pay- 
ment to  the  City  of  Boston  in  place  of  taxes. 
Since  all  of  these  factors  are  indeterminate  now  it 
is  deemed  best  not  to  make  any  estimates  until 
better  information  is  available. 

It  is  certain,  however,  that  the  average  rent  will 
be   greater   than   that   in   low-rent   developments 
since  no  subsidy  is  available  on  such  housing,  and 
therefore  the  rentals  must  cover  all  costs.

Gentlemen: 

With  respect  to  the  several  orders  adopted  by 
your  Honorable  Body  calling  for  a  public  relations 
program  for  the  City  of  Boston,  let  me  first  state 
that  before  the  city  might  appropriate  public  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  advertising  its  resources,  ad- 
vantages, and  attractions  it  must,  under  existing 
law,  have  in  actual  possession  matching  funds 
contributed  by  public  subscription.  In  addition, 
the  amount  which  may  be  appropriated  in  any  one 
year  is  limited  to  $50,000. 

In  view  of  these  statutory  requirements,  it  is 
highly  questionable  whether  a  publicity  campaign 
of  this  type  suggested  in  the  attached  orders  could 
be  conducted  with  satisfactory  results.  Advertising 
confined  to  this  area  would  accomplish  little.  To 
cover  a  large  section  of  the  country  through  news- 
papers, radio,  and  television  would  involve  the 
expenditure  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  at  present 
authorized. 
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At  the  present  time,  the  State  Department  of 
Commerce  is  engaged  in  a  campaign  to  publicize 
on  a  country-wide  basis  the  advantages  of  this  area. 
While  the  emphasis  is  on  the  attractions  of  the 
state  as  a  whole,  nevertheless,  Boston  is  a  bene- 
ficiary of  the  campaign.  In  view  of  this  fact,  I 
question  the  wisdom  of  embarking  on  an  over- 
lapping effort. 

Under  my  administration,  the  Mayor's  office  has 
always  cooperated  and  worked  with  the  agencies 
interested  in  advertising  Boston  and  its  advantages ; 
and  the  programs  initiated  by  these  agencies  have 
received  and  will  receive  the  full  cooperation  and 
assistance  which  they  deserve  in  furthering  Boston's 
interests. 

I  am  not  out  of  sympathy  with  the  desires  of  the 
City  Council  to  publicize  the  advantages  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  every  way  possible,  we  are 
attempting  to  meet  the  spirit  of  the  orders  as 
adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body.  I  shall  ap- 
preciate, from  time  to  time,  any  further  suggestions 
which  may  be  made  by  your  Body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  June  6,  1955, 
ordering  the  Traffic  Commissioner  to  make  a 
survey  of  traffic  conditions  in  Walker  street, 
Charlestown,  with  a  view  to  making  one-way 
traffic  running  from  Main  street  to  Bartlett 
street,  I  wish  to  report  that  Walker  street  at 
present  fits  into  the  normal  pattern  of  one-way 
streets. 

Franklin  street  is  on  one  side  and  is  one  way 
from  Main  street  to  Eden  street,  so  that  to  reverse 
Walker  street  would  result  in  three  parallel  streets 
being  one  way  in  the  same  direction.  We  try  to 
avoid  this  whenever  possible  although  there  are 
many  instances  in  the  city  where  we  do  have 
several  parallel  streets  in  the  same  direction. 

However,  in  the  case  in  question,  a  study  of 
the  traffic  flows  indicates  that  this  would  be 
undesirable,  as  the  dislocated  traffic  would  only 
cause  trouble  elsewhere  in  the  neighborhood. 

By  having  every  other  street  one  way  each  gets 
its  share  of  the  traffic  volume  without  favoritism 
to  any  particular  roadway.

Fenway,  from  Boylston  Street  Entrance  at 
O'Reilly  triangle  to  Westland  Avenue  Rotary,  and 
from  the  rotary  to  Museum  road  at  the  side  road 
to  the  museum.

The  total  estimated  expense  for  doing  the  above 
work  is  approximately  $130,000.

This  loan  order  is  authorized,  as  described  in 
the  accompanying  letter  of  the  City  Auditor, 
by  chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933  as  amended  by 
chapter  262  of  the  Acts  of  1955.  This  is  a  self- 
liquidating  loan  pledged  against  the  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  tax  title  properties. 

In  order  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  City  of  Boston 
may  be  declared  within  the  next  two  weeks,  I 
most  earnestly  request  that  your  Honorable  Body 
give  one  reading  at  today's  meeting  to  the  at- 
tached order,  and  the  second  reading  14  days 
hence.  Passage  of  this  order  will  not  only  hasten 
the  declaration  of  the  tax  rate,  but  will  also  make 
it  possible  to  keep  any  increase  in  the  tax  rate  to 
a  moderate  amount.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  49  of  the  Acts 
of  1933,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter 
262  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  municipalities  are  au- 
thorized, with  the  approval  of  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Board,  to  borrow  from  the  Commonwealth 
for  ordinary  maintenance  expenses  and  revenue 
loans,  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
the  total  amount  represented  by  tax  titles  taken 
or  purchased  by  such  city  or  town  and  held  by  it. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  original  legislation 
in  1933,  the  City  of  Boston  has  taken  advantage 
of  its  provisions  and  converted  a  "frozen  asset," 
represented  by  the  amounts  due  on  tax  titles 
and  tax  possessions,  into  an  immediately  available 
cash  resource  on  twenty-one  occasions  by  nego- 
tiating loans  with  the  Commonwealth  totaling 
in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $29,614,500.  The 
following  table  indicates  the  year  and  amount 
of  the  loans:

The  statute  provides  that  the  term  of  the  loan 
shall  be  one  year  with  provision  for  renewal  from 
time  to  time.  The  loan  is  liquidated  by  the 
monthly  payment  to  the  Commonwealth  of  tax 
title  and  tax  possession  receipts.  The  first  loan 
negotiated  was  issued  on  November  1,  1934,  in  the 
amount  of  $3,800,000,  bearing  an  interest  rate 
of  4j  per  cent,  and  was  renewed  on  November 
1,  1935,  in  the  amount  of  $1,173,776.04,  bearing 
an  interest  rate  of  2\  per  cent.  The  second  loan 
was  issued  on  June  18,  1935,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000,000,  bearing  an  interest  rate  of  2£  per 
cent,  and  was  renewed  in  the  amount  of 
$925,083.42  on  June  18,  1936,  at  the  same  interest 
rate  of  2\  per  cent.  The  third  loan  was  issued 
on  October  1,  1935,  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000, 
bearing  an  interest  rate  of  2\  per  cent,  and  was 
renewed  on  October  1,  1936,  at  a  rate  of  1  per 
cent.  All  subsequent  loans  and  renewals  had 
an  interest  rate  of  1  per  cent.  The  statute  also 
provides  that  any  excess  of  the  amount  of  interest 
received  by  the  Commonwealth  over  the  cost 
to  the  Commonwealth  for  interest  on  money 
borrowed  to  provide  the  funds  for  the  tax  title 
loans  be  refunded  to  the  city.  Because  of  this 
provision,  the  city  received  substantial  refunds 
of  interest  paid,  as  the  result  of  which  the  net 
cost  to  the  city  was  at  an  average  interest  rate 
of  less  than  one  per  cent. 

Completely  aware  as  we  all  are  of  the  tremendous 
effect  and  influence  of  the  tax  rate  on  the  economic 
and  business  life  of  the  city,  I  submit  for  your 
consideration  that  the  City  of  Boston  again  take 
advantage  of  this  statute  and  negotiate  with 
the  Commonwealth  for  the  issuance  of  a  tax 
title  loan  in  the  amount  of  $3,500,000,  to  be 
used  for  ordinary  maintenance  expenses. 

According  to  the  records  of  this  department, 
tax  titles  held  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  of  May 
31,  1955,  amounted  to  $3,657,953.66,  and  tax 
possessions  held  as  of  the  same  date  amounted 
to  $1,975,120.57.  Under  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  it  is  necessary  for  the  City  Treasurer  to 
petition  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  for  au- 
thority to  make  a  loan  of  this  character. 

In  the  event  that  you  approve  of  this  recom- 
mendation, I  suggest  that  a  message  and  order 
be  sent  immediately  to  the  City  Council  for 
consideration.  Prompt  action  is  necessary  since 
the  order  will  require  two  readings  and  votes 
by  the  Council,  after  which  it  must  be  referred 
to  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  its  approval.  At  least  three  weeks 
will  elapse  before  the  order  is  fully  effective  and 
as  this  will  be  a  factor  in  the  determination  of 
the  tax  rate,  the  necessity  for  immediate  action 
must  be  evident.

VEHICLES.

This  communication  is  prompted  by  chapter 
315  of  the  Acts  of  1955  entitled  "An  Act  Relative 
to  the  Removal  of  Vehicles  Parked  or  Standing  in 
Violation  of  Law  on  Public  Ways  in  the  Down- 
town Area  of  the  City  of  Boston."  It  will  be 
recalled  that  when  chapter  369  of  the  Acts  of  1954 
empowering  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  to 
provide  by  rule  or  regulation  for  the  removal  of 
vehicles  parked  or  standing  in  violation  of  law  on 
public  ways  in  the  downtown  area  was  accepted 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  October  25,  1954, 
the  Police  Commissioner  voiced  objection  to  the 
provision  preventing  the  use  of  independent  con- 
tractors to  tow  away  the  offending  vehicles  and 
also  to  the  provision  limiting  the  towing  charge 
to  $5  and  the  storage  charges  to  6j  cents  an  hour. 
Chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of  1955  has  been  enacted 
to  permit  the  use  of  an  independent  contractor 
selected  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids  invited 
by  advertisement  in  the  "City  Record,"  to  change 
the  maximum  towing  charge  to  $8  and  to  limit 
the  storage  charges  to  the  schedule  of  maximum 
rates  contained  in  the  then  latest  lease  of  a  city- 
owned  off-street  parking  facility.  Chapter  315  of 
the  Acts  of  1955  will  not  take  effect,  however, 
until  accepted  by  your  Honorable  Body  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter.  Accord- 
ingly, I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of,  an  order  accepting  said  chapter  315 
of  the  Acts  of  1955.

TRANSFER  OF  LAND  ON  NEPTUNE  ROAD 
TO   COMMONWEALTH. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

Chapter  438  of  the  Acts  of  1955  provides  for 
the  acquisition  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts of  the  bridge  carrying  Neptune  road, 
East  Boston,  over  the  former  Boston,  Revere 
Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  tracks  to  World  War 
Memorial  Park  on  Wood  Island.  That  park 
now  belongs  to  the  Commonwealth.  Since  the 
bridge  cannot  fairly  be  said  to  service  any  area 
other  than  the  park,  the  Commonwealth  should 
take  over  the  bridge  as  an  incident  of  the  park. 
The  bridge  is  a  liability  to  the  city  rather  than  an 
asset  because  it  requires  repairs  but  produces  no 
revenue.  In  view  of  this,  the  above-cited  act 
provides  that  no  damages  shall  be  paid  the  city 
upon  the  Commonwealth's  taking  of  the  bridge. 
To  guard  against  the  city's  being  deprived  of 
property  without  its  consent,  however,  the  act 
will  not  take  effect  until  its  acceptance  by  your 
Honorable  Body  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter.  As  the  bridge  is  presently  in  need 
of  substantial  repairs,  immediate  acceptance  of 
the  act  would  appear  to  be  very  much  in  the 
city's  interest.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  early 
adoption  of  the  order  transmitted  herewith.

regulations  which  would  compel  all  public  carriers

Dear  Sir: 

With  a  view  to  controlling  and  reducing  postage 
costs  which  have  been  rising  steadily  during  the 
past  decade,  considerable  thought  and  study 
have  been  devoted  by  the  Administrative  Services 
Board  to  the  advantages  of  installing  Central 
Mailing  Units  to  handle  the  out-going  mail  re- 
quirements of  the  City  Hospital  as  well  as  all 
departments  located  in  City  Hall  and  the  Annex. 

It  was  found  that  the  only  efficient  method 
to  accomplish  the  control  desired  was  to  establish 
centralized  operations  in  the  matter  of  mailing. 
It  is  estimated  that  by  so  doing  we  can  realize  a 
savings  in  postage  costs  alone  of  from  10  to  15 
per  cent  annually.  Since  departmental  postage 
expenditures  total  annually  in  excess  of  $125,000, 
a  minimum  savings  of  $15,000  is  anticipated. 
The  Post  Office  Department  has  found  that 
approximately  4  per  cent  of  the  adhesive  postage 
stamps  sold  is  never  used.  The  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  government  stamped  envelopes 
and  the  substitution  therefor  of  commercially 
purchased  envelopes  will  also  effect  savings. 
At  the  State  House  centralized  mailing  has  been 
in  operation  for  thirty -two  years  with  a  large 
degree  of  success  and  it  is  believed  that  a  similar 
procedure  at  the  City  Hospital  and  in  the  Hall 
and     Annex    would     produce     beneficial    results. 

The  results  of  the  Board's  studies  may  be 
summarized  by  listing  some  of  the  advantages 
of  a  centralized  mailing  room: 


(a)  Systematizes  operations  and  avoids 
duplications  and  errors  by  combining  into  one 
unit  scattered  operations  pertaining  to  one  of  the 
most  important  details  of  municipal  management. 

(b)  ^  Centralizes  this  unit  and  brings  it  under 
the  direction  of  individuals  trained  in  up-to-date 
mailing  procedures  so  that  all  correspondence 
in  both  the  Hall  and  Annex  will  receive  the  atten- 
tion its  importance  demands. 

(c)  Puts  important  details  of  mailing  in 
charge  of  one  person  who  is  familiar  with  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Postal  Service  and 
equips  himself  to  properly  conduct  this  important 
unit. 

(d)  Saves  postage  by  placing  the  supply  of 
postage  in  control  of  one  responsible  individual, 
making  it  possible  to  keep  a  proper  accounting 
of  all  postage  purchased. 

(e)  Saves  clerical  work  as  stenographers  can 
devote  their  full  time  to  correspondence  if  they 
are    alleviated    of    the    detail    of    despatching    it. 

(f)  Avoids  congestion  by  eliminating  rush 
work  in  various  departments  at  the  close  of 
business  hours  and  staggers  the  mailings  so  that 
the  day's  correspondence  is  not  received  at  the 
Post  Office  in  one  bulk  mailing  during  the  peak 
hours  when  congestion  also  prevails  there. 

(g)  Permits  the  economical  use  of  modern 
labor  saving  devices  which  each  department 
concerned  would  not  be  justified  in  buying  for 
their  mail  requirements  alone. 

The  Administrative  Services  Board  proposes, 
with  your  approval,  to  establish  central  mailing 
units  at  the  City  Hospital  and  in  City  Hall  Annex 
in  the  Collecting  Division  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. The  Director  of  Hospitals  is  in  favor  of 
this  action  and  already  has  plans  for  making 
space  available  for  such  a  unit.  With  slight 
structural  changes,  space  can  be  provided  in  the 
Collecting  Division  for  the  installation  of  modern 
mailing  equipment,  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
which  are  available  in  the  Equipment  Loan.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  June  6, 
1955,  requesting  that  a  survey  of  traffic  con- 
ditions in  Clifford  street,  Roxbury,  be  made 
with  a  view  to  having  it  made  one  way,  from 
Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Warren  street,  I  wish  to 
report   that   we   have   completed   our   survey. 

A  house  to  house  interview  was  made  on 
June  23  which  showed  that  the  majority  of 
the  residents  are  in  favor  of  making  the  street 
one  way.  However,  another  grievance  was 
brought  out  during  the  interview  which  may 
have  some  bearing  on  the  request.  There  is 
a  market  located  on  the  corner  of  Clifford 
street  and  Blue  Hill  avenue  where  the  owner 
parks  his  own  car  and  his  delivery  truck  in 
Clifford  street  in  the  "No  Parking"  area, 
blocking  the  free  movement  of  traffic  at  this 
intersection. 

There  were  21  families  who  could  not  be 
contacted  during  the  interview  and  it  is  pos- 
sible that  all  would  be  opposed  to  a  one-way 
rule.  Clifford  street  is  the  continuation  of 
Dale  street,  which  runs  from  Washington 
street  to  Warren  street  and  Clifford  street 
runs  from  Warren  street  to  Blue  Hill  avenue. 
This  is  a  very  long  block  and  would  put  the 
residents  long  distances  out  of  their  way  to 
get  to  their  homes. 

Our  engineer  discussed  conditions  in  this 
street  with  Police  Captain  Cloran  of  Division 
9  and  Captain  Cloran  viewed  the  area  and 
noted  that,  as  stated  above,  the  owner  of  the 
market  is  wont  to  park  his  car  and  truck  in 
the  "No  Parking"  side  of  the  street  practical- 
ly all  day  and  promised  to  have  this  practice 
stopped. 

The  captain  said  that  in  his  opinion  if 
consideration  were  to  be  given  to  making 
Clifford  street  one  way,  the  proper  direction 
would  be  from  Warren  street  to  Blue  Hill  ave- 
nue. He  said  that  Clifford  street  is  part  of 
the  Dale  street-Clifford  street  neighborhood 
crosstown  route  in  the  direction  of  Blue  Hill 
avenue  and  that  any  diversion  from  it  would 
create  confusion  and  would  have  a  serious  im- 
pact on   neighboring   streets. 

It  is  our  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  would 
be  better  not  to  invoke  a  one-way  rule  in  this 
street.

In  answer  to  your  request  for  consideration 
of  resolve  of  City  Council  dated  May  8,  1955, 
I   am   replying   as   follows: 

The  Board  has  discussed  at  several  meetings 
the  contents  of  this  resolve  along  with  Council 
resolutions  or  orders  of  March  28  (2),  April 
18,  and  an  additional  one  on  May  9.  The 
anxiety  of  the  City  Council  for  a  mapped  out 
solution  of  Boston's  problems  is  fully  ap- 
preciated and  it  is  agreed  that  these  problems 
have  a  profound  economic  complexity  and, 
further,  they  are  of  such  an  acute  nature  as  to 
generate  dissatisfaction   all   along  the  line. 

The  specific  studies  mentioned  are  all  under- 
way, with  the  exception  of  the  M.T.A.  study, 
which  it  is  believed  can  only  be  handled  as  an 
integrated  transportation  study  on  a  metro- 
politan basis.  We  understand  that  necessary 
preliminaries  for  the  initiation  of  this  study 
at  a  state  level  are  presently  under  considera- 
tion. 

The  Board  is  presently  engaged  in  two 
major  projects  which  are  quite  complex  and 
time  consuming,  but  are  of  fundamental  im- 
portance in  the  economic  and  structural  de- 
velopment of  the  city.  While  a  determined 
effort  is  being  made  to  bring  these  projects — 
the  Rezoning  study  and  the  Central  Area 
study  to  a  conclusion,  work  on  a  third  major 
project,  Urban  Renewal,  had  to  be  started. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  planned  to  have  a  final  re- 
port on  Zoning  and  a  progress  report  on  the 
Central  Area  available  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  will  shortly  be  drafting  its  work 
program  and  budget  for  next  year  and  will 
take  into  consideration  the  referrals  from  the 
Council  and  will  include  any  items  that  are 
not  now  in  the  program,  which  it  feels  are 
essential.

ENDORSEMENT   OF   EDITORIAL    IN 
'•THE    PILOT." 

Coun.  HURLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  editorial  "Who  Is  Wel- 
come?" from  the  edition  of  July  23,  1955,  of 
"The  Pilot,"  be  printed  as  part  of  the  minutes 
of  the  City  Council  meeting  of  July  25,  1955, 
and  that  three  hundred  (300)  extra  copies  be 
printed  and  sent  by  the  City  Clerk,  when 
printed,  to  all  of  the  members  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Delegation  in  Congress  and  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
The  editorial  is  as  follows: 

"Who   Is   Welcome?" 

For  the  past  decade  this  country  has  wit- 
nessed something  of  a  housing  construction 
race.  What  with  the  post-war  marriage  boom, 
the  influx  of  refugees  and  immigrants  and 
doubled-up  family  groups  unable  to  find  ac- 
commodations during  wartime  shortages;  all 
this,  coupled  with  structure  deterioration  and 
the  lack  of  critical  building  materials,  de- 
manded immediate  and  large-scale  housing  de- 
velopments. The  urgency  of  the  situation 
made  necessary,  as  never  before,  public  con- 
struction. Thus  it  was,  and  is,  that  both  state 
and  federal  governments  subsidized  housing 
programs,  the  former  mainly  for  veterans  and 
the  latter   for   "low   income"   families. 

Despite  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  up 
to  the  present  however,  the  rate  of  construc- 
tion still  seems  insufficient,  nationally  and 
locally.  More  than  that,  market  studies  have 
shown  that  private  enterprise  has  not  been 
making  decent  dwellings  available  to  the 
lower-income  and  larger-family  groups  at 
prices  they  can  afford  to  pay.  Single-family 
housing  construction  has  been  adapted  to  the 
so-called  "normal"  family  of  four  persons. 
It  is  hardly  fair  to  ask  what  would  become 
of-  this  country  if  we  had  only  such  "normal" 
families? 

In  his  encyclical  on  Christian  Marriage, 
Pope  Pius  XI,  speaking  on  the  very  subject 
of   inadequate   housing   had   this   to   say: 

"if  families,  particularly  those  in  which 
there  are  many  children  have  no  suitable 
dwellings  ...  it  is  patent  to  all  to  what 
an  extent  married  people  may  lose  heart, 
and  how  home  life  and  the  observance  of 
God's  commands  are  rendered  difficult  for 
them;  indeed  it  is  obvious  how  great  a  peril 
can  arise  to  the  public  security  and  to  the 
welfare  and  very  life  of  civil  society  it- 
self .  .  ." 

In  their  statement  of  1949,  the  American 
hierarchy  speaking  on  the  Christian  family 
took  exception  to  the  thinking  and  practices 
in  the  "land  Of  plenty"  where  parents  are 
forced  to  live  in  poverty  without  an  oppor- 
tunity to  own  their  own  homes,  while  govern- 
mental aids  are  extended  in  so  many  other 
economic  directions.  It  is  scant  comfort  to 
mouth  pious  platitudes  about  the  integrity  of 
American  family  life  when  parents  and  their 
children  find  themselves  confined  to  cramped 
quarters  because  there  is  "no  room"  in  the 
tenement  or  the  new  development  for  them. 

Yes,  there  is  a  shortage  Of  houses,  and  there 
are  those  experts  in  the  field  who  are  not 
overly  optimistic  about  the  long-range  possi- 
bilities for  improvements.  But  quite  apart 
from  the  construction  pi-oblems  of  the  private 
and  public  interests,  there  is  unfortunately 
with  the  "status  quo"  housing  situation  the 
far  more  serious  lack  of  charity  (and  justice 
too!)  on  the  part  of  certain  individuals.  Per- 
haps in  some  instances  the  sudden  change 
from  tenant  to  landlord  status  was  too  much 
for  them.  The  possession  of  house  and  prop- 
erty has  caused  them  to  take  a  dim  view  of 
children,  even  though  their  offspring  might 
but  recently  have  set  out  on  their  own  after 
living  a  normal,  active  childhood  in  the  family 
home — or  even  a  rented  apartment.  For  still 
other  property  owners,  there  might  be  the 
failure  to  remember  that  babies,  not  full 
grown  men,  come  upon  this  mortal  scene. 
Whatever  be  the  reasons  for  refusal  of  rentals, 
and    they    must    be    legion,    like   the   scriptural 


unclean  spirits,  they  are  not  at  all  Christian 
if  based  on  the  general  unaoceptability  of  chil- 
dren  in  the  house. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  landlords  do  not 
have  problems  to  face  with  their  tenants. 
Many  a  heartache  as  well  as  financial  reverses 
have  been  suffered  by  kind  house  owners  at 
the  hands  of  inconsiderate  renters.  Rather 
is  this  directed  to  those  owners  who  make 
restrictions  which  are  prejudicial  tto  Christian 
family  welfare.  In  a  sense  these  type  people 
might  be  called  accomplices  of  the  "crusaders 
against  children."  While  vehemently  denounc- 
ing the  birth  control  advocates,  these  property 
owners  express  the  same  sentiments  with  that 
polite  but  nonetheless  frightening  phrase, 
"No   children,   please." 

Could  it  be  that  some  otherwise  good 
Christians  forgot  how  the  Lord  chided  the 
disciples  when  they  tried  to  keep  the  children 
away  from  him?  "Let  them  be,  do  not  keep 
them  back  from  me;  the  kingdom  of  God  be- 
longs to  such  as  these.  Believe  me,  the  man 
who  does  not  accept  the  kingdom  of  God  like 
a  little  child  will  never  enter  into  it."  Evi- 
dently a  sign  on  the  door  of  heaven  would 
read,   "No  adults,  please."

This  schedule  has  been  reduced  to  figures  on 
the  apartment  level  instead  of  treating  with  a 
whole  development  as  it  is  felt  this  method 
is  more   easily  understood.

4.  The  payment  to  the  city  in  place  of 
taxes;    and 

5.  Operating    costs. 

The  present  maximum  rents  being  charged 
at  the  development  at  Old  Colony  are  as 
follows :

"The  tunnel  was  built  under  specific  au- 
thority contained  in  St.  1897,  chapter  500, 
section    17. 

"The  commission  did  not  have  to  make  a 
taking  for  the  incline  in  the  park,  but  did  on 
February  18,  1905,  vote  to  make  use  of  so 
much  of  the  public  street  as  was  necessary  to 
provide  an  adequate  approach  to  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel.  (B.  T.  C.  Records,  page 
3205). 

"Apparently  the  portion  of  the  park  in  the 
square  not  included  in  the  incline  or  approach 
remained  in  the  control  of  the  Boston  Park 
Department.  It  is  listed  among  the  public 
grounds,  squares,  etc.,  under  the  Park  De- 
partment, in  the  Municipal  Register  for  1951, 
page  69,  containing  4,396  square  feet.  This 
agrees  with   the  Atlas  of  1922. 

"It  seems  clear  that  the  Metropolitan  Tran- 
sit Authority,  as  successor  to  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  the  Transit  Commission, 
under  the  provisions  of  St.  1947,  chapter  544, 
section  8A  (h),  is  not  required  to  remove  this 
'hump,'  so  called,  in  accordance  with  the 
order  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  referred  to 
you   June  10,   1955,   for  the  following  reasons: 

"Mr.  Myott  reports,  as  of  June  30,  1955, 
that  this  opening  now  affords  natural  ventila- 
tion to  the  tunnel  and  that  if  the  hump  was 
removed  and  the  surface  paved  it  would  be 
necessary  to  construct  a  ventilating  chamber 
with  a  power  fan  to  take  its  place.  The

1.  There  has  been  no  permit  for  dumping 
at  Barry's  Ledge,  453  Cummins  Highway, 
since  1943.  Recent  inspections  by  the  Health 
Department  have  shown  no  visible  dumping 
being  done  there. 

2.  The  drilling  and  blasting  at  Barry's 
Ledge  is  being  conducted  under  a  valid  out- 
standing permit  which  carries  a  bond,  and  at 
no  time  has  the  Fire  Department  been  in- 
formed by  the  insurance  company  of  any  viola- 
tion of  the  terms  of  the  permit.  The  Fire 
Department  has  had  an  inspection  made  and 
finds  the  blasting  operations  being  conducted 
under   the   proper   manner. 

3.  The  Fire  Prevention  Division  has  con- 
tacted all  persons  suspected  to  dump  there  and 
warned   them   against   the   practice. 

4.  Fires   have   ceased. 

5.  The  district  chief  visits  the  location  on 
his  tour  of  duty.  The  health  inspector  and 
supervisor  are  making  daily  inspections.

the  best  available  specialists  on  poliomyelitis 
pool  their  efforts  to  afford  any  and  all  possible 
help  to  Boston  families  stricken  with  the  dis- 
ease. 

Relative  to  this  resolve  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  it  may  be  stated  that  since  the  start 
Of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  reported  to  the  Boston  Health 
Department,  the  Health  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  has  daily  been  in  communica- 
tion with  the  superintendents  and/or  medical 
officers  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  the 
Haynes  Memorial  Hospital,  which  is  a  branch 
of  the  Massachusetts  Memorial  Hospital,  the 
Children's  Medical  Center,  the  Carney  Hos- 
pital, the  United  States  Veterans  Hospital  in 
Jamaica  Plain,  and  many  of  the  other  hos- 
pitals in  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  proper  procedure  for  care  of  cases  of 
infantile   paralysis. 

The  Health  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston    participated    with    the    Mayor    of    the 
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City  of  Boston  in  a  joint  conference  with  the 
superintendents  of  many  hospitals  and  other 
recognized  specialists  in  poliomyelitis  on 
Wednesday,  August  3,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining the  most  desirable  procedures 
relative  to  the  present  outbreak  of  polio- 
myelitis. As  a  result  of  this  conference  there 
is  a  general  agreement  as  to  the  procedures 
to  be  followed,  and  I  am  confident  that  in- 
sofar as  the  treatment  is  concerned — both 
at  the  various  hospitals  caring  for  a  number 
of  poliomyelitis  cases  as  well  as  those  caring 
for  a  limited  number  of  such  cases — the  best 
recognized  course  of  treatment  is  available; 
and  all  have  knowledge  of  the  facilities  and 
help  available  both  by  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  the  National  Foundation  of  In- 
fantile Paralysis  and  the  Suffolk  County  Chap- 
ter  of   March   of    Dimes. 

The  Health  Department  has  had  the  benefit 
of  consultation  with  outstanding  specialists 
in  poliomyelitis,  including  recent  recipients 
of  the  Nobel  Award  for  work  on  poliomyelitis, 
as  well  as  the  medical  advisor  to  President 
Eisenhower  and  to  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare;  also 
clinicians,  neurologists,  and  epidemiologists 
from  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  Tufts  Med- 
ical School,  and  Boston  University  School  of 
Medicine.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order 
that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council  under 
date   of   July   25: 

"Whereas,  On  Monday,  May  2,  1955,  the 
Boston  City  Council  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
its  Honorable  Body  did  on  motion  of  Council- 
lor  Piemonte  pass   the  following   order: 

'Whereas,  The  littering  of  streets  is  a  detri- 
ment to  any  city;   and 

'Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  correc- 
tion of  this  problem  involves  more  than  one 
department;  and 

'Whereas,  The  Public  Works  Commissioner 
has  under  his  direction  the  collecting  of  refuse 
and  garbage  and  the  sweeping  of  streets;   and 

'Whereas,  The  Health  Department  has  with- 
in its  power  a  division  known  as  the  Health 
and  Sanitation  Inspectors,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
enforce  health  and  sanitation  in  the  City  of 
Boston;   and 

'Whereas,  The  Police  Department  is  the 
general  law-enforcing  agency  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

'Whereas,  The  Park  Department  has  the 
supervision  of  the  picking  up  of  litter  in  the 
parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

'Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  the  department  charged  with 
the  drawing  up  of  ordinances  and  passing  on 
the  legality  and  constitutionality  of  the  same; 
and 

'Whereas,  The  Traffic  Commission  makes 
the  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  parking; 
now,  therefore  be  it 


'Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  re- 
quest that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, the  Health  Commissioner,  the  Traffic 
Commissioner,  and  the  Corporation  Counsel 
confer  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  per- 
manent campaign  against  litterbugs  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  to  draw  up  and  execute 
any  plans  or  ordinances  which  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  out  the  same; 
and   be   it  further 

'Resolved,  That  they  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  inviting  the  School  Committee  to 
assist  them  in  distributing  leaflets  and  cir- 
culars relative  to  said  campaign  to  the  homes 
through  the  school  children;   and  be  it 

'Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  Police 
Commissioner,  the  Health  Commissioner,  the 
Park  Commissioner,  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  confer  for  the  purpose  of  discus- 
sing a  permanent  campaign  against  litter- 
bugs; and  be  it  further 

'Ordered,  That  said  group  invite  the  coop- 
eration of  the  School  Committee  in  distribut- 
ing to  the  homes,  by  the  school  children,  leaf- 
lets and  circulars  relative  to  said  campaign;

'Whereas,  The  litterbugs  are  still  very  much 
active  in  the  streets,  parks  and  playgrounds

'Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct 
the  department  heads  named  in  the  aforesaid 
order  adopted  on  May  2  to  intensify  and  put 
into  action  their  campaign  against  the  litter-

In  addition  to  the  invitation  extended  to 
department  heads,  I  also  invited  Councillor 
Piemonte  to  our  meeting,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  any  advice  or  suggestions  that 
he  might  have  to  offer  in  connection  with  the 
general  subject  of  clean  streets,  clean  back- 
yards,  etc. 

The  meeting  was  held  as  scheduled,  and  the 
subject  of  Mr.  Piemonte's  order  and  related 
matters  were  thoroughly  discussed  by  the 
representatives  of  each  department  present  at 
the  meeting.  All  persons  in  attendance 
pledged  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  their 
departments  and  facilities  in  providing  for  a 
clean  city.  The  only  department  not  repre- 
sented was  the  Health  Department,  and  I 
might  say  at  this  time  that  the  latter-refer- 
enced  department  is   working  continuously  on 
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problems  of  sanitation,  and  I  do  not  feel  that 
they  need  any  urging  to  assist  in  keeping  our 
streets  and   backyards   clean. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment is  doing  everything  within  reason  to 
keep  our  streets  in  a  clean  condition.  Recent- 
ly, I  provided,  by  allocation,  the  sum  of 
$10,000  in  the  appropriate  budgetary  item  to 
purchase  500  additional  waste  paper  con- 
tainers, to  be  placed  on  the  sidewalks  in  the 
downtown  areas,  in  an  effort  to  lessen  the 
littering  of  the  streets.  A  contract  for  100  of 
these  boxes  has  already  been  awarded,  and  it 
is  our  intention  to  award  further  contracts 
for  the  additional  400  boxes  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

In  addition,  within  the  past  three  weeks,  we 
inaugurated  the  new  street  cleaning  program 
in  the  downtown  streets  by  assigning  a  me- 
chanical street  cleaning  machine  to  the  area 
in  the  daytime  hours,  from  11  A.M.  to  4  P.M. 
Heretofore,  we  have  never  used  sweepers  dur- 
ing the  daytime  hours  in  the  downtown  streets, 
because  of  the  large  volume  of  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic.  However,  I  felt  that  a 
street  cleaning  machine — if  operated  carefully 
— would  not  constitute  a  hazard  to  traffic  or 
create  a  bottleneck.  This  operation  has  proved 
successful  to  date,  and  it  is  most  beneficial  in 
that  we  are  able  to  remove  a  great  deal  of 
litter  that  accumulates  between  the  time  that 
the  streets  are  cleaned  in  the  early  morning 
hours  and  midday.  The  use  of  the  mechanical 
street  cleaning  machine  is  much  more  efficient 
than  the  long-established  system  of  manual 
pushcart  patrols,  although  the  latter-refer- 
enced system  is  needed,  as  many  areas  are 
inaccessible  to  the  cumbersome  street  cleaning 
machines. 

We    are    well    aware    of    the    importance    of 
clean    streets,    and,    as    stated    hereinbefore,    I 
feel     that     we     are    doing     everything     within 
reason  to  prevent  the  undue  littering  of  them.

Dear  Sir: 

The  present  method  of  preparing  and  print- 
ing the  police  and  votings  lists  is  cumbersome, 
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expensive  and,  in  a  sense,  wasteful.  The 
development  and  printing  of  the  two  lists  in- 
volve roughly  3,200,000  separate  acts  or  opera- 
tions. In  the  current  year  the  direct  costs 
alone  will  total  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$220,000,  and  the  entire  cycle  must  be  re- 
peated each  year,  since  it  is  impossible  to 
salvage  any  portion  of  the  work  performed  or 
records   produced   in   the  previous  year. 

In  other  municipalities  throughout  the 
country  the  problem  has  been  met  by  the  use 
of  tabulating  or  addressograph  equipment.  By 
the  use  of  punch  cards  or  plates,  permanent 
master  files  have  been  established,  and  each 
year  these  files  have  been  brought  up  to  date 
by  eliminating  the  cards  or  plates  of  persons 
who  have  moved,  died,  etc.,  by  correcting 
those  cards  or  plates  where  a  change  in  status 
of  the  person  involved  has  occurred,  and  by 
including  new  cards  or  plates  for  new  resi- 
dents or  voters.  The  maximum  changes  in- 
volved in  establishing  the  files  on  a  current 
basis  have  varied  in  various  localities  between 
10  and  20  per  cent.  This  means  that  where 
it  is  only  necessary  to  process  each  year  the 
"exceptions"  in  the  master  file,  the  annual 
effort  involved  may  be  reduced  at  least  80  per 
cent  below  that  required  when  each  year  in- 
volves, as  at  present  in  Boston,  a  complete 
new  set-up. 

Philadelphia  and  Providence  are  now  using 
tabulating  equipment;  whereas  Newark,  Balti- 
more, San  Francisco,  and  Miami  are  using 
addressograph  equipment.  In  Massachusetts, 
installations  of  this  character  have  been  made 
in  Cambridge,  Newton,  Leominster,  and 
Watertown.  Staff  members  of  this  depart- 
ment have  visited  Newark,  Cambridge,  and 
Leominster  and  have  been  greatly  impressed 
with  the  efficiency  of  the  operations  observed. 
Officials  in  these  cities  have  been  high  in  their 
praise  of  the  manner  in  which  the  equipment 
has   functioned. 

After  reviewing  the  experience  of  several 
of  the  cities  previously  mentioned,  we  suggest 
that  consideration  be  given  to  the  adoption 
of   the  following   plan: 

Install  addressograph-multigraph  equipment 
in  the  Printing  Plant  and  start  preparing 
addressograph  plates  for  every  name  appear- 
ing on  the  police  list  for  the  current  year. 
These  plates  will  constitute  a  master  file  which 
will  be  located  in  an  addressograph  section  to 
be   established   in   the   Printing   Plant. 

In  suggesting  that  addressograph  equipment 
be  used,  consideration  was  given  to  the  fact 
that  any  reductions  in  cost  secured  by  the 
new  methods  would  affect  adversely  the  income 
of  the  Printing  Plant.  Because  of  this  fact  it 
was  decided  that  preference  should  be  given 
to  that  type  of  equipment  which  could  best 
be  utilized  in  the  Printing  Plant  not  alone  for 
the  two  lists  directly  involved  but  also  for 
other  types  of  allied  work.  On  this  basis  it 
was  agreed  that  an  addressograph-multigraph 
installation  would  be  more  advantageous,  since 
it  could  be  installed  and  operated  in  the 
Printing  Plant  throughout  the  year. 

In  Massachusetts  cities  where  the  proposed 
system  is  actually  in  operation,  shortly  before 
the  next  annual  listing  is  to  start,  the  listing 
cards  to  be  used  by  police  officers  are  pre- 
printed from  the  master  file  with  all  the  in- 
formation appearing  on  the  plates.  These 
preprinted  cards  are  given  to  the  officers  as 
they  start  their  visitations  of  all  places  of 
residence.  While  at  any  particular  address, 
the  officer  verifies  the  information  on  the  cards 
of  those  persons  still  residing  at  the  address, 
makes  notations  on  the  cards  of  former  resi- 
dents of  any  change  in  status  or  location,  and 
prepares  new  cards  for  those  residents  on 
which  he  has  no  preprinted  card.  Typewritten 
lists  are  then  prepared  from  all  cards  on 
which  changes  have  been  recorded  or  which 
relate  to  new  residents.  These  lists  are  then 
checked  against  the  master  file  and  appropri- 
ate changes  and  alterations  made  on  the  plates 
contained  therein.  When  all  exceptions  and 
changes  have  been  made,  the  master  file  re- 
flects a  current  list  of  residents  from  which 
the  printed   list  may  be  prepared. 


According  to  the  records  of  the  Boston 
Election  Department,  20,000  persons  move  an- 
nually to  new  addresses  in  the  city  and 
40,000  persons  "disappear"  for  one  reason  or 
another.  The  significance  of  these  figures 
with  relation  to  the  proposed  change  is  this — 
whereas  at  present  police  officers  must  an- 
nually fill  out  in  their  entirety  550,000  listing 
cards,  under  the  proposed  system  a  maximum 
of  60,000  cards  would  require  attention  beyond 
the  verifications  of  the  prelisted  information. 
Eliminating  almost  90  per  cent  of  the  present 
clerical  burden  borne  by  police  officers  should, 
it  would  seem,  greatly  expedite  the  completion 
of  the  annual  listing  operation.  In  addition, 
the  typewritten  lists  reflecting  these  changes 
would  contain  only  60,000  names,  whereas  the 
lists  now  prepared  by  the  Police  Department 
include  every  name  recorded  by  the  police 
officers. 

It  was  originally  contemplated  that  the 
listing  operations  used  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  years  could  be  revised  to  conform 
with  the  practice  in  other  Massachusetts  cities 
where  the  proposed  system  is  in  operation, 
thus  simplifying  procedures  and  securing  sub- 
stantial savings.  Conferences  with  the  Police 
Commissioner,  however,  raised  questions  as  to 
whether  the  proposed  system  conforms  with 
the  provisions  of  the  special  laws  relating  to 
police  listing  in  Boston  and  also  whether  it  is 
desirable  to  furnish  preprinted  cards  to  police 
officers.  Since  it  will  take  time  to  resolve 
these  questions  and  possibly  require  amend- 
ments to  the  special  laws,  it  has  been  decided 
to  make  no  change,  for  this  year  at  least,  in 
the  listing  operations  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Despite  this  decision,  we  believe  it  is 
feasible  to  apply  the  proposed  system  to  the 
operations  involved  in  the  printing  of  the  two 
lists  and  secure  worthwhile  savings  and  im- 
provements in  existing  procedure.  Briefly  the 
operations   will   proceed   as   follows: 

The  typewritten  list  furnished  by  the  Police 
Department  to  the  Printing  Plant  will  be 
checked  against  the  plates  in  the  master  file. 
The  plates  of  persons  not  found  will  be  re- 
moved from  the  master  file  and  placed  in  a 
suspense  file.  Subsequently,  this  file  will  be 
used  to  address  the  notices  sent  each  year  by 
the  Election  Department  to  "dropped  persons," 
thus  relieving  the  department  of  the  great 
effort  now  involved  in  the  manual  preparation 
of  such  notices.  New  plates  will  be  prepared 
for  new  residents  as  well  as  for  changes  in 
name,  occupation,  etc.  Plates  of  those  persons 
who  moved  will  be  associated,  wherever  pos- 
sible, with  "new  residents"  appearing  at  loca- 
tions to  which  transfer  in  residence  has  taken 
place. 

When  every  name  appearing  on  the  type- 
written list  has  been  checked  and  the  ap- 
propriate changes  and  alterations  made  on 
the  plates  in  the  master  file,  they  will  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  multigraph  process  to 
print  the  "List  of  Residents."  Whereas,  under 
the  present  system,  the  printing  of  this  list 
requires  the  setting  in  type  of  550,000  names, 
under  the  proposed  system  the  preparation  of 
the  master  files  for  the  printing  operation 
will  involve  the  handling  of  approximately 
60,000   names  or  plates. 

In  establishing  the  master  addressograph 
file,  tabs  will  be  placed  on  all  plates  bearing 
the  names  of  registered  voters.  When  it  comes 
time  to  print  the  voting  lists,  the  addresso- 
graph machines  can  be  adjusted  so  as  to  by- 
pass all  plates  not  tabbed.  In  preparing  for 
the  printing  of  the  voting  lists,  therefore,  the 
only  new  operation  will  be  the  preparation  of 
plates  for  those  names  which  are  added  by 
the  Election  Department  through  supplemen- 
tary  registration. 

At  the  present  time  in  preparing  the  cur- 
rent year's  voting  list,  the  Election  Depart- 
ment checks  every  name  on  the  police  list 
against  the  voting  list  of  the  previous  year. 
This  work,  which  consumes  about  four  months' 
time  of  the  Election  Department  personnel, 
will  be  entirely  eliminated  under  the  proposed 
system.  Also  eliminated  will  be  the  necessity 
for  the  Printing  Plant  to  set  in  type  for  the 
voting   lists    approximately    300,000   names. 
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The  elimination  of  these  two  specific  oper- 
ations, together  with  reductions  in  and  sim- 
plification of  other  phases  of  the  present 
cumbersome  system,  will,  it  is  estimated,  pro- 
duce savings   in   excess  of  $100,000. 

To  establish  the  proposed  system  will  require 
the  purchase  of  equipment  costing  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $75,000.  Funds  for  this  pur- 
chase are  available  within  the  equipment  loan. 
In  addition,  supplies  costing  approximately 
$8,000  will  be  needed,  and  in  the  initial  stages 
of  the  installation  clerical  services  involving 
an  expenditure  of  $5,000  will  be  required.  The 
final  stages  of  the  installation  will  be  handled 
by  the  personnel  of  the  Printing  Plant  who 
will  also  operate  the  system  when  once  es- 
tablished. It  is  interesting  to  note,  we  believe, 
that  the  initial  cost  will  be  completely  ex- 
tinguished by  savings  secured  during  the  first 
year   the   system   is   in   operation. 

One  very  desirable  result  from  the  system 
previously  described  will  be  the  simplification 
and  standardization  of  work  in  the  Printing 
Department.  At  the  present  time,  the  print- 
ing of  the  police  and  voting  lists  consumes 
approximately  six  months  of  the  time  of 
Printing  Plant  personnel.  During  this  six 
months  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  substantial 
force  at  work  in  the  department,  and  when 
the  work  is  completed  very  often  there  is  not 
enough  new  work  to  keep  the  large  staff  busy. 
Under  the  new  system,  it  should  be  possible 
to  establish  a  work  program  in  the  Plant 
which  would  be  constant  throughout  the  year 
and  ensure  a  production  schedule  which  would 
satisfy  the  needs  of  all  departments  using  the 
Plant. 

At  the  present  time  during  the  six  months 
when  the  Plant  is  engaged  with  the  two  lists 
production  of  other  work  suffers,  thus  occa- 
sioning many  complaints  from  departments 
concerning  the  service  rendered.  Much  of  the 
machinery  at  present  in  use  in  the  Printing 
Plant  is  old  and  outmoded,  thus  limiting  the 
character  of  work  performed.  The  new  equip- 
ment will  give  the  Plant  modern,  high-speed 
machines  for  producing  a  wide  variety  of 
work. 

With  your  approval,  steps  can  be  taken  so 
as  to  place  the  system,  as  outlined,  in  opera- 
tion   at   the   beginning   of    1956.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  2  of 
chapter  3A  of  the  Revised  City  Ordinances,  I 
submit  herewith  copies  of  a  report  sent  to  the 
Mayor  on  the  subject  of  the  abandonment  of  the 
Printing  Section  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
transfer  of  its  operations  to  the  City  Printing 
Plant.

Dear  Sir: 

Through  the  installation  of  addressograph- 
multilith  equipment  in  the  City  Printing  Plant, 
which  will  result  in  substantial  reductions  in  the 
amount  of  time  previously  consumed  in  the  printing 
of  police  and  voting  lists,  this  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  establishment  of  a  new  work 
program  at  the  City  Printing  Plant  to  utilize 
efficiently  the  time  saved  in  this  one  operation 
alone  should  include  plans  at  the  present  time  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  Printing  Section  at  the 
Boston  Public  Library  and  transfer  of  its  operations 
to  the  City  Printing  Plant. 

This  proposed  consolidation  has  been  contem- 
plated since  August  of  last  year,  after  a  survey 
was  conducted  by  an  expert  on  municipal  printing 
operations  whose  findings  were  checked  by  em- 
ployees of  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment, but  definite  action  has  been  deferred  until 
such  time  as  the  City  Printing  Plant's  electrical 
power  has  been  converted  from  direct  to  alternate 
current,  and  this  is  being  accomplished  at  the 
present  time.  This  conversion  is  mandatory 
because  of  the  fact  that  all  up-to-date,  modern 
printing  equipment  requires  AC  current,  including 
the  addressograph-multilith  equipment  now  being 
installed. 

At  the  beginning  of  1954,  the  present  staff  in  the 
Printing  Section  of  the  Library  Department  con- 
sisted of  five  employees,  and  due  to  the  retirement 
of  three  employees  during  the  latter  part  of  1954,  - 
which  vacancies  were  never  filled  because  of  the 
contemplated  consolidation,  only  two  members  of 
the  staff,  one  linotype  operator  and  one  cylinder 
pressman,  remain,  and  it  is  proposed  to  transfer 
these  two  employees  to  the  Printing  Plant  upon 
consolidation.  It  will  be  unnecessary  to  fill  the 
positions  caused  by  retirements  in  the  event  the 
consolidation  is  effected,  as  the  Printing  Plant  has 
an  ample  supply  of  skilled  help. 

The  operating  costs  of  the  Printing  Section  at 
the  Library  increased  over  58  per  cent  in  the  ten- 
year  period  from  1945  through  1954;  its  present 
equipment  is  outmoded  and  worn  out,  except  for 
one  press  with  an  AC  motor  which  can  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  City  Printing  Plant;  all  other  machine 
equipment  has  an  average  age  of  35  years,  and  its 
turn-in  value  is  estimated  in  the  vicinity  of  $1,000; 
lighting  is  poor;  costs  for  paper  stock  are  ex- 
tremely high  because  of  small-lot  purchases.  To 
place  this  section  in  first-class  condition  would 
cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000,  requiring 
the  purchase  of  three  new  typesetter  machines, 
two  new  presses,  new  lighting  equipment,  and  the 
acquisition  of  at  least  two  additional  employees. 

To  accomplish  the  consolidation  proposed,  it 
would  require  the  transfer  of  two  employees,  plus 
usable  equipment  which  has  an  estimated  value  of 
$25,000.  All  other  equipment  would  be  turned  in 
toward  the  planned  purchase  out  of  the  Equipment 
Loan  of  a  new  Mergenthaler  linotype  machine  to 
be  installed  in  the  Printing  Plant.  This  purchase 
was  proposed  in  connection  with  the  over-all 
equipment  replacement  program  of  the  Printing 
Plant,  but  nevertheless  it  will  serve  to  handle  not 
only  the  printing  requirements  of  the  Library 
Department  but  other  departments  as  well_. 

From  the  standpoint  of  good  administration  and 
good  business,  I  am  summarizing  herewith  several 


reasons  why  the  Board  believes  this  proposed  con- 
solidation should  be  effected  at  the  earliest  possible 
date: 

1.  It  will  eliminate  a  division  whose  work 
is  a  duplication  of  work  now  being  performed 
by  another  division. 

2.  It  will  make  unnecessary  the  filling  of 
three  positions  at  a  savings  of  $14,625  annually. 

3.  It  will  centralize  printing  operations  in  an 
area  consigned  to  such  work. 

4.  It  will  decrease  the  costs  of  paper  and  other 
materials  required  through  volume  purchases. 

5.  It  will  relieve  the  Public  Library  of  all 
accounting,  record  keeping,  maintenance,  per- 
sonnel problems,  purchasing,  and  other  functions 
which  attend  the  operation  of  a  printing  plant. 

6.  It  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  purchasing 
new  equipment  and  renovating  the  Printing 
Section  of  the  Library  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$100,000. 

7.  It  will  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Public 
Library  a  shop  staffed  by  a  larger  group  of 
skilled  and  versatile  craftsmen,  which  is  capable 
of  producing  many  times  the  volume  now  pos- 
sible in  the  Public  Library  Plant,  even  if  it  were 
fully  staffed. 

8.  It  will  make  available  additional  space 
for  the  Library  to  possibly  expand  its  bindery 
operations,  which  section  at  the  present  time  is 
inadequate  and  poorly  lighted. 

Excessive  costs  at  the  City  Printing  Plant  are 
due,  without  question,  to  nonproductive  time  in 
the  book  composing  and  cylinder  press  room  in 
the  printing  of  police  and  voting  lists. 

The  ideal  and  permanent  solution  would  be  to 
secure  sufficient  additional  volume  to  increase  the 
production  hour  percentage  of  the  entire  plant. 
We  believe  consolidation  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Printing  Plant  is  a  major  step  in  this  direc- 
tion, since  the  character  of  the  work  is  within 
the  skill  range  of  the  City  Printing  Plant's  per- 
sonnell.  As  the  volume  of  productive  work  rises, 
production  costs  will  decrease,  thereby  making  it 
possible  for  the  Printing  Plant  to  offer  more  at- 
tractive prices  to  city  and  county  departments 
utilizing  its  services. 

With  your  approval,  the  Board  will  suggest  to 
the  Library  Trustees  that  steps  be  taken  at  an 
early  date  to  abandon  the  Printing  Section  of 
the  Boston  Public  Library  and  transfer  its  opera- 
tions to  the  City  Printing  Plant  as  recommended.

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of  August 
1,  1955,  requesting  the  Traffic  Commission  to  make 
a  study  of  conditions  at  Congreve  street,  South 
street,  and  Walworth  street,  West  Roxbury,  I  wish 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

A  traffic  count  at  this  intersection  made  on 
August  18  and  August  19,  1955,  shows  very  little 
traffic  using  Congreve  street  and  a  negligible 
amount  of  cross  traffic  from  Walworth  street  to 
Congreve  street.  This  volume  of  cross  movement 
is  so  small  that  it  would  not  constitute  a  warrant 
for  the  installation  of  "Stop-and-Go"  traffic 
signals . 

There  is  a  signal  very  close  to  this  intersection, 
namely,  at  the  corner  of  Robert  street  and  South 
street. 

Our  accident  records  show  two  motor  vehicle 
accidents  involving  personal  injuries  occurring  at 
this  intersection  during  the  past  four  years.  There 
are  existing  warning  signs  in  the  approaches  to 
the  intersection.  In  our  opinion  conditions  at  this 
location  do  not  indicate  any  additional  traffic 
control.

This  is  in  relation  to  the  order  introduced  in  your 
Honorable  Body  on  August  29,  1955,  and  re- 
ferred on  said  date  by  your  Honorable  Body  to 
me  in  accordance  with  G.  L.  (ter.  ed.)  c.  35,  s.  56, 
in  that  it  would  amend  an  order  submitted  by  me 
to  your  Honorable  Body  on  August  1,  1955, 
amending  Schedule  B  of  the  Compensation  and 
Classification  Plans  for  the  Officers  and  Employees 
of  Suffolk  County. 

Unlike  the  classifications  involved  in  my  recom- 
mendations which  are  limited  to  the  Jail  and  the 
House  of  Correction,  the  classifications  which 
would  be  affected  by  the  above-mentioned  pro- 
posed order  are,  with  minor  exceptions,  general 
classifications  applying  to  all  county  officers  and 
not  simply  the  Jail  and  the  House  of  Correction.  In 
making  this  statement  I  take  it  that  "clerk  and 
stenographer,"  "motor  equipment  operator," 
and  "institution  industries  supervisor"  were 
respectively  intended  where  "stenographer," 
"motor  vehicle  operator,"  and  "industries  super- 
visor" were  used,  and  that  the  order  will  be 
corrected  accordingly  before  further  action  is 
taken  upon  it. 

Adoption  of  the  above  revised  order  as  so 
amended  thus  means  that  all  holders  of  all  classifi- 
cations named  therein  would  be  entitled  to  the 
proposed  increases  irrespective  of  what  county 
department  in  which  they  served.  In  my  opinion 
such  a  change  as  proposed  would  warrant  city 
employees  similarly  classified  in  expecting  similar 
increases,  for,  as  now  established,  the  County 
Compensation  Plan  and  the  City  Compensation 
Plan  are  closely  correlated. 

We  are  now  surveying  all  positions  in  the  County 
Plan  other  than  the  officer  personnel  at  the  Jail 
and  the  House  of  Correction,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  no  further  changes  should  be  made 
until  the  result  of  this  survey  is  known,  which 
should  be  in  the  near  future.

EMERGENCY   SESSION  OF  LEGISLATURE 
ON   AUTO   INSURANCE   RATES.

I  submit  herewith  a  form  of  order  whereby  the 
City  of  Boston  may  sell  the  land  at  Child  street 
and  South  street  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop 
of  Boston  for  the  sum  of  $15,000,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  said  order.

Gentlemen: 

At  the  present  time  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment has  under  its  jurisdiction  a  parcel  of  land 
containing  43,037  feet  and  located  at  the  inter- 
section of  Child  street  and  South  street,  Jamaica 
Plain,  as  shown  on  accompanying  plan  numbered 
K-504. 

The  land  is  used  as  a  local  district  yard  by  the 
various  divisions  of  this  department.  It  is  to  be 
abandoned  as  such,  however,  within  the  next  two 
or  three  weeks,  as  a  headquarters  for  the  Jamaica 
Plain  district  is  to  be  located  in  our  new  district 
yard  on  Forest  Hills  street.  A  new  office  building, 
garage,  and  related  facilities  have  recently  been 
completed  at  the  latter-referenced  site,  and  it  is 
ready  for  occupancy.  Therefore,  the  present 
district  headquarters  at  Child  and  South  streets 
'  will  be  available  for  disposal. 

For  many  years  the  pastor  of  St.  Thomas's 
Church,  which  is  located  on  the  westerly  side  of 
South  street  opposite  the  district  yard,  has  been 
very  anxious  to  acquire  the  yard  upon  its  abandon- 
ment by  the  department.  The  church  authorities 
desire  to  use  the  yard  area  for  the  free  parking  of 
vehicles  used  by  parishioners,  and  also,  at  some 
time  in  the  future,  for  the  site  of  an  addition  to  the 
present  parochial  school. 

Recently  I  completed  negotiations  with  the 
pastor  concerning  this  matter,  and  we  agreed  on  a 
purchase  price  of  $15,000  for  the  above-referenced 
area.  Some  time  ago  I  had  an  appraisal  of  the  yard 
and  buildings  made  by  the  firm  of  John  C.  Kiley 
&  Son,  and  the  land  was  appraised  at  a  value  of 
$17,200.  I  feel  that  this  amount  represents  a  fair 
purchase  price,  but  I  am  making  an  allowance  of 
$2,200  for  the  removal,  by  the  church  authorities, 
of  the  existing  dilapidated  wooden  structures  that 
are  located  in  the  yard  and  which  are  detrimental 
to  the  church  property  and  residential  property  in 
the  vicinity.  I  have  determined,  therefore,  that 
the  amount  of  $15,000  represents  a  fair  price  for 
the  area,  taking  into  consideration  the  use  to 
which  said  area  is  to  be  put. 

I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
City  Council  take  favorable  action  on  the  enclosed 
order,  which  was  prepared  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, and  which,  in  substance,  transfers  title  of  the 
land  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop  of  Boston, 
at  an  agreed  price  of  $15,000.

FEES  FOR  CERTIFICATES  ISSUED  BY 
THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  BEACON 
HILL  ARCHITECTURAL  COMMISSION. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  616  of  the  Acts 
of  1955,  recently  enacted,  the  Historic  Beacon 
Hill  District  in  the  City  of  Boston  was  created 
and  the  Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 
was  established  in  the  Building  Department  of 
the   city. 

Further  provisions  of  this  act  require  the  is- 
suance by  the  secretary  of  this  commission  of 
certain  classes  of  certificates  after  application  has 
been  made  for  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  or  demolition  of  any  structure  in  the 
district.  The  statute  makes  reference  to  three 
types  of  certificates,  namely,  certificate  of  non- 
applicability  of  the  statute;  certificate  of  ap- 
propriateness; certificate  of  the  expiration  of  the 
prescribed  period  after  notice  of  demolition. 

Although  the  members  of  the  commission  are 
to  serve  without  compensation,  they  are  to  be 
reimbursed,  however,  for  expenses  necessarily 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties;  the 
secretary  of  the  commission  is  to  receive  compen- 
sation; and  the  serving  of  notices  and  the  conduct- 
ing of  hearings  are  also  prerequisites  to  a  certificate 
of     appropriateness. 

Regarding  the  above  classes  of  certificates,  it 
appears  logical  that  fees  should  be  adopted  to 
cover  at  least  part  of  the  expense  involved  in  the 
administration  of  this  commission,  but  in  the  case 
of  the  certificate  of  nonapplicability  of  the  statute 
and  in  the  absence  of  experience  under  the  statute, 
no  reason  can  be  advanced  why  a  fee  should  be 
charged  for  such  a  certificate,  since  it  would  seem 
that  an  individual  should  not  be  subject  to  a  fee 
if  he  is  not  subject  to  licensing.  However,  the  other 
two  classes  of  certificates  are  in  the  nature  of 
licenses  requiring  deliberation  by  the  commission 
sitting  in  meeting,  and  a  fee,  in  my  opinion,  is 
not  only  warranted  but  necessary.  The  establish- 
ment of  the  following  fees  under  chapter  222  of 
the  Acts  of  1949  appear  to  be  fair  and  just— _  for  a 
certificate  of  appropriateness,  $35;  for  a  certificate 
of  the  expiration  of  the  prescribed  period  after 


notice  of  demolition,  $25 —  and,  accordingly,  I 
recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  early  adoption 
of  the  ordinance  transmitted  herewith.

"Whereas,  During  recent  years  considerable 
thought  has  been  given  by  many  civic  and  reli- 
gious groups  within  our  nation,  as  well  as  millions 
of  individual  citizens,  to  the  menace  of  immoral, 
obscene,  and  sadistic  literature  being  circulated 
widely  throughout  the  nation;  and 

"Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  right-thinking 
people,  well-organized  and  immediate  action 
must  be  taken  to  prevent  the  mental  and  moral 
virus  from  destroying  the  minds  and  morals 
particularly  of  our  youth;  and 

"Whereas,  It  is  generally  agreed  that,  pending 
adoption  of  effective  and  constitutional  legisla- 
tion, one  of  the  most  potent  remedies  is  the 
force  of  public  opinion  brought  to  bear  on  the 
comic  book,  periodical  and  pocket-size  book 
industry  and  their  retail  outlets;  be  it  therefore 
'•Resolved,  That  the  Holy  Name  Society 
throughout  the  United  States,  in  cooperation 
with  those  agencies  at  work  in  this  field,  notably 
the  National  Organization  for  Decent  Litera- 
ture, will,  publicly  and  privately,  through  every 
legitimate  means,  and  through  its  thousands  of 
member-societies,  do  everything  within  its  power 
to  remove  the  above-mentioned  menace;  and  be 
it  further 

"Resolved,  That  this  society,  through  its 
officer  personnel,  its  speakers'  bureaus,  and  its 
literature  committees,  will  strive  to  make  every 
American  conscious  of  the  necessity  of  working 
together  to  end  this  menace;  and  be  it  further 
"Resolved,  That  this  society  regards  all  who 
consciously  and  voluntarily  promote  this  evil, 
especially  authors,  publishers,  and  distributors, 
as  being  enemies  of  the  spiritual  and  moral 
welfare  of  the  nation ;  and  be  it  finally 

"Resolved,  That  this  society  offers  its  heart- 
felt praise  to  those  thousands  of  retail  store 
owners  who  have  conscientiously  refused  to  be  a 
party  to  this  promotion  of  evil  and  to  those 
people  within  the  industry,  publishers  and  dis- 
tributors, who  are  working  so  zealously  to  im- 
prove their  own  industry."

Whereas,  Pulaski  gave  his  energy,  money,  and 
life  to  American  freedom  and  has  become  the  sym- 
bol of  devotion  to  liberty  for  all  persons  in  America

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston,  through  the 
City  Council  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  extends 
its  greetings  to  Polish  Americans  and  Polish 
nationals  throughout  the  world  and  joins  with 
them  in  the  prayer  that  the  freedom  which  we 
Americans  enjoy,  and  for  which  Casimir  Pulaski 
sacrificed  so  much,  may  once  again  return  to  his 
native    Poland.

The  roadway  width  across  Fairmount  and  Ogden 
street  is  70  feet  and  a  plan  is  being  prepared  for  a 
traffic  island  at  this  location  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the   Public  Improvement   Commission. 

This  island  should  improve  traffic  conditions 
in  the  area  and  facilitate  the  pedestrian  crossing. 

As  a  further  means  of  relieving  traffic  conditions 
at  this  intersection  it  is  believed  that  Ogden  street 
might  be  made  one  way  from  Wilmington  avenue 
to  Wasliington  street. 

Some  time  ago  we  had  a  request  that  Wilming- 
ton avenue  be  made  one  way  from  Nevada  street 
to  Ogden  street,  but  no  further  petition  was 
received  from  the  residents  so  that  action  wis  not 
taken  in  response  to  that  request. 

We  are  now  undertaking  a  survey  of  the  residents 
of  Ogden  street  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
residents  would  accept  the  making  of  this  street 
one  way  from  Wilmington  avenue  to  Washington 
street,  and  if  there  is  not  substantial  opposition 
this  regulation  will  be  enacted  and  provide  some 
immediate  relief. 

The  installation  of  a  traffic  island  at  this  time  of 
year  might  not  be  accomplished  so  quickly  but  in 
due  course  of  time  both  activities  will  be  completed.

I  have  had  your  communication  of  September 
16,  together  with  Councillor  McLaughlin's  order 
of  September  12,  pertaining  to  Salk  vaccine 
distribution.  '  There  has  been  a  delay  in  ac- 
knowledging this  resolve  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  has  met  several  times  with  com- 
mittees on  the  recent  outbreak  of  polio  in  Massa- 
chusetts and,  likewise,  a  particular  committee 
relative  to  the  administration  of  polio  vaccine. 

The  Commonwealth  Advisory  Committee  on 
Polio  Vaccine  recently  voted  to  delay  the  ad- 
ministration of  polio  vaccine,  with  their  approval, 
until  such  time  that  further  study  has  been  made, 
and  a  determination  in  the  effectiveness  and  the 
safety  of  the  vaccine. 

There  has  been  voted  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment a  grant  which  will  be  distributed  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  as  a  sum  of 
money  in  the  near  future  to  purchase  vaccine  and, 
likewise,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
has  earmarked  funds  for  additional  vaccine  which 
may  be  distributed  to  the  local  departments  of 
health.  The  precise  manner  in  which  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  receive  this  vaccine  has  not  been 
announced  by  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and,  at  the  present  time,  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  is  delaying  further  recommendations 
until  the  Polio  Technical  Committee  meets  again. 

From  meagre  information  which  I  have  at  hand, 
which  is  entirely  verbal,  it  is  my  understanding 
that  the  matter  of  the  use  and  distribution  of 
vaccine  will  be  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Technical  Polio  Vaccine  Advisory  Committee. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  this  meeting  shall  be 
in  the  relatively  near  future,  but  the  exact  date 
has  not  yet  been  determined.

In  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  number  of  persons  sentenced 
to  the  House  of  Correction.  The  average  count 
for  1953  was  546;  for  1954,  612;  and  for  the  first 
nine   months   of    this   year,    670.      This   constant 


upward  trend  in  the  number  of  inmates  has 
necessitated  greater  expenditures  for  food,  cloth- 
ing, medicines,  cleaning  supplies,  and  tools  and 
implements.  In  addition,  the  institution  has  had 
its  share  of  prison  unrest,  which  culminated  in  a 
serious  disturbance  on  October  1.  During  this 
uprising,  material  damage  was  done  to  the  heating 
system  and  the  windows  and  sashes  of  the  east 
wing  of  the  Hill  Prison.  In  addition,  a  bread 
mixer  in  the  bakery  was  ruined.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  cost  of  repairing  the  resulting  damage  will 
approximate  $40,000.  It  is  proposed  to  utilize  in 
this  connection  an  appropriation  of  $30,000 
originally  made  for  sea  wall  repairs  against  which 
no  encumbrances  have  yet  been  made.  The 
balance  of  the  damage  costs  together  with  the 
increased  population  requirements  make  up  the 
additional  appropriation  set  forth  in  the  following 
schedule: 

Personal  Services,  $14,000,  additional  correction 
officers  and  increased  overtime  payments. 

Contractual  Services,  $10,400,  repairs  to  prison 
buildings  and  increased  lighting  requirements. 

Supplies  and  Materials,  $25,000,  increased 
requirements  for  food,  medicines,  clothing,  clean- 
ing, and  miscellaneous  supplies. 

Equipment,  $2,600,  replacement  of  bread  mixer. 

In  the  Roxbury  Court  it  has  been  necessary  to 
provide  additional  funds  to  meet  payroll  increases 
to  probation  officers  resulting  from  the  enactment 
of  chapter  735  of  the  Acts  of  1955.  In  addition, 
because  of  a  substantial  increase  in  criminal  cases 
as  well  as  parking  violations,  the  expenditures  of 
the  court  for  postage,  forms,  and  other  stationery 
have  far  exceeded  ordinary  requirements.

handicapped  persons  be  permitted  to  park  their 
cars  in  restricted  areas  without  penalty,  thereby 
granting  them  the  same  privileges  allowed  to  dis- 
abled veterans  who  have  'V  registration  plates." 

Chapter  458  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  which  is  now  in 
effect,  gives  the  same  exemption  from  parking  pro- 
hibitions to  disabled  persons  who  qualify  there- 
under as  that  enjoyed  by  amputee  veterans  to 
whom  "V"  plates  are  issued.

forward  with  great  anticipation  and  pleasure  to 
the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  also  extends  greetings  and  best  wishes 
to  the  City  Council  of  Rome  and  to  each  and 
every  one  of  its  members  and  expresses  the  wish

CONGRATULATIONS  TO  PHILIP  KRAMER. 

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Saturday,  October  29,  1955,  marks 
the  thirtieth  year  that  Philip  Kramer  has  served 
the  International  Ladies  Garment  Workers 
Union  and  the  labor  movement;  and 

Whereas,  Thirty  years  ago  the  term  "sweat 
shop"  had  its  birth  in  the  garment  industry,  as  a 
result  of  a  chaotic  industry,  periodic  employment 
under  hazardous  and  inhuman  working  condi- 
tions; thirty  years  ago  the  men  and  women  in  the 
trade  worked  fifty  to  sixty  hours  a  week  for  twenty 
to  twenty-five  dollars,  and  Phil  Kramer  served 
frequently  as  a  union  official  without  compensa- 
tion, because  the  I.L.G.W.U.  was  without  funds; 
and 

Whereas,  During  the  past  thirty  years,  largely 
through  the  guidance  of  Phil  Kramer  in  this  same 
trade,  it  is  now  possible  for  the  top  men  in  the 
craft  to  make  $10,000,  the  workers  have  a  health 
fund,  a  retirement  program,  vacation  benefits, 
paid  holidays,  a  supplementary  employment  fund, 
and  a  diagnostic  health  center  which  has  already 
saved  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  lives;  and 

Whereas,  Phil  Kramer,  as  an  International  Vice 
President  and  Member  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  has  established  an  engineering  department 
to  improve  the  efficiency  in  the  garment  trade,  and 
has  been  in  the  forefront  in  industrial  research  and 
education;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  true  labor  leader,  Phil  Kramer 
has  selflessly  and  tirelessly  contributed  his  time, 
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energy,  and  talent  to  many  worth-while  community 
activities;  as  a  citizen,  he  has  served  in  the  armed 
forces  of  our  country,  and  as  an  individual  has 
never  been  found  wanting  when  it  was  within 
his  power  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  one  in  need; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  go  on  record  as  congratulating 
Philip  Kramer,  Int3rnational  Vice  President  of 
the  I.L.G.W.U.,  for  his  thirty  years  of  service  to

With  refrenee  to  City  Council  order  of  Oc- 
tober 10,  1955,  ordering  that  the  Police  and 
Traffic  Commissioners  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  confer  on  the  matter 
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of  issuing  special  permits,  or  otherwise 
granting  immunity  from  penalty  for  parking 
violations  to  nonveterans  who  hold  a  "seal" 
for  handicapped  persons  issued  by  the  Regis- 
try of  Motor  Vehicles,  I  wish  to  report  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner, at  a  meeting  of  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission on  Thursday,  October  22,  discussed 
this  subject. 

It  appears  that  under  a  state  law  veterans 
who  hold  a  "V"  plate  issued  by  the  Registry 
of  Motor  Vehicles  are  exempt  from  certain 
traffic    regulations. 

In  order  for  nonveterans  to  obtain  the  same 
exemptions    state    legislation    is    necessary. 

For  example,  in  the  enactment  of  the  tow- 
ing law,  which  is  to  take  effect  in  November 
of  this  year,  the  Legislature  authorizes  the 
Police  Department  to  tow  away  vehicles  found 
to  be  violating  certain  traffic  regulations  and 
in  that  law  they  specifically  exempted  vet- 
erans   who    hold    "V"    plate    registrations. 

Therefore,     no     act    of     the     Boston     Traffic 
Commission    would    be    effective    in    preventing 
nonveterans   holding   a   seal   from   the  Registry 
of   Motor   Vehicles   from    being   towed    away.

I    have    the    City    Council    order    of    October 
17,   1955,   relative  to  the  calling  of  an   election 
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in    the    Boston    Fire    Department.      The    third 
paragraph    of    that    order   states: 

"Whereas,  A  check  on  the  number  of  ab- 
sences due  to  vacations  reveals  that  less  than 
1  per  cent  of  the  firemen  are  on  vacation 
and  the  number  is  being  reduced  weekly, 
and  ..." 

This  is  absolutely  erroneous.  On  the  day 
the  order  was  adopted  the  number  on  vaca- 
tion was  129.  On  the  following  day,  the 
beginning  of  a  new  week,  the  number  on 
vacation  was  133.  Instead  of  the  number 
being  less  than  1  per  cent,  it  is  greater  than 
1  per  cent  by  more  than  100.  This  succeeding 
week  sees  the  number  of  men  on  vacation 
increase. 

I  do  not  feel  in  justice  that  any  election 
of  such  importance  should  be  held  when  so 
many  fire  fighters  are  absent  on  vacation, 
the  determination  of  which  was  beyond  their 
control.

Whereas,  Such  commonly  understood  "rules 
of  the  game"  established  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  publicly  announced  beforehand  would 
be  a  tremendous  and  indispensable  stimulus 
to  the  encouragement  of  private  investment 
in  the  New  York  Streets  Area  now  being 
cleared  under  urban  redevelopment;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  sug- 
gests to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  a  survey 
be  immediately  undertaken  by  private  experts 
on  revaluation  and  reassessment  of  the  New 
York  Streets  Area;  that  such  a  survey  be 
aimed  toward  the  establishment  of  a  definite 
land  value  map  of  the  area  and  the  establish- 
ment and  promulgation  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  a  matter  of  honor  of  definite  standards  of 
measurement  of  building  values  to  be  applied

Resolved,  That  such  a  survey  be  immediately

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order  that 
was  passed  in  the  City  Council  under  date  of 
November  14: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
to  extend  the  replacement  of  street  lighting  pres- 
ently being  accomplished  on  Ashmont  street,  in 
Dorchester,  the  entire  length  of  that  street. " 

The  section  of  Ashmont  street  that  extends  from 
Dorchester  avenue  to  Washington  street  is  lighted 
by  means  of  the  old-fashioned  gas  lamps  at  the 
present  time.  However,  an  order  has  already  been 
issued  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  providing 
for  the  installation  of  modern,  up-to-date,  electric 
lights  in  this  area  of  Ashmont  street,  to  replace  the 
outmoded  gas  lamps.  We  are  arranging  for  the 
installation  of  2,500  lumen  lights;  thereby  provid- 
ing lighting  facilities  in  keeping  with  accepted  and 
approved  standards  for  residential  streets. 

The  section  of  Ashmont  street,  from  Dorchester 
avenue  to  Neponset  avenue,  is  lighted  at  the 
present  time  by  means  of  1,000  lumen  electric 
lights.  We  will  issue  an  order  to  the  Edison  Com- 
pany to  provide  for  the  replacement  of  these  1,000 
lumen  lamps  with  2,500  lumen  lights,  thereby 
greatly  improving  the  current  street  lighting 
facilities  in  this  particular  section  of  Ashmont 
street.

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  draw  up  legislation  to 
be  filed  in  the  General  Court  amending  chapter  458 
of  the  Acts  of  1955  to  include,  for  the  benefit  of 
'handicapped'  drivers,  the  right  to  park  in  Boston 
between  8  and  9.30  a.m." 

I  interpret  the  above-quoted  order  as  requesting 
me  to  draft  legislation  prohibiting  the  imposition 
of  a  penalty  upon  a  "handicapped"  driver  for 
violating  subsection  3  of  section  4  of  Article  IVA 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Boston  Traffic 
Commission,  forbidding  the  stopping,  standing,  or 
parking  of  any  vehicle  in  any  street  in  the  down- 
town area  between  8  a.m.  and  9.30  a.m.  on  any 
day.  Since  penalties  for  such  violation  are  pre- 
scribed by  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  under 
St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  2,  as  amended,  and  not  directly 
by  statute,  the  proposed  legislation  would  be  an 
unwarranted  interference  with  local  control  over  a 
matter  in  which  Boston  now  has  "home  rule."  I 
am  therefore  asking  to  be  excused  from  complying 
with  the  above-quoted  order  in  the  belief  that  the 
City  Council  inadvertently  overlooked  the  power 
of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  and  will  pursue 
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the  matter  by  requesting  that  commission  to 
exempt  "handicapped"  drivers  from  such  penalty 
if  such  exemption  is  found  to  be  in  the  public 
interest.

Whereas,  Many  of  these  tenants  are  living  on  a 
fixed  income  from  Social  Security,  a  retirement 
pension,  old  age  assistance,  etc.,  and  such  rent 
increases  will  force  upon  them  the  cost  of  moving 
to  less  expensive  accommodations  in  areas  un- 
suitable for  decent  living,  and  areas  which  the 
city  is  trying  to  eliminate,  or  will  force  tenants  to 
deny  themselves  the  necessities  of  life  in  order  to 
meet  the  increased  rentals ;  and 

Whereas,  One  hundred  and  fifteen  representa- 
tives and  27  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate 
in  the  Great  and  General  Court  favored  the  con- 
tinuance of  rent  controls  into  1956  during  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature;  and 

Whereas,  Eighty-two  representatives  and  16 
senators  recently  signed  a  petition  calling  for  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  to  consider  this 
vital  matter,  indicating  continued  interest  and  the 
urgent  necessity  for  the  continuance  of  rent  control; 
and 

Whereas,  Time  is  now  of  the  essence  and  only 
the  speedy  intervention  of  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  can  avert  the  disastrous  effects  of  rent 
control  termination  by  calling  a  special  session  of

Resolved,  That  the  sudden  termination  of  all 
rent  controls,  regardless  of  availability  and  price  of 
accommodations,  will  create  an  emergency  and  un-

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  call 
a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  with  a  view  to 
enacting  into  law  a  fair  and  intelligent  plan  of 
gradual  decontrol  of  rentals  which  will  take  into 
consideration  the  availability  and  the  cost  of  rental 
accommodations  in  order  that  a  chaotic  condition 
may  be  averted  and  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  may  be  protected.

VETO  OF  ORDER  TO  INCREASE  PENSIONS 
ETC.,  OF  CERTAIN  FORMER  PUBLIC 
EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  5,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  of  your  Honorable  Body 
passed  November  28,  accepting  chapter  670  of  the 
Acts  of  1955,  proyiding  for  an  increase  in  amounts 
of  the  pension,  retirement  allowances,  and  annuities 
of  certain  retired  employees. 

The  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  which  has  taken 
place  since  World  War  II,  seriously  affected  those 
retired  employees  of  the  city  who  had  small  pen- 
sions and  who,  in  many  cases,  had  no  other  source 
of  income.  I  appreciated  and  sympathized  with 
their  condition,  and  to  relieve  it,  during  the  last 
six  years,  the  pensions,  etc.,  of  over  3,000  retired 
employees  receiving  less  than  $2,000  a  year,  with 
my  approval,  have  been  increased  three  times  at  a 
total  cost  of  nearly  $2,000,000  a  year. 

At  the  present  time,  except  for  a  few  isolated 
cases  which  are  not  affected  by  this  act,  there  are 
no  retired  employees  receiving  less  than  $1,200  a 
year,  and  a  majority  of  them  get  $1,500  a  year  or 
more. 

However,  the  pension  situation  both  in  the  city 
and  the  state  is  approaching  a  critical  financial 
condition.  As  an  example,  the  appropriation  of 
the  city  for  pensions,  retirement  allowances,  and 
annuities  for  the  year  1955  was  $7,545,805,  and  for 
the  same  item  in  1953  was  $5,313,274,  an  increase 
in  only  two  years  of  $2,232,531. 

The  cost  of  the  increases  necessitated  by  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  670  of  the  Acts  of  1955  is 
estimated  to  be  at  least  $475,000  more  a  year,  and 
under  the  present  unsettled  pension  conditions,  it 
does  not  seem  advisable  to  impose  such  an  addi- 
tional burden  on  the  tax  rate  at  this  time. 

Accordingly,  I  am  constrained  to  disapprove 
your  order  accepting  this  act.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
Compensation  and  Classification  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel,  whenever  a  new  position 
is  established,  is  required,  after  an  investigation  of 
the  actual  and  proposed  duties  and  responsibilities 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  to  classify  the  position  by  allocating  it  to 
its  appropriate  class. 

Under  date  of  December  1,  1955,  the  District 
Attorney  requested  that  the  title  of  Head  Admin- 
istrative Clerk  in  compensation  grade  26  be  estab- 
lished for  his   office.

I  acknowledge  your  memorandum  of  November

We  wrote  to  you  before  on  this  matter.  How- 
ever, it  is  our  understanding  that  Councillor 
Foley  is  seeking  further  information. 

The  question  of  the  desirability  of  such  ramps 
is  necessary  for  a  balanced  recreation  program, 
and  accordingly  we  asked  the  Director  of  Recre- 
ation in  this  department  for  his  opinion. 

He  states  that  the  suggestion  of  Councillor 
Foley  is  an  excellent  one,  and  to  have  public 
boat  landings  at  the  locations  suggested  in  the 
order  is  one  to  be  desired  as  Boston  is  lacking  in 
this  facility.  However,  inasmuch  as  the  locations 
would  be  mainly  on  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission properties,  and  the  water  approaches 
under  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard,  I  would  suggest 
that  both  of  these  agencies  be  consulted  as  to 
the  location  and  use  of  these  facilities. 

I  believe  the  ramps  could  be  constructed  in 
such  a  manner  that  they  would  not  require  any 
upkeep  maintenance  or  even  supervision.  San 
Francisco  and  the  area  surrounding  the  city 
have  such  landings  without  any  trouble  to  any 
city  or  state  agency.

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of  October 
3,  introduced  by  Councillor  McCormack,  request- 
ing a  survey  of  traffic  conditions  on  Draper  street, 
Dorchester,  with  a  view  to  making  that  street  one 
way  from  Bowdoin  street  to  Homes  avenue  and 
permitting  the  parking  of  cars  on  both  sides,  I 
wish  to  report  that  while  our  inclination  at  first 
was  to  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  petitioners, 
a  survey  was  made  and  conditions  observed  which 
indicate  that  such  a  regulation  as  desired  would 
not  be  advisable. 

Entering  Draper  street  at  Bowdoin  street  there 
is  a  rather  steep  grade  and  a  curve  in  the  roadway 
which  would  make  traveling  difficult  when  there 
is  snow  on  the  street.  A  one  way  from  Bowdoin 
street  to  Homes  avenue  would  cause  all  traffic  to 
detour  into  Homes  avenue  and  on  this  street  there 
is  a  very  steep  grade  up  to  Mt.  Ida  road.  The 
majority  of  the  traffic  going  westerly  would  use 
Hamilton  street  and  the  traffic  would  emerge  into 
the  busy  shopping  area  at  Hamilton  and  Bowdoin 
streets. 

There  have  been  recent  complaints  about  con- 
ditions in  Homes  avenue,  especially  at  the  inter- 
section of  Hamilton  street  and  Homes  avenue. 
It  is  not  good  practice  to  make  a  portion  of  a 
street  one  way,  particularly  when  it  would  create 
a  hardship  to  motorists  and  place  additional 
traffic  on  the  streets  from  which  complaints  are 
already  being  received. 

In  view  of  the  complexities  of  this  situation  it 
is  our  opinion  that  the  best  interest  of  the  public 
would  be  served  if  no  action  were  taken  on  the 
recommendation  that  Draper  street  be  made  one 
way  from  Bowdoin  street  to  Homes  avenue.

Until  1944  maintenance  employees  received  the 
same  paid  sick  leave  as  other  employees  of  this 
Authority. 

In  that  year  —  1944  —  the  Authority  met  with 
agents  of  the  several  unions  representing  mainte- 
nance employees,  at  their  request,  to  discuss  both 
wages  and  working  conditions. 


At  that  time  these  employee  representatives  ex- 
pressed the  preference  for  a  greater  wage  increase 
as  against  continuance  of  the  sick  leave  policy. 
Accordingly,  the  paid  sick  leave  policy  was  dis- 
continued and  the  difference  sustained  was  ex- 
pressed in  increased  wages. 

The  present  understanding  of  the  Authority  with 
union  labor  groups  representing  employees  does  not 
include  paid  sick  leave.  This  memorandum  of 
understanding  is  effective  until  August,  1956. 

Prior  to  that  time  it  is  believed  that  representa- 
tives of  the  maintenance  employees  will  request 
meetings  with  the  Authority  to  again  discuss  wages 
and  working  conditions.  It  is  assumed  the  matter 
of  paid  sick  leave  will  be  among  the  items  to  be 
surveyed  and  decided  as  part  of  the  package  de- 
termination of  wages  prevailing  in  this  locality  at 
that  time.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  response  to  the  Council  order  of  October  31, 
1955,  introduced  by  Councillor  Ahearn,  requesting 
a  special  study  of  traffic  conditions  on  Bunker  Hill 
street,  Charlestown,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

While,  at  first  glance,  it  might  appear  that  the 
establishment  of  a  through  way  in  Bunker  Hill 
street  would  be  helpful  to  traffic  conditions,  famili- 
arity with  the  use  of  the  through-way  device  in 
streets  of  this  nature  reveals  that  a  speed  problem 
immediately  results  from  such  regulations. 

Lifelong  residents  of  the  Bunker  Hill  area  feel 
that  Bunker  Hill  street  would  become  a  veritable 
race  track  because  motorists  using  it  would  assume 
that  all  vehicles  entering  from  side  streets  would 
stop.  Very  often,  in  spite  of  stop  signs,  those 
entering  from  side  streets  do  not  stop,  and  as  a 
result  extremely  serious  accidents  result. 

Our  office  is  recommending  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  that,  in  connection  with  the 
resurfacing  of  Bunker  Hill  street,  underground 
conduit  for  future  pedestrian  traffic  signals  should 
be  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Bunker  Hill 
street  and  Monument  street  and  in  Bunker  Hill 
street  in  the  vicinity  of  Bunker  Hill  Park.  With 
the  establishment  of  traffic  lights,  then  Bunker  Hill 
street  will  become  safer  under  existing  regulations 
or  under  any  change  in  regulations. 

It  has  been  previously  explained  that,  in  order  to 
establish  stop  streets,  approval  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  is  necessary  so  that  there 
will  be  some  uniformity  in  such  matters  and  so  that 
there  will  not  be  so  many  finally  established  that 
motorists  will  consider  them  an  irritation  and  come 
to  disregard  them.  Some  of  the  intersections  on 
Bunker  Hill  street  do  not  meet  minimum  warrants 
for  the  establishment  of  stop  streets  either  in  the 
amount  of  cross  traffic,  accident  records,  or  speed- 
ing. 

Accordingly,  because  a  through  way  would  in- 
crease hazards  on  Bunker  Hill  street  and  because 
.certain  entering  streets  do  not  fulfill  the  warrants 
required  for  stop  streets,  we  regret  to  report  that 
we  cannot  favor  a  change  in  the  regulations  at  this 
time.  However,  we  can  look  forward  to  the  in- 
stallation of  traffic  signals  following  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  roadway  which  is  scheduled  for  the  near 
future.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION  ON 
DEFECTS   IN   PUBLIC   WAYS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  December  7,  1955. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

One  of  the  largest  of  the  regularly  recurrent 
annual  expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
amount  spent  for  the  purpose  of  providing  good 
local  streets.  This  money  is  used  for  construction 
of  new  streets,  for  reconstruction  of  old  streets, 
and  for  maintenance  of  new  and  old  streets.  The 
total  of  these  expenditures  includes  a  considerable 
sum  for  new  sidewalks  on  new  streets  and  for  new 
sidewalks  on  old  streets;  and  for  repair  of  sidewalks 
on  old  streets.  Over  a  short  period  of  years,  like 
one  mayoralty  administration,  it  amounts  to  many 
million  dollars. 

However,  there  is  a  mounting  annual  large  ex- 
penditure by  the  city  arising  from  accidents  due 
to  holes,  breaks,  collapses,  etc.,  in  the  public  ways 
of  the  city.  The  size  of  this  expenditure  has  be- 
come so  great  that  it  is  difficult  to  accept  the 
philosophy  that  it  is  an  inevitable  and  unavoidable 
cost.  It  is  the  hope  that  a  portrayal  of  the  situa- 
tion will  stimulate  action  to  check  and  even  reduce 
this  second  large  expenditure  which  prompts  this 
communication. 

First  of  all,  it  is  important  to  realize  the  vast- 
ness  of  the  city's  outlay  intended  to  produce  and 
maintain  sound  and  safe  surface  condition  of  its 
highways. 

In  the  period  1950-1954,  the  city  spent  for 
construction  and  maintenance  of  highway  sur- 
faces more  than  §19,000,000.  The  following  tabu- 
lation shows  how  this  sum  was  divided.

Despite  this  large  expenditure,  and  particu- 
larly the  amount  spent  for  maintenance,  in  the 
period  from  August,  1954,  to  August,  1955,  the 
city  paid  damage  awards  totaling  well  over 
$200,000  for  personal  injuries  due  to  defects  in 
its  highways;  and  that  amount  is  only  a  portion 
of  the  total  which  will  ultimately  be  paid  for 
claims  remaining  on  the  docket  at  the  end  of  this 
period. 

In  this  same  12-month  period  there  were  239 
damage  claims  due  to  personal  injuries  settled  by 
payment  to  the  claimants.  These  cases  had  their 
inception  in  various  years  going  back  to  1947; 
but   this   number  is  but   a  fraction   of   the   total 


number  filed  in  the  years  in  question,  and  every 
one  of  them  necessitated  payroll  expenses  to  the 
city. 

Personal  injury  claims  result  much  more  often 
because  of  defects  in  sidewalks  than  in  other 
street  surfaces.  In  a  recent  year,  for  instance, 
when  approximately  730  claims  were  filed,  for 
which  it  is  expected  that  500  court  actions  will 
result,  approximately  85  per  cent  were  due  to 
defects  in  sidewalks. 

Many  damage  awards  resulting  from  defects  are 
paid  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  Some  are  paid 
as  the  result  of  negotiations  between  legal  rep- 
resentatives of  the  city  after  suit  has  been  entered 
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in  court.  Others  are  paid  as  the  result  of  a  verdict 
ordered  by  a  judge  or  jury  after  a  hearing  of  the 
merits.  It  can  easily  be  realized,  therefore,  that 
in  addition  to  the  sums  paid  to  claimants,  there  is 
a  large  payroll  and  other  expenditure  for  adjudica- 
tion of  these  claims.  The  expense  of  repair  of 
defects,  naturally,  is  a  city  expense. 

There  are  limitations  set  out  by  law  to  the 
liability  of  the  city  in  instances  of  injury.  In 
addition  to  limiting  the  amount  of  recovery  to 
$4,000  in  any  case,  they  relate  principally  to  the 
seriousness  of  the  defect  and  the  length  of  time  it 
has  been  in  existence.  It  is  important  to  realize 
that  courts  often  determine  the  culpability  of  the 
city  on  the  basis  of  the  degree  of  use  made  of  the 
location  of  the  injury.  Court  interpretations  of 
the  law  governing  this  situation  protect  the  city 
against  claims  that  might  be  based  on  trivial 
defects;  and  against  claims  in  instances  where  the 
city  had  not  had  proper  time  to  discover  the 
defect  and  remedy  it. 

Inspection. 

It  is  expected  that  the  city  will  inform  itself 
of  the  condition  of  the  streets  primarily  through 
a  form  of  inspection  by  employees  of  the  Public 
Works  Department;  and  this  inspection  is  intended 
to  be  augumented  by  the  workings  of  a  police 
regulation  requiring  route  police  officers  to  report 
defects  in  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  to  place 
protective  barriers  about  them  until  corrected. 

It  is  significant  that  the  police  rule  spells  out 
the  duty  of  the  police  officers  in  this  regard  very 
carefully.    It  states: 

Rule  46 

1)  The  police  shall  be  vigilant  in  observing 
the  condition  of  the  public  streets  in  order  that 
they  may  be  safe  and  convenient  for  travel. 

2)  When  a  police  officer  discovers  a  defect 
or  an  obstruction  in  a  public  street  which  is 
likely  to  cause  accidents,  he  shall  at  once  re- 
move it,  if  practicable;  if  the  defect  or  obstruc- 
tion is  of  such  a  nature  that  he  cannot  remove 
it,  he  shall  take  immediate  measures  to  prevent 
accidents  by  erecting  suitable  guards,  and  if  at 
night,  by  displaying  lanterns. 

3)  If  a  defect  in  the  public  street  is  caused 
by  want  of  repairs  or  the  failure  of  a  person 
who  has  made  an  excavation  to  restore  the 
street  to  a  proper  condition,  or  there  is  a  de- 
fective manhole  or  cesspool  cover,  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works  of  the  city  shall  be  notified. 

9)  The  Law  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  immediately  notified  by  the 
division  commander  of  all  cases  of  injuries 
caused  by  alleged  street  or  sidewalk  defects  or 
street  or  sidewalk  conditions. 

It  is  apparent  therefore  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment recognizes  the  responsibility  and  takes  means 
to  pursue  it.  A  measure  of  police  diligence,  to 
some  extent,  might  be  a  comparison  of  the  number 
of  defects  reported  by  the  police  in  a  given  time 
with  the  number  of  claims  of  injury  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk  in  the  same  period.  In  this  respect 
the  ratio  of  police  reports  to  claims  is  about  2  to  1 
in  favor  of  the  police. 

Public  Works  Department  inspection  is  "some- 
thing else  again."  It  is  this  department's  function 
to  keep  the  highway  surfaces  in  good  order. 
Yet  it  has  no  organized  or  regular  or  routine 
inspection;  it  claims  only  that  in  the  summer 
there  is  patrol  by  a  group  which  finds  and  gives 
quick  repairs  to  spots  in  the  so-called ' '  downtown ' ' 
area.  For  the  rest  of  the  year  the  department 
relies  on  police  reports  of  defects,  except  that 
occasionally  an  observant  citizen,  even  sometimes 
an  observant  Public  Works  Department  employee 
not  assigned  to  this  job,  will  report  a  dangerous 
defect.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  therefore  that 
the  department  which  should  be  most  concerned 
about  the  condition  of  the  street  surfaces  relies 
on  other  than  its  own  organization  to  become 
informed  of  defects  in  the  highways. 

Furthermore,  there  appears  to  be  no  record 
made  or  kept  of  the  approximate  time  of  the 
first  occurrence  of  the  dangerous  condition,  though 
this  might  become  important  in  city  defense  in 
a  trial.  The  dated  police  report  most  nearly 
approaches  that  significant  detail.  It  is  the 
practice  of  the  official  in  City  Hall  who  receives 
this  report  to  relay  it  to  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment yard  in  the  district  where  the  defect 
lies,  but  the  record  reveals  that  it  is  usually  four, 
five,  or  six  days  after  its  receipt  in  City  Hall 
that  it  arrives  in  the  yard. 


Thereafter,  there  being  no  standard  routine 
procedure  spelled  out  for  the  authority  in  the 
yard,  the  work  of  correction  of  the  defective 
condition  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  employee 
in  charge,  usually  the  district  foreman.  Again 
the  more  or  less  voluntary  practice  is  to  take 
care  immediately  of  a  serious  situation  in  an 
important  area,  and  to  take  care  of  the  less  im- 
portant when  the  work  of  the  district  will  permit. 
Unfortunately  this  method  is  not  good  protection 
for  the  city,  because  the  apparently  less  serious 
defects   figure   more   often   in   the   injury   claims. 

Analysis  of  the  data  of  location  of  sidewalk 
accidents  shows  that  the  section  of  the  city  ex- 
hibiting the  highest  percentage  of  these  accidents 
is  what  is  known  as  Ward  3,  which  comprises  a 
substantial  part  of  the  downtown  area.  From 
the  language  in  the  case  of  Hawkes  vs.  M.T.A., 
328,  Mass.  140,  it  is  clear  that  this  is  the  type  of 
area  where  special  vigilance  is  called  for. 

The  pertinent  language  of  the  court  decision 
in  that  case  reads:  "The  standard  of  duty  placed 
on  a  municipality  'is  not  an  absolute  or  inflexible 
one,  but  should  be  given  an  application  which  is 
related  to  the  character  of  the  way  and  to  the 
kind  and  amount  of  travel  at  the  location  of  the 
alleged  defect,'  (McDonald  vs.  Boston,  318  Mass. 
618  and  Callagy  vs.  Boston,  297  Mass.  53).  A 
condition  which  might  constitute  a  defect  in  a 
thickly-settled  district  might  not  amount  to  a 
defect  in  a  remote  part  of  the  city  where  the 
traffic  was  lighter.  And  what  might  be  a  defect 
on  a  sidewalk  might  not  be  one  if  situated  on  a 
way  used  principally  for  vehicular  traffic." 

Conclusion. 
To  what  extent  the  quality  of  the  work  is  a 
factor  in  the  actionable  cases  of  defect  is  not  known. 
It  is  known  that  the  defect  is  sometimes  due  to 
other  causes;  but  in  view  of  the  prevailing  types 
of  defects,  original  quality  of  the  work  is  hard 
to  evaluate.    These  types  are: 

Raised  sidewalk  slabs,  sinking  of  sidewalk 
after  repair  and  patching  following  openings, 
raised  meter  boxes,  curbstone  sunken  below  level 
of  sidewalk  slab,  broken  and  worn  areas.  It 
would  seem  that  inspection  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  those  conditions  which  give  rise  to 
suits  against  the  city  should  center  on  these 
types  of  defects. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Public  Works  Department 
makes  little  effort  to  prevent  accidents  by  prompt 
discovery  and  remedy  of  defective  conditions. 
It  has  not  yet  organized  the  work  necessary. 
It  passes  over  to  the  police  officers  who  have 
many  other  duties,  the  responsibility  of  discovery 
of  highway  hazards.  The  absence  of  adequate 
practice  and  records  handicaps  the  Law  Depart- 
ment in  adjudicating  claims. 

The  ultimate  financial  cost  of  accidents  warrants 
a  better  effort  along  this  line  than  is  made  at 
present. 

It  follows  that  the  departments  involved  in 
this  area  of  administration  of  service  should  come 
together  and  agree  on  a  procedure  which  will  be 
adequate  in  the  situation.  A  routine  and  method 
which  is  comprehensive  and  meaningful  is  long 
overdue.

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  GROUP  INSURANCE, 
ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  27,  1955. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  regret  I  find  it  necessary  to  return  herewith, 
without  my  signature  and  disapproved,  the  orders 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  December  12, 
1955,  accepting  chapter  760  of  the  Acts  of  1955. 

Section  3  of  said  chapter  provides  that  the  Mayor 
in    any    city,    "upon    acceptance    of    this    chap- 
ter    .     .     .     shall     negotiate     with     and     pur- 
chase    ...         ...     from      one      or      more 

insurance  companies  ...  a  policy  or  poli- 
cies ...  of  group  life  and  accidental  death 
and  dismemberment  insurance  and  hospital, 
surgical  and  medical  benefits  for  the  employees 
of  said  city."  It  is  clear  from  this  language  that 
my  approval  of  the  orders  in  question  would 
definitely  commit  the  city,  in  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year  to  the  financial  obligations  attached  to  the 
execution  of  the  insurance  contracts  involved. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  legislation,  one  half  of 
the  cost  of  the  premiums  for  such  insurance  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  wages  of  the  employees  and 
the  remaining  50  per  cent  shall  be  contributed  by 
the  city.  Based  on  tentative  estimates  secured 
by  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  from 
insurance  groups,  it  appears  that  the  initial 
annual  contributions  of  the  city  to  such  a  program 
would  approximate  $1,350,000. 

In  accordance  with  prior  announcements,  it  is 
my  intention  to  provide  in  the   1956  budget  for 


increases  in  the  compensation  of  policemen, 
fire  fighters,  jail  and  correction  officers.  In  addi- 
tion, I  have  under  consideration  a  reduction  in 
the  period  during  which  existing  compensation 
maxima  shall  be  attained  together  with  modifi- 
cations in  the  vacation  policy  of  the  city. 

From  recent  press  announcements,  it  would 
appear  that  additional  appropriations  for  compen- 
sation of  school  employees  must  be  considered  in 
1956.  It  is  also  apparent  that  pension  require- 
ments are  still  on  the  upward  trend.  An  over-all 
calculation  of  the  amounts  involved  in  these 
various  proposals,  including  that  for  group  in- 
surance, would  appear  to  indicate,  without  any 
consideration  of  budget  increases  in  items  other 
than  for  personal  services  or  benefits,  a  tax  rate 
increase  in  the  neighborhood  of  $5. 

I  feel  certain  you  will  agree  that  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  city  does  not  warrant 
the  imposition  of  such  an  additional  burden  on  the 
taxpayers.  While  desirous  of  maintaining  employ- 
ment conditions  in  municipal  departments  at  a 
high  level,  T  believe  that  until  steps  are  taken 
to  strengthen  and  expand  the  revenue  base  of 
Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  we  must  defer 
action  of  the  type  authorized  under  chapter  760.

The  present  statutory 
provision  therefor  is  to  be  found  in  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.), 
c.  60,  s.  37,  as  amended.  Since  St.  1821,  c.  107, 
this  hen  has  been  enforceable  by  the  sale  of  a  tax 
title,  and  since  St.  1878,  c.  266,  by  the  alternative 
method  of  taking  of  a  tax  title.  For  precise  statutory 
provisions,  see  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  60,  ss.  40  to  50 
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and  53  to  55.  Since  Gen.  St.  1915,  c.  237,  s.  3 
(now  G.  L.  [Ter.  Ed.],  c.  60,  s.  64),  the  title  conveyed 
by  a  tax  deed  or  tax  taking  only  becomes  absolute 
after  foreclosure  by  decree  of  the  Land  Court 
with  an  exception  for  foreclosure  by  sale  in  the 
case  of  real  estate  not  exceeding  $1,000  in  value.

ORDINANCE   CONCERNING   SECOND 
ASSISTANT   CITY   MESSENGER. 

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5, 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  clause  (0)  as  appearing  in  section  1  of 
chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1053,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  clause: 

(6)  The  clerk  of  committees  of  the  city  council, 
seventy-four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  as- 
sistant clerk  of  committees,  sixty-three  hundred 


and  sixty  dollars;  and  the  two  secretaries  in  the 
clerk  of  committees  department,  forty-seven 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  each. 

Section  2.  Said  first  paragraph  of  said  section 
5  of  chapter  3,  as  so  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (13)  as  appearing 
in  section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1055,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
clause: 

(13)  The  city  messenger,  seventy-four  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars;  the  assistant  city  messenger, 
fifty-two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  second 
assistant  city  messenger,  forty-two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  the  librarian-archivist,  forty-seven 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  document  clerk, 
forty-seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  and  one 
stenographer-clerk  in  the  city  messenger  depart- 
ment, forty-four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
December  20,  1055. 

The  ordinance  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.
